not to release them into passionate whims of their passions, 
instead to guide them towards the eternal salvation and 
prosperity; to relieve them from their egotism, or self- 
worshipping, and motivate and guide towards God 
worshipping. 


The present book in the hand of readers is the discussion 
and debate regarding the Lady of the Women of the 


Worlds-the Holy Prophet Muhammad’s (SAW) honorable 
daughter, that the mother earth neither had delivered, and 
nor would ever deliver her alike; an exalted one, that the 
Muslim women in following her would never require any 
other model. The exalted and distinguished personality who 
clearly demonstrated all the profound responsibilities of a 
Muslim woman in various arenas of the life, that how she 
Should be a decent servant in front of God; a must be 
daughter before her parents; a competent and worthy 
mother for her children; a sympathetic and compassionate 
wife for her husband; and ultimately praiseworthy, and self- 
sacrificing while encountering with the poor and destitute. 
In this book the most precious contexts containing a lesson 
or warning have been written which would be beneficial for 
a wise and pious person wiling to be admonished. The 
translator of these lines considers one of his aims in 
translating these pages to picturesque a relatively 
comprehensive face of Fatimeh al-Zahra (SA)-the perfect 
manifestation of the piety and excellence-that could 
become an aspiration for the Muslim daughters and women 
living in the contemporary modern world. 


The second important point that should be explained in 
this foreword that on the basis of the Holy Qur’an’s plenty of 
verses, the issue of examinations, and the divine destinies 
of His servants by the Glorious God, is absolutely certain 
without any least doubt and contradiction whatsoever. The 
material of the examination or the test paper by God in 
testing the human beings in the schools of their lives is 
plenty; and one of the material of these divine examinations 
iS paying respect of the reverence and generosity of the 
saintly human beings who are His beloveds—and worthy of 
the most sublime respect and highest regards at His 
threshold. Such exalted and noble personalities certainly are 
the true manifestations of the divine bounties, and in 
accordance with the Holy Quran’s very explicit 


commandment human beings would be asked the questions 
and admonished, regarding their behavior with respect to 
them because the Holy Qur’an says: 


“Then on that day, ye will be asked concerning 
bounties.” 
-The Holy Qur’an (102:8). 


And certainly the affairs that all of us would be asked on 
the Day of Resurrection is about the regards, reverence, and 
homage paid with respect to the distinguished personality, 
God’s friend, and the Holy Prophet Muhammad's (SAW) 
honorable daughter—Fatimeh al-Zahra (SA). Certainly on 
that great, and astonishing day it would be asked with the 
Muslims that how did they treated the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
memorial after his demise? That is: With one of the holy 
fives-that the entire existence of this universe was 
materialized only through the radiant and illuminated 
existence of those five sacred and pious ones; Fatimeh (SA) 
about whom we read repeatedly from the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) blessed tongue: “Fatimeh Is the part of my body, 
whoever has annoyed her has annoyed me, and 
whoever has annoyed me has annoyed God.” Or we 
see that the Holy Prophet (SAW) said about her: “Fatimeh, 
God becomes angered with your wrath, and becomes 
pleased with your pleasure.” And then said: “Fatimeh 
is the part of my body, and whoever has angered her 
has made me angered.” 


Fatimeh (SA) about whom the Holy Prophet (SAW) has 
narrated: “One day, the Holy Prophet (SAW) was 
sitting and around him Ali, Fatimeh, Hasan, and 
Husain (AS) were also sitting. The Holy Prophet said: 
O God you know that these are-my Holy Progeny, Ahl 
al-Bayt (AS}-and are the most respectable people 
near me; thus O God, whoever loved them, love him, 
and whoever has grudge with them, treat him with 


grudge; whoever is their friend be friend with him, 
and whoever is their enemy, be enemy with him; 
whoever helps and show favor to them, help and 
favor him. O God cleanse my Ahl al-Bayt from all 
sorts of filths, and protect them from all the sins, and 
make them victorious through the Holy spirit from 
your threshold. Then he said: O Ali you will be the 
Imam of my community, and the caliph of Muslims 
after me. O Ali on the Day of Resurrection you would 
be the leader of the believers leading them towards 
the paradise; as though I could see that my daughter, 
Fatimeh al-Zahra mounted upon the mount of 
illumination, and comes to the plain of resurrection, 
while being accompanied by seventy thousands 
angles on her right side, and the same number 
surrounding her from left, front, and back; and she 
would take the believing women of my community 
towards the paradise. It was asked O the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) is Fatimeh al-Zahra (SA) the most 
superior woman of her period? He replied: The most 
superior woman of her time is the position of Marry, 
the Omran’s daughter, while my daughter Fatimeh is 
the most superior woman of all of the periods, and 
when she stands at the alter of the prayer, seventy 
thousands angles send salutations upon her and 
address her in this manner: O Fatimeh God has 
purified and selected you, and bestowed the 
superiority upon all of the women of the worlds.” 


The other motive that required for the translation of this 
book that in accordance with the Holy Qur’an’s verses, and 
the Islamic narrations that one of the dimensions of the 
resurrection is presentation of the real and true worth of the 
distinguished and chosen beloveds of the glorious God. That 
is: The exalted personalities whose worth had remained as 
unperceived in this world, and the egotisms and self- 


worshipping of the human beings had pulled a curtain over 
the majesty and grandeur of those noble personalities, and 
the human beings were unable to identify and pay 
reverence towards them as they aught to have been 
deserved. One of these exalted one is the sacred existence 
of-the Lady of Women of the Worlds; that in accordance 
with plenty of narrations narrated by different sects, and the 
respected readers will read about her unique grandeur, 
magnanimity, and distinctions, which would be manifested 
and glorified in the plain of resurrection, so that her position 
and rank become clearly explicit upon every one. 


On such a day plenty of fright, bleak, helpless, would 
arouse the human being to seek refuge, and in this valley of 
struggle, only those would be able to find the refuge, who 
have done some service regarding the reverence of these 
exalted nobles, and especially regarding Fatimeh al-Zahra 
(SA) in their own lives. Yes, on such a day these honorable 
ones, and especially the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) honorable 
daughter would pick up the hands of such persons, and 
would do intercession for them before God. It would be here 
that the service no matter how insignificant, or each step no 
matter how smaller, it might be, near these benevolent and 
munificence ones, would be acceptable and with their full 
backing and support, they would hold the hands of such 
individuals at those critical moments. And this servants too, 
on that day when the, Wealth and the children would 
not be of any help for a person, the translation of this 
book, no matter how minute, smaller, and insignificant it 
might be, near the mother of that generous and 
munificence family of Ahl al-Bayt (AS) might be accepted, 
and thus would result in enabling me with the intercession 
of the intercessor of the Day of Judgment. 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) has said: “I am leaving 
the two heavy trusts among you-The Book of Allah 
and my Ahi al-Bayt (AS)-until you would remain 


attached to these two, you would never be deviated. 
Verily these two would never be separated from each 
other until they would meet me at the Fountain of 
Kouther in the paradise.” The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
had left two heavy trust (thaghalains) to whom the 
Muslim community was supposed to hold them 
tightly. What the Muslims did with the prophet’s first 
trust was most eloquently described in a speech 
delivered by Seyed Jamaluddin Asadabadi? (RA) in 
Cairo, Egypt in the year 1300 A.H; he describes the 
painful conditions of the Muslims, regarding the 
practice of the Holy Qur’an: “Ah! Ah! Due to the 
negligence of the Muslims the sacred Holy Qur’an’s 
utilization in our community has been limited only to 
the following affairs: Recital upon the graves on 
Fridays nights, a tool of time passing in the hands of 
the fast observers, the garbage of the mosques, 
atonement of the sins, a play things in the schools, 
the protection from the wounds of the eyes, for 
swearing oaths of lies, a means of begging around 
the alleys, decoration for the swaddling clothes of 
the babies, breast band of the brides, ornamental 
band of the arms of bread bakers, necklace of the 
children, shoulder belt of the travelers, arsenal of 
those who have been taken over by jinni’s, 
decoration for the illumination, exhibition for the 
arches of triumph, preliminary for the moving of the 
household item, protection of the gymnasiums, the 
trade item for the international trade, and the capital 
of the booksellers.” 
—Debate between a Doctor and the Old man, 
by Martyr Abdul Karim Hashminejad (RA), p-321. 


The second heavy trust was his Ahl al-Bayt (AS) or his 
family (itrat); about whom a majority of the Muslims even 
don’t know their names in spite of the fact that their daily 


prayers are not completed without sending the salutations 
upon them after the recital of witnessing (tashahud) in the 
sitting position in the second unit (raka’t) of each prayer! 
The current translation is the third book from the fourteen, 
regarding the Leaders of Spiritual Guidance Series? by this 
translator; God willing, the forthcoming translations of these 
series would present the comprehensive biographies of the 
epic lives of divinely appointed spiritual leaders for the 
guidance of mankind.

2. Preface by the Ahl al-Bayt (AS) World 
Assembly 


Pue belongs to God who guided his creatures 


towards the path of guidance, and salutations be upon the 
especially distinguished Seal of the Prophets-Muhammad 
bin Abdullah (SAW) and his Holy Progeny. God has created 
man and bestowed upon him intelligence and the faculty of 
reason; with intelligence he could discover the truth and 
should be able to distinguish it from the falsehood; with his 
determination he should select which is good for him, and 
decide his objectives accordingly. God has bestowed 
intelligence as an obligation upon His servants and rained it 
upon them from the fountainhead of His blessings and 
guidance. He taught man that was unknown to him, and 
enlightened him with the path of perfection and aim of His 
creation. The Holy Qur'an made the pillars of the faith, 
illuminated the obligations and paths of guidance clearly, 
revealed their meanings, and rolled the curtain up, showing 
the fruitful results until the following verses were 
descended: 


“Say: Lo! The guidance of Allah is guidance, and 
we are ordered to surrender to the Lords of the 
worlds.” 

-The Holy Qur’an (6:71). 


“Allah guideth whom He will unto a straight path.” 
—The Holy Qur’an (2:213). 


“But Allah sayeth the truth and He showeth the 
way. ” 
—The Holy Qur’an (33: 4). 


“He who holdeth fast to Allah, he indeed is guided 
unto a right path. 
-The Holy Qur’an (3:101). 


“Say: Allah leadeth to the truth. Is He Who leadeth 
to the truth more deserving that He should be 
followed, or he who findeth not the way unless he 
(himself) be guided? What aileth ye? How judge ye?” 

—The Holy Qur’an (10:35). 


“Those who have been given knowledge see that 
what is revealed unto thee from thy Lord is the truth 
and leadeth unto the path of the Mighty, the Owner 
of Praise.” 

—The Holy Qur’an (34: 6). 


“And who goeth farther astray than he who 
followeth his lust without guidance from Allah?” 
—The Holy Qur’an (28:50). 


Yes, God is the most exalted fountainhead of the real 
guidance; He is the One Who guides man towards the 
straight path of the truth. His Knowledge verifies this reality, 
and the intellectuals bow their heads to it with their entire 
existence. God has provided the mankind with the desire for 
perfection and beauty in our primordial nature, then has 
done a favor, and bestowed upon us the blessing of 
identifying the path of perfection; and from this 
consideration He has revealed in the Holy Qur’an: 


“I created the jinn and humankind only that they 
might worship Me.” 
-The Holy Qur’an (51:56). 


The only path to access the peak of perfection is 
worshipping, accompanied by understanding and 
farsightedness. God has equipped human beings with the 
two powers of wrath and passion, to have the stregnth of 
movement towards the path of perfection, and didn’t make 


him immune from the domination of these two powers and 
his self’s desires produced by them-that are always 
accompanied with the human being. Therefore, humans in 
addition to requiring the faculty of reason, and other tools of 
identification of the perfection, require something which 
could guarantee the soundness of their farsightedness so 
that the divine proof (hujjat) and guidance become clear, 
and all the factors contributing to the conscious selection of 
either righteous or deviated paths are available to them as 
options. 


It was due to this consideration that the divine tradition 
has always been based upon the fact that man’s faculty of 
reason should be backed by the divine revelations, and the 
guidance of the exalted spiritual guides appointed by the 
God for all dimensions of his life. Since the beginning of 
human history, divinely appointed messengers carried the 
torch of divine guidance upon their shoulders so that His 
servants should never remain without a guide and leader, 
and the world would never be empty from the presence of 
the Divine Proof (Hujjat-e-Khuda). The Proof of God has 
always been such that if there are only two people left in the 
world, one of them would be the Proof of God. The Holy 
Qur’an also has indicated this as follows: 


“Thou art a warner only, and for every folk a 
guide.” 
-The Holy Qur’an (13:7). 


The divine messengers and their successors have 
responsibilities of guiding the people, and_ their 
responsibilities and duties could be described as follows: 


1. They receive revelations correctly and accurately, and 
such a task requires a complete readiness. Therefore, God 
Himself selects his representatives, and the Holy Qur’an has 
spoken about it explicitly: 


“Allah knoweth best with whom to place His 
message.” 
-The Holy Qur’an (6:124). 


“But Allah chooseth of His messengers whom He 
will, (to receive knowledge thereof). 
-The Holy Qur’an (3:179). 


2. They should be able to deliver the divine message to 
the people. Deliverance of such a divine assignment 
depends upon their possessing complete competence and 
this is based upon their completely being aware of the 
details of objectives of their mission and their being totally 
immune from the committing of mistakes (infallibility or 
ismat) as clearly explained in the following verse: 


“Mankind were one community and Allah sent 
(unto them) Prophets as bearers of good tidings and 
as warners, and revealed therewith the Scripture 
with the truth that it might judge between mankind 
concerning that wherein they differed. 

-The Holy Qur’an (2:213). 


3. They should be able to establish a community that is 
loyal and committed to the divine mission and make it ready 
to support its leader. The Holy Qur’an with two special 
phrases, nourishment (tarbiyat) and education (t a/eem), 
has announced this assignment in a very eloquent manner: 


“He it is Who hath sent among the unlettered ones 

a messenger of their own, to recite unto them His 

revelations and to make them grow and to teach 

them the scripture and wisdom, though heretofore 
they were indeed in error manifest.” 

-The Holy Qur’an (62:2). 


They purified (tazikiyeh) them, taught the Book (the Holy 
Qur’an) and wisdom. Self Cleansing (tazkiyeh) i.e, nurturing 
the perfection within the human soul, and this nurturing 


required a model that should contain all the parameters of 
perfection: 


“Verily in the messenger of Allah ye have a good 
example for him who looketh unto Allah and the Last 
Day, and remembereth Allah much.” 

-The Holy Qur’an (33: 21). 


4. He protects his divine assignment from the deviation 
and misleading. Such a responsibility requires the spiritual 
and intellectual decency that is defined as _infallibility 
(ismat). 


5. He should continuously endeavor to implement the 
meaningful objectives of his divine assignment and to 
strengthen the moral values in the souls and consciences of 
the individual human beings, as well as in the basic pillars of 
human society. This could only be accomplished by the 
execution of divine commandments and religious laws and 
is not possible except through building a political 
infrastructure based upon the most sublime divine values. 
The execution of these designs, and regulations requires the 
leadership of a wise learned person, extremely valiant, 
especially determined, and aware regarding the morals of 
various strata of the community including the social, 
political and intellectual patterns, and the relevant laws to 
manage and nurture the paths and customs of the life. The 
abovementioned factors that could be interpreted as the 
intellectual capabilities are in addition to the infallibility 
(ismat), which are called the spiritual worthiness. 


The divine messengers and their successors, in 
accomplishing the objectives which were assigned by the 
God for them, never sat comfortably even for a moment, 
were ready to sacrifice their lives, stretched their hands to 
untangle the most difficult complexities, and left no stone 
unturned. God completed their persistent endeavors with 
the messenger ship of the last carrier of the heavenly 


illumination—Muhammad bin Abdullah (SAW), and put the 
trust and responsibility of the human guidance upon the 
Shoulders of that exalted person. The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
took astonishing giant steps in this path and accomplished 
the greatest objectives within the shortest period of time. 
Accomplishments achieved during his twenty three years of 
endeavors are reported as follows: 


L. 


Presenting the most complete and perfect mission to 
the mankind consisting of elements of permanence and 
eternity. 


. Equipping that mission with the elements which are 


responsible for preventing all sorts of deviations and 
crookedness. 


. Establishing and founding an ideal Islamic Community 


which believed in Islam as their school of thought, the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) as their divinely appointed leader, 
and the divine scripture as their code of life. 


. Formation of an Islamic Government which executed 


the divine commands and proudly carried the Flag of 
Islam upon its shoulders. 


. Presenting the illuminated face of a wise divine 


leadership that he himself was its most perfect 
manifestation. 


The total accomplishment of his divine mission was 


dependent upon the following acts: 


A. A competent and capable leader who was able to 


execute the divine assignments, protect them from the 
greedy egoistic individuals, and bestow upon them 
permanence. 


B. An appropriate training that would remain durable with 


the passage of time. Such a difficult task could be 
attained only divinely appointed teachers possessing 
the intellectual and spiritual worthiness-the spiritual 


leaders who in their behavior and character should be 
the most exalted—like the Holy Prophet (SAW) himself. 


Therefore, God desired that the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
should make exalted persons from his own Ahl al-Bayt (AS) 
readied for the task, should announce their blessed names, 
and should assign the affairs of the heavenly guidance of 
religion to them in accordance with the God’s permission; in 
order to secure the religion from the deviation by the 
mischievous and ignorant people so that the upcoming 
generations could be nurtured with virtues. This program of 
God was manifested in the following sentence of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW): 


“I am leaving two heavy trusts; so far you would 
remained attached and committed to them, shall 
never be deviated, and these two are the Book of 
God (Qur’an) and my progeny. They would never be 
separated from each other until they meet with me at 
the Spring of Kouther.” 


Therefore, in this path the infallible Imams (AS) were the 
Same exalted individuals selected by the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) through the God’s Command, and were assigned for 
the leadership of the Islamic community after him. Their 
performance was the perfect manifestation of the true 
Islam. The research and investigation into their lives rolls 
curtains up from many dimensions of the true Islamic 
Movement-the Movement that has been traveled in the 
profundities of the Muslim souls. Without any doubt, the 
Capacity of this movement was slowed down in the 
aftermath the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise. Due to this 
consideration the infallible Imams (AS), without leaving their 
leadership roll of providing heavenly spiritual guidance to 
the Islamic Community, engaged themselves in enlightening 
the people and elevating their awareness about their school 
of thought, the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) movement, and his 


magnificent revolution, thus adding to its energy, 
movement, and acceleration. 


The lives of the Imams (AS) were also based upon the 
continuation of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) traditions, and the 
people gathered around them as though they were radiant 
beacons of the heavenly guidance. In this manner the 
religious leaders, guided the people towards supporting the 
truth, persisted in the execution of the divine 
commandments, and in accomplishing the human 
perfection were far more distinguished than the others. 
Their lives were saturated with crusades, patience in facing 
calamities, and tolerance of suffering inflicted by the 
oppressors to the point that they preferred the path of 
martyrdom with dignity and honor over the wretched life, 
living with the tyrants. After waging the magnificent and 
grand crusades, they left this world to meet their beloved 
God. The historians were never able to have the access to 
all dimensions of the lives of these exalted personalities. 
Therefore, efforts have been made, so that by conducting 
comprehensive studies and _ research—what has been 
described in the history about the traditions of those 
virtuous spiritual leaders—their lives could be fruitfully 
presented to our readers. Our project starts with a 
description of the life of the Holy Prophet (SAW) and ends 
with an explanation of the blessed existence of the Seal of 
divinely appointed spiritual leaders, the Lord of the Age 
Imam Muhammad al-Mehdi (AF). May Allah illuminate this 
darkened world with the radiance of justice and peace with 
his blessed reappearance. 


This book deals with the research about the precious life 
of Fatimeh al-Zahra (SA), the beloved honorable daughter of 
the Holy Prophet Muhammad (SAW), who was the model 
lady and the third celestial star of the chasitity—the lady who 
in her own life was the most perfect manifestation of the 
divine code in all dimensions of spirituality, actions, and 


deeds. The personality that was named by the Holy Prophet 
as-the Lady of the Worlds Women, the most distinguished 
symbol of woman hood that the faith, purity, and sincerity 
are radiating from her blessed existence. It would be now 
appropriate to sincerely thank all those who have 
contributed significantly and bestowing it upon the world of 
illumination, the honorable members of this special project, 
especially Hujjatul Islam wal Muslimin Janab Hajj Aghai 
Munthir Hakim, Hajj Aghai Eddi Gharibavi, and Hajj Aghai 
Abbas Jalali; and place our head upon the God’s threshold 
for the bestowment of His divine grace in undertaking this 
auspicious work.

F atimeh al-Zahra (SA) was the honorable daughter of 


the Holy Prophet Muhammad bin Abdullah (SAW) and 
Khadijeh (SA), Khulid’s daughter. Fatimeh, the sacred, was 
born with the blessed and auspicious marriage of the most 
Superior mother and father in the history of mankind. No 
one has ever possessed comparable divine education and 
commandments like the example of her exalted father’s 
commandments-that have so much changed the face of the 
history. During these countable and limited years, human 
beings were able to take the giant steps forward under the 
reflection of this education. History does not show us any 
one like Zahra’s (SA) mother, who possessed a sincerity and 
purity of the heart which she offered to her exalted 
husband, and in return, God bestowed upon her guidance, 
illumination, and enlightenment as a reward for her 
sacrifices. 


It was under the shadow of such an exalted mother and 
father that Zahra (SA) was nourished in a home full of love 
and affection where her exalted father shouldered a heavy 
responsibility of the prophet hood, and suffered such 
hardships that even the mountains were helpless to bear 
that responsibility.t That exalted human being, no matter 
where he went, encountered the Qureshite and their sons 
who were sitting in waiting, and Zahra (SA), witnessing all 
these scenes as a child, acted as a partner and sympathizer 
with her mother to reduce the effects of all the pains and 
hardships of her father. She through witnessing the torture 
and annoyance that her beloved father was encountered, 
suffered a lot, and endured the pains and suffering, which 
were inflicted upon the Muslims during the early period of 
Islam. 


The Greatest Truthful (Sadigha-e-Kubra) since her 
childhood witnessed the pains and tortures of the 
propagation of the prophet hood, and before her puberty 
was under the siege for two years with her parents and 
other Banu Hashim inside a mountain pass named the 
Shayb-e-Abu Talib. Immediately after the three years of 
hunger and famine, when the siege was lifted, Zahra (SA) at 
the age of 6 years lost her kind mother Khadijeh (SA) and 
grandfather Abu Talib (AS). Zahra (SA) tolerated the 
adversities, and was her father’s friend during his difficulties 
and hardships. She provided sympathy to her father’s heart, 
acted as his friend and caretaker, when she saw the tortures 
and annoyance inflicted by the rascals and lewd persons. At 
the age of eight, accompanied by her cousin and others, 
Fatimeh (SA) migrated from Mecca to Medina and, until her 
marriage with Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS), remained by her father’s 
side. In this manner, the house of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW)-the most distinguished home in the history of 
Islam—acquired its image, because the sacred Zahra (SA) 
was considered to have the most distinguished origin, being 
the pious offspring of the Holy Prophet (SAW) and the 
abundance (Kouther) bestowed by God upon him. 


Zahra (SA) presented the most supreme model of 
womanhood and most outstanding example of motherhood 
during the most difficult period of the Islamic History. The 
history that was supposed to establish the path to eternity 
and superiority through deletion of an illiterate environment 
and old tribal traditions. The customs of the time had 
destroyed all genuine behaviors of treating the women as 
human beings, and instead considered them to be a 
Shameful and disgusting existence. Therefore, it was 
essential that a personality like Zahra (SA)-the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter and the outcome of an 
unmatched divine movement-in both her individual and 
family conduct, should present a realistic and practical 


model of a woman who displayed the total manifestation of 
all contexts and values of the prophet hood. In reality, Zahra 
(SA) proved to all the mankind that she is a perfect human 
being who presented the most supreme model of a decent 
and dignified woman. In this manner, one of the great signs 
of God’s power was that He bestowed upon Zahra (SA) an 
exaltedness equipped with His unique magnificence and 
grandeur. 


Zahra (SA) had two sons from the Commander of the 
Faithful Imam Ali (AS) Chiefs of the Youth of Paradise—Imam 
al-Hasan (AS) and Imam al-Husain (AS)-—and two 
daughters—patient and self-sacrificing by the names of 
Zainab (SA) and Kulthum (SA) and after her father’s demise, 
the Holy Prophet (SAW), she lost her son Mohsin before his 
birth in a tragic incident of the attack upon her home-the 
house of revelation. This son was the prime sacrifice and 
martyr of this devoted mother, who after the demise of her 
father, offered him to God in the path of safe-guarding the 
prophetic mission from any sort of deviations and 
crookedness. 


Zahra (SA) participated with her beloved, exalted father 
and husband in various difficult moments and crises. This 
highly respected lady, with her endeavors, confrontations, 
sermons, and with her nourishment of the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) Ahli al-Bayt (AS)-who were treasured by him for 
helping the God’s religion after him, helped and supported 
the Code of Islam. After her continuous and painful 
confrontation and crusade as a prime person from the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) Ahl al-Bayt (AS), she was the first person to 
join him after his death. While she confronted the 
Polytheists, destroyed the plans and plots of the hypocrites, 
and stood up against the deviators, she also shined in the 
arena of bestowing enlightenment upon the Muslim women. 
In reality Zahra (SA), was the symbol of bravery, self- 
sacrifice, forbearance, martyrdom, forgiveness, excessive 


generosity, and she achieved these distinctions in the 
shortest span of time possible for a human being to climb to 
the peak of perfection, thus acquiring the most eminent 
position among the women. Salutations and greetings be 
upon her, the day she opened her eyes upon this earth, the 
day she drank the sherbet of martyrdom, the day when she 
will be raised possessing the symbols of pride, distinction, 
majesty in her hand, and the dress of dignity and nobility 
upon her body. 
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Zahra (SA) is the most distinguished daughter of the 


Holy Prophet (SAW)-the wife of the first Imam (AS) and the 
most heroic personality of Islam-—-the most refreshing 
blossom of history, shining and illuminated face of the last 
divine prophet hood mission, and the First Lady of the 
World’s Women. This highly respected Lady is considered as 
the pious and pure offspring and distinguished origin of the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) Holy Progeny. Her life history is 
strongly connected with the history of prophet hood 
mission, because she opened her eyes to this world eight 
years before the migration and said farewell to this world 
only a few month after the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) sad 
demise. The Holy Prophet (SAW) has praised the 
outstanding position and rank of the sacred Zahra (SA), and 
the leading effect of that Great Lady upon the line of 
prophethood and following the guidance of the Holy Qur’an. 
And this heavenly scripture has described the distinguished 
position and rank of the Ahl al-Bayt (AS) in general and 
Zahra (SA) in particular. 


2.1. Zahra (SA) in the Holy Qur’an’s Verses 


The Holy Qur'an, in its verses which are recited 
fortnightly, has praised the human beings in order to 
emphasize their distinguished position and self sacrificing in 
the path of truth, and thus has made their memory eternal. 
The Holy Prophet’s (SAW) Ahl al-Bayt (AS) are included in 
those that God has remembered explicitly and described 
their special distinguished rank and privileges. The 
historians and commentators of the Holy Qur’an have 
narrated the revelations of numerous verses in the praise of 
Ahl al-Bayt (AS) in which God has praised them in order to 


establish the correctness, authenticity of stand taken by 
them, and to call the people to follow them. 


Abundance (Kouther) means plenty of goodness and 
includes all bounties that were bestowed by God upon the 
Holy Prophet (SAW). The contexts regarding revelation of 
this Surah in addition to its last verses, has clearly and 
explicitly reminded that the relevant goodness here belongs 
to abundance and establishment of his genealogy. The 
people of the world are very well aware that the pure 
genealogy of the Holy Prophet (SAW) has continued through 
the means of children of his honorable daughter, Zahra 
(SA), and some of the narrations quoted by the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) have clearly explained this matter. 


A majority of the commentators, 2 including Ibn Abbas, 
while debating about the Verse of the Abundance (Kouther) 
has noted that A’as bin W’ail repeatedly said to the 
Qureshite chiefs: “Muhammad doesn’t have a son 
through whom he would be replaced,” £ and due to this 
reason if he left the world, his genealogy would end, and 
they would be thus rescued from his existence. But Fakhr 
Radhi, in spite of his explanation of the differences of 
opinions among the commentators regarding the meaning 
of abundance, has said explicitly: “Third Quotation: 
‘Abundance has meant the sons of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW)....” Because this blessed Surah has been 
revealed in the condemnation of those who had 
criticized him for not having the sons. Therefore, in 
accordance with the meaning of this verse that God 
would bestow upon him, a generation that would 
remain abundant after the passage of time. Fakhr 
Radhi adds: In spite of the fact that we witness how 
significant number of the prophet’s Ahl al-Bayt (AS) 
were martyred?! But the world still is full of their 


existence while no one has remained from the Banu 
Umayyad. Further we see that from the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) Ahl al-Bayt (AS) what kind of elders 
and intellectuals—like Imam al-Bagir (AS), Imam al- 
Sadiq (AS), Imam al-Rida (AS), Nafse Zakiyeh, and 
the alikes have remained.” 2 


The Verse of the Cursing (Mub’ahileh) argues that Imam 
al-Hasan (AS) and Imam al-Husain (AS) are considered as 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) sons, and plenty of narrations 
quoted from him prove that the God has kept the genealogy 
of each messenger from the loins of that messenger except 
that the genealogy of the Seal of the Prophets (AS) would 
continue from the loins of Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS).2 In an 
authentic narration quoted by the Holy Prophet (SAW), he 
Said to Imam al-Hasan (AS) as follows: “My son al-Hasan 
is a great personality that God through him would 
establish peace and comfort between the two huge 
opposite groups. ’” 


One day Imam al-Hasan and Imam al-Husain (AS) were 
sick, and the Holy Prophet (SAW) accompanied by a group of 
the people went to see them. The visitors said to Imam Ali 
(AS): “O Abu al-Hasan! Take a solemn vow for the 
curing of your sons; therefore Imam Ali (AS), Fatimeh 
(SA), and her maid Fizzeh vowed to fast for three 
days if they recovered their soundness of health. It 
was not very long that those two exalted ones 
become healthy, and they in accordance with their 
vow observed the fasts, but unfortunately there was 
nothing to eat in their home. Therefore, Imam Ali 
(AS) borrowed 9 kg of barley from Sham’oon the Jew. 
Fatimeh (SA) grounded it and cooked the five loaves, 
one for each family member, and placed it before 
them to break their fast when a destitute person 


came to the door of their home and said: ‘Salutations 
and greetings be upon the Holy Progeny of 
Muhammad (SAW)! I am a poor destitute and hungry 
Muslim, give me the food so that God may bless you 
with the food of paradise in compensation. Ahl al- 
Bayt (AS) gave their food to him, broke their fast 
with water only, slept, and observed the next day’s 
fast. Through arrrival of the next night when 
Fatemeh (SA) placed their food in front of them, an 
orphan came and they gave their food to him. 
Likewise, on the third night a prisoner came to their 
door, and they repeated the task of earlier two 
nights. 


On the morning of the third day, Imam Ali (AS) 
took the hands of Imam al-Hasan and al-Husain (AS) 
and went to see the Holy Prophet (SAW). When his 
sight fell upon them and he realized that both of 
them were trembling with hunger like chickens, he 
said: ‘It is very painful for me to see you in this 
condition.’ Then he arose and came with them Imam 
Ali’s (AS) home and saw that Fatimeh (SA) was busy 
in worship and due to the hunger her stomach was 
touching her back and her eyes were fallen inside 
their cavities. Seeing this outstanding scene, he was 
very much affected. At that moment, angel Gabriel 
descended and said: ‘O Muhammad! Receive these 
verses; God has offered you compliment due to the 
existence of these Ahl al-Bayt and recited the Surah 
al-Daher for him.’ 


Fatimeh al-Zahra (AS) is included among the 
personalities that God has testified would be satiated 
with pleasant tasting water in a cup in the paradise 
in the assembly of righteous ones, included among 
those who fulfill their promises, are afraid of the day 
when evil is wide-spread, who prefers others above 


themselves, and feed their food to others while they 
themselves are in its need. They do these things for 
the pleasure of God in His path and don’t seek any 
sort of rewards from others, and are included among 
them who for the sake of path of truth, practice 
patience and perseverance..... They are in the group 
from whom God has warded off the evil of that day, 
has made them to find brightness and joy, and has 
awarded them a Garden and silk attire for all that 
they had endured.” 


One day the Holy Prophet (SAW) was present in Umme 
Salimeh’s (RA) home accompanied by Imam al-Hasan and 
al-Husain (AS) and their parents. He covered them with his 
cloak in order to distinguish them above his wives and 
others; at the same moment the angel of revelation 
descended upon him to reveal the Verse of Purity as follows: 
“Allah’s wish is but to remove uncleanness far from 
you, O Folk of the Household, and cleanse you with a 
thorough cleansing.” 


-The Holy Qur’an (33:33). 


In describing the specificity of this verse to these persons 
he took his hands out of the cloak and raised them upward 
towards the heaven and repeated a couple of times: “O 
Allah, these are my Ahl al-Bayt, remove the filth from 
them and purify them with a thorough cleansing.” 
Umme Salimeh (RA) who was witnessing this scene 
heard his words and came forward so that she could 
also enter inside the clock and said: ‘Am I included in 
your group?’ He took her hand and said: ‘No.’ You are 
among the righteous group.’”™ After the revelation of 
this blessed verse, whenever the Holy Prophet (SAW), went 
to the mosque to offer the prayer, he passed through 


Fatimeh’s (SA) home, and said: “O AhI al-Bayt! It is the 
time for the prayer, Allah desires to purify you from 
the filth and purify you with a thorough cleansing,” 
and he continued this method for six to eight 
months. "12 


The above mentioned verse is an argument about the 
chastity of the Ahl al-Bayt (AS) and their immaculately 
avoiding sins and disobedience of the God, because the 
word filth in this verse has included the meaning of sin. It 
started with the Arabic phrase (/nnam’a), which means that 
God’s intention has been attached only to the sense of 
removing all sins from them and purifying them with a 
thorough cleansing. These are the meanings of the chastity, 
and Nabahani has clearly explained these meanings in the 
Commentary of Tabri.+2 


hood 


Jabir has narrated that: “A nomadic Arab came to visit 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) and said: ‘O Muhammad! 
Present Islam to me.’ He replied: ‘Say that there is no 
god except God, He doesn’t have any partner, and 
Muhammad is His slave and messenger.’ The Arab 
nomad replied: ‘Don’t you have any other command 
for me other than that?’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
replied: ‘No; I don’t ask any thing from you except 
the friendship of my near relatives.’ He replied: ‘My 
relatives or your relatives?’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
replied: ‘My relatives.’ The nomad said: ‘Stretch your 
hands so that in order to undertake this task, I 
should make allegiance with you, whosoever doesn’t 
have the love of your relatives in his heart, should be 
cursed by God, and the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: 
Amen.’” Mujahid has considered this love and friendship 
as following and testimony of the Holy Prophet (SAW) and 


link with his relatives; while Ibn Abbas has commented upon 
it as being the friendship of the near relatives of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW). Zamaskhari has mentioned in his 
commentary that when the blessed verse of: “Say (O 
Muhammad unto mankind): I ask you of no fee 
therefore, save loving kindness among kinsfolk,”*® 
was revealed it was asked of the Holy Prophet (SAW): 
“Which is the group of your nearest relatives whose 
friendship and love is incumbent upon us? He replied: 
‘li, Fatimeh, and their sons.’”“2 


Muslims, even apostates (khawarij) have the unanimous 
opinion that the Holy Prophet (SAW) did not invite anyone 
else other than his flesh—Zahra (SA), grand children and 
shining flowers, Hasan and Husain, and his cousin Ali, who 
with respect to the prophet possessed the same position as 
A’aron had near Moses (AS). These individuals were the 
addressees of that blessed verse, which cannot be denied 
by any means; whoever is familiar with the Islamic History 
knows very well that the blessed verse is revealed about the 
above mentioned individuals and not for any one else.?2 The 
Holy Prophet (SAW) accompanied by those individuals 
undertook the act of cursing (mubahileh) with the Christians 
of Najran and become victorious over them. At that time, 
prophet’s wives were present in their homes, but he didn’t 
invite any one including his aunt Safiyeh, his uncle’s 
daughter, Umme Hani, and none of the women of the three 
caliphs, other immigrants or helpers. Other than Hasanain 
(AS), he did not invite any other children from Banu Hashim, 
and other than Ali (AS), he didn’t invite any man from his 
close relatives and none of the individuals who have brought 
faith in the past. According to Fakhr Radhi in his 
Commentary, the Holy Prophet (SAW) came out of his home, 


wearing a black cloak woven with hairs to undertake the 
task of cursing. 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) started moving towards the 
place of cursing holding Husain (AS) in his bosom, holding 
Hasan’s (AS) hand in his hand, Fatimeh (SA) walking behind 
him, and Ali (AS) walking behind her. He then said to them: 
“Whenever I pray you should say, Amen. The 
Christian priest said to his own companions: ‘Today I 
am seeing the faces of those, who, if they asked God 
to move a mountain from its place, the God would 
accept their prayer; therefore | recommend you not 
to engage in the cursing; all of you would be 
annihilated and until resurrection not a single 
Christian would remain alive upon the earth.’”*2 


Fakhr Radhi after narrating this episode said: “This 
verse proves that Hasan and Husain are children of 
the Holy Prophet (SAW), because he has promised to 
the Christians that he would bring his children for the 
cursing and called Hasan and Husain. Therefore, on 
this basis these two exalted ones are the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) children. ’7° 


“God is angry with the Fatimeh’s wrath and is 
happy with her contentment”2+ 


“Fatimeh is the part of my body, whosoever has 
made her sad has made me sad, and whosoever has 
treated her with love has treated me with love. ”22 


“Fatimeh is the part of my heart, and soul.” 


“Fatimeh is the First Lady of the _ World’s 
Women. "74 


Such sorts of testimonies and their alike have been 
continuously mentioned in the books of traditions and 
conduct from the Holy Prophet (SAW)—a personality who 
didn’t speak in accordance with his whims and passions, 
was not affected by his relatives’ relationship with him, and 
in the God’s way was not worried about any sort of criticism 
and reproach. The Holy Prophet (SAW) was completely 
absorbed in inviting the people towards the Monotheism and 
was considered as its perfect model for them. His 
heartbeats, sights, tasks that he undertook, and rays of 
illumination in his character, and words constituted his 
conduct (sunna). His entire existence was manifestation of 
the signs of religion, a source of legislation, a beacon of 
guidance, and the path of salvation of human beings. 


These distinctions might be considered a sort of a medal 
of pride that were placed by the Seal of the Prophets upon 
Zahra’s (SA) chest. With the passage of time and 
advancement of the society along the path of explanation of 
the true Islamic essentials, his sayings about Fatimeh (SA) 
further emphasized his earlier words when he said: “O Dear 
Fatimeh! Act upon your tomorrow, because on that 
day | won’t be able to do any good for you.” 


And said: 


“Among men there were many who were able to 
reach their hands to the perfection but among 
women only a few were able to attain perfections, 
namely Maryam binte Imran, A’asiyeh daughter of 
Madh’aham, Pharaoh’s wife, Khadijeh daughter of 
Khulid, and Fatimeh daughter of Muhammad 
(SAW), 72 


And said: 


“Fatimeh is a part of my body, whosoever has 
annoyed her has annoyed me, and whosoever has 


pleased her has made me pleased; on the Day of 
Judgment all relationships would be severed except 
the relationship of my lineage.’22 One day while holding 
Fatimeh’s (SA) hand in his hand, the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
came out of his home and said: “Whoever has 
recognized this daughter knows well who she is, 
whoever doesn’t recognize her should know that she 
is Fatimeh daughter of Muhammad, part of my heart, 
and soul in my body. Thus, whoever has annoyed her 
has annoyed me, and whoever has annoyed me has 
annoyed God.”2° And said: “Fatimeh-the dearest 
creation of the God is near me.” Once one is aware of 
the chastity of that exalted personality, understanding the 
Commentary of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) words about her 
would not be difficult. These words could be considered as 
the testimony of that exalted Lady’s chastity, because her 
wrath and contentment-—was only for the God’s pleasure. 


It has been narrated from Ali bin Husain, Imam Zain al- 
A’abedin (AS): “For the Holy Prophet (SAW) from 
Khadijeh only Fatimeh al-Zahra (SA) was born into 
the nature of Islam”2 it has been narrated from Imam al- 
Baqir (AS): “By God! God has separated Fatimeh from 
all others because of her knowledge and wisdom. ”23 It 
has been narrated from Imam al-Sadiq (AS): “She was 
named as Fatimeh because creatures are helpless in 
her true identification.” |bn Abbas said: “One day the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) was sitting, while Ali, Fatimeh, 
Hasan, and Husain were also present, he said: ‘O 
God! You know it very well that these are my Ahi al- 
Bayt and are the dearest persons near me. Whoever 
shows love with respect to them; treat him with Your 
love, and act with wrath upon those who keep their 


grudge with them. Keep their friends as Your friends, 
their enemies as Your enemies, and help their 
helpers. Purify them from any sort of filth, cleanse 
them from all the sins, and bestow upon them Your 
blessing as well as blessings from the Holy Spirit. ”> 


It has been narrated from Umme Salimeh that she said: 
“Fatimeh, the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter, was 
most similar to him in looks and the appearance.” 
A’aisheh said: “Except the Holy Prophet (SAW)}2£, when 
it came to speaking the truth, | never saw any one 
more righteous than Fatimeh. Whenever she came 
near the Holy Prophet (SAW); he used to stand up, 
kissed her, welcomed her, hold her hand, and placed 
her near him. Whenever the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
entered Fatimeh’s (SA) presence, she used to stand 
up out of the respect for her father, kissed him, hold 
his hands, and offered him her seat. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) always kept his secrets with her, and 
consulted her when undertaking the tasks.” 


It has been narrated from Hasan al-Basri that he said: “A 
person who worshipped more than Fatimeh doesn’t 
exist; she offered so much prayer that her blessed 
feet become swollen.’”22 One day Abdullah bin Hasan, 
who in his youth possessed much prestige, came to see 
Omar Abdul Aziz, Omar arose from his seat, welcomed him, 
and helped him with whatever he needed. Then he pressed 
his stomach with his hand in such a manner that he felt 
some pain and said to him: “At the time of intercession 
please do remember this favor.” When he left, his 
companions admonished him and said why did you do 
with that youth? He replied: ‘A truthful narrator has 
narrated a tradition for me, and after having 
confidence in his saying I felt that I was listening to 
the words from the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) tongue who 
said: ‘Fatimeh is a part of my body, whoever makes 


her happy has also pleased me. And I am sure that 
had Fatimeh was alive she certainly would be pleased 
for whatever I have done to her son.’ They said: 
‘What are the meanings of pressing his stomach and 
talking to him?’ Omar replied: ‘All of the Banu Hashim 
possess the right of intercession before the God; 
therefore from this consideration I wanted myself to 
be included among the intercessors of this youth.’”22 


Ibn Sabbagh Maliki said: “....Fatimeh is the daughter 
of someone about whose dignity the Surah Bani 
Isra’il has been revealed. She is the equivalent of the 
sun and moon, the daughter of the most exalted 
person, her birth is sacred and the unanimous 
opinion of the intellectuals is that—she is the First 
Lady of the Women.” 


Hafiz Abu N’aeem Isfahani has said about her: “Zahra 
(SA) is a celebrated worshipper, celebrated pious 
one, part of prophet’s body, and most similar person 
to him.....Fatimeh was disgusted with the world and 
its allurements, was knowledgeable about the 
secrets and mysteries of its faults, and the 
tragedies.” 


Abdul Hamid bin Abi al-Hadid Mo’atadhalli said: “The 
Holy Prophet (SAW) paid respect to Fatimeh much 
more than what the people have imagined .... And his 
love was far beyond than the love of a father for a 
child; the Holy Prophet (SAW) in the presence of 
ordinary and special people at numerous 
opportunities said: ‘Fatimeh is the First Lady of the 
Women of the World, and her equivalents are 
Maryam daughter of Imran. At the time when Fatimeh 
will pass through the plain of resurrection, an 
announcer from the God’s Throne will declare: ‘O 
people of resurrection! Close your eyes so that the 


Fatimeh the prophet’s daughter’ should pass 
through.’” |bn Abi al-Hadid has added: “This narration is 
authentic and is not included in the list of weak 
narrations.” 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) has said repeatedly: “Whatever 
results in Fatimeh’s getting sad and sorrowful, also 
makes me sad, whoever has made her angry has also 
made me angry; she is the part of my body, and 
whoever makes her annoyed has made me annoyed 
as well.” Dr. Ali Hasan Ibrahim, contemporary historian, 
said: “The life of Fatimeh is the only page from the 
pages of history that could cause us to see 
exaltedness in it. That exalted personality was not 
like the Queen of Sheba and Cleopatra, that each of 
them had acquired majesty and grandeur from their 
crown, large thrown, wealth and beauty. Fatimeh was 
not like A’aisheh, who with recklessness assumed the 
command of soldiers in the War of the Camel, so that 
she could become famous through the others’ 
fighting. Rather, we encounter a personality who was 
able to present the halos of wisdom, grandeur, and 
glory in the world arenas—not the type of wisdom 
that is rooted in the books of philosophers and 
intellectuals, but instead wisdom that was the 
outcome of experiences of times that were saturated 
with complete changes and difficult episodes, and 
the grandeur and majesty that was not a result of her 
wealth and estates but radiated from the profundity 
of her celestial soul, “+

Chapter-3: The Glories of Zahra’s (AS) 
Personality 


S peaking about Zahra’s (SA) personality encompasses 


far beyond than the incidents of her birth and martyrdom. 
She was the daughter of a prophet whose profundities of 
thoughts made a man to tremble in awe, and forced him to 
move superior then generations. She was the wife of a man 
who was considered as a crucial pillar among the pillars of 
truth, and the extension of its ways and means of the most 
outstanding prophet in human history. Zahra (SA) was 
decorated with perfection of wisdom, beauty of soul, self 
purification, and compassion that was rooted in her 
genealogy; she lived in an environment, become radiant, 
shined, and extended it, as well as rolled the curtain up from 
the inclination of thoughts, and circumstances of that 
period. She was connected directly with the path of ways 
and means of the prophet hood mission that was rapidly 
progressing, and was regarded as one of its pillars in a 
manner that the history of prophet hood mission could not 
be discovered without the comprehension of her life. 


Zahra (SA) in addition to the intelligence and outstanding 
insight, vast wisdom and knowledge, most supreme model 
of the mankind, perseverance, and exaltedness, paid 
attention and vigilance towards the God’s 
Commanments-that was possible for a woman. This pride is 
sufficient for her that she was nourished in the school of 
prophet hood, and acquired the perfection. She received 
whatever his exalted father the Holy Prophet (SAW) was 
revealed through the means of God of Worlds. There is no 
contradiction that Zahra (SA) in the bosom of her parent 
learned knowledge in a manner that none of the daughters 
in Mecca were able to achieve this distinction. He heard 


the Holy Qur’an from the prophet and Ali, offered the prayer 
accordingly, and worshipped her God in a manner that she 
was completely enlightened with respect to mandatory and 
recommended commandments that none of the women 
among the nobles and elders was able to reach to that 
position. 


Zahra (SA) was raised on the basis of faith, certainty, 
loyalty, sincerity, asceticism, and with the passage of time 
discovered that she belongs to an exalted and highest 
outstanding offspring that none among the Eves daughter's, 
possessed such a decency of competing with her. She 
achieved the absolute certainty that such a unique grandeur 
and exaltedness is limited only to her, and it was under the 
Shelter of such grandeur and exaltedness that she 
blossomed in the cradle of prophet hood, and Islam. Zahra 
(SA) in the trend of her nourishment and blossoming in 
perfections was the wayfarer of her father’s path to the 
extent that A’aisheh said about her rights that: “/ saw 
none of the individuals among the God’s creatures, 
who in talking was more similar to the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) than Zahra (SA). Whenever Zahra (SA) visited 
him, he took her hands, kissed her, welcomed her, 
and offered his own seat; and whenever the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) came to visit Fatimeh (SA), she went 
for his welcome, welcomed him hold his hands, and 
saturated him with her kisses.” 


Therefore, with the above we could clearly discover the 
explicit secret of A’aisheh’s words about Fatimeh that she 
said: “I do not know any women dearer than Fatimeh 
near the Holy Prophet (SAW).” And in further explaining 
this reason she said: “After the Holy Prophet (SAW) I 
have never seen any one more righteous than 
Fatimeh.”* |n this manner Zahra (SA) manifested a 
picture of a perfect woman that the believers bowed their 
heads in awe in front of her distinctions. 


3.1. Learning and Knowledge 


Zahra (SA) didn’t limit herself to the knowledge and 
learning that was provided to her by the House of 
Revelation, instead she acquired the knowledge and wisdom 
from the rising sun of knowledge and learning that had 
surrounded her existence from all directions. That exalted 
personality in meeting with her exalted father-the Holy 
Prophet (SAW), and her husband Ali (AS)—the Gateway of 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) City of Knowledge—enduavered to 
acquire the knowledge to the extent of her capacity.*2 Due 
to this reason continuously he sent her beloved children 
Hasan, and Husain to the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) meeting, 
and after their return in order to find out whatever was 
discussed in that assembly asked them to repeat it for her. 
Zahra (SA) showed the inclination to acquire knowledge in 
this manner and in the nourishment of her children used the 
Same manner at a much higher level, and in spite of plenty 
of household works, also taught the learning and knowledge 
that she herself has acquired, to the other Muslim women 
folks. 


Zahra’s (SA) continuous endeavors and never tiring 
efforts in the path of acquiring of learning and knowledge 
has made her name accounted among one of greatest 
narrators of the traditions and the carrier of pure conduct 
(sunna) of the Holy Prophet (SAW) to the extent that her 
precious and valuable book for which she has shown 
outstanding glory and pride, took shape by the name of the 
Scripture (Mashaf) of Fatimeh. That was transferred to her 
impeccable children, who inherited it one after another that 
in the chapter of her precious inheritance, it would be 
described in details. Two sermons that she had delivered 
after the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise one in the 
congregation of companions in the Mosque of Medina, and 
another one in her home are best arguments about the 


exaltedness and stature of her thoughts, and educational 
perfection of her book. 


These sermons have drawn an outstanding picture of the 
profundities of thoughts of that Lady of the Two Worlds, 
which have demonstrated her nobility of intellect and 
extension of culture and knowledge, as well as the power of 
her eloquence. It clearly showed her forecasts about the 
forthcoming hardships of the Islamic Society—that it would 
be encountered with it through their deviating of the 
caliphate and leadership from its true axis—which were 
materialized; whatever has been reminded here is in 
addition to her sublime literary position, crusade, and 
confrontation in the God’s path. Zahra (SA) was accounted 
among the Ahl al-Bayt (AS) who practiced fear with respect 
to the God, and in return He taught them learning and 
knoweldge—as the Holy Qur'an has explained about its 
meaning. It was in this manner that the God distinguished 
her in utilization of the learning and knowledge from others, 
and named her as Fatimeh, and since she was unique and 
matchless from others, she was named as Butool.*® 


3.2. Moral Distinctions 


Zahra (SA) possessed pleasant and descent moral ethics, 
desirable habits, noble nature, was gushing with sublime 
feelings, and sharp mental intelligence. She also possessed 
generosity beyond description, amazing distinctions, and a 
benevolent hand. A dauntless brave heart vibrated inside 
her chest, she never surrendered to force, kept herself 
distant apart from any sort of conceit, self-praising and 
arrogance didn’t take her control, and she didn’t bow her 
head in respect in front of any bullying arrogant.*? 


Fatimeh (SA) on the side of her apparent beauty and 
elegant body was also decorated with spiritual perfections, 
possessed infinite greatness, softness, enormity of chest, 


patience, with utmost dignity, sober, kind, brave, chaste, 
and has included self restrain within her. She has a radiant 
forehead, with a smiling open face, and until her exalted 
father Holy Prophet (SAW) was alive; sweet smile upon her 
lips was never disappeared. Her tongue never uttered any 
thing but truth and righteousness, didn’t remember any one 
with indecency, and never polluted her mouth with 
backbiting; her heart was treasurer of the mysteries and 
commitment to promise. She was truthful in consultation, 
practiced forgiveness with respect to the sins and trembling 
of the ill-wishers, accepted their excuses; very often it 
happened that she ignored the trembling and indecent 
conduct, and replied their badness with forbearance and 
forgiveness. She was running away from the indecent 
deeds, and possessed outstanding inclination and liking 
towards the good deeds; was very truthful in her words, 
righteous in her intentions and loyalty, possessed a position 
at the peak of chastity and piousness; possessed 
immaculately and purity of eyes, and selfish whims didn’t 
control her. Because she was from the lineage of the 
prophet about whom the God has revealed the verse of 
purity and made them pure and thoroughly cleansed from 
all sort of filth and impurities. 


Because of her piousness and self-restrain whenever she 
wanted to talk to a person or deliver a sermon among a 
gathering, a curtain was hanging between her and them. 
Her chastity and self-restraint was so amazing that even the 
thought of covering of her body after the death was present 
in her mind and she said: “How indecent it is that the 
dead bodies of the women are covered with only a 
covering in which their bodies are not covered 
properly.’=° She was extremely contended in her life and 
believed that greed and avarice makes hearts apart, and 
makes the tasks disorganized she always remembered the 
words of her beloved father the Holy Prophet (SAW) who 


said: “Dear Faitmeh! Be patience in tolerating the 
world’s hardships in order to reach your hands 
towards the eternal bounties of God.” She was happy 
with a simple life, and offered steadfastness in encountering 
the difficulties of life; was contended with a small amount of 
legitimate livelihood, and appeared satisfied. She never 
desired other’s wealth, and didn’t look towards whatever 
didn’t belong to her; never made her wretched and insulted 
from asking her desires from the others, and was a symbol 
of self’s needlessness since her exalted father said: “A Real 
freedom from wants is the needlessness of human 
temperament.” 


That exalted personality was called as Butool, i.e. a Lady 
who was detached with world and attached to her God, and 
distant apart from the worldly charms and allurements. She 
has detached her heart from the worldly joys, and was 
thoroughly enlightened about the evil, deceit, and tragedies 
of this world; while in discharging her obligations towards 
the responsibilities was patient although she was pained 
with the life’s hardships but nevertheless her tongue was 
continuously engaged in offering thanks, and gratitude of 
God. Zahra (SA) in her thoughts lived in another world, was 
not seduced with the world’s allurements because she saw 
herself that her exalted father has turned his face away 
from the pleasures and joys of this world. That exalted Lady 
was famous for practicing steadfastness and patience over 
the hardships and offering thanks and gratitude of God in 
ease and comfort, and remaining contented with God’s 
decrees and destinies, because her exalted father has 
narrated: “God to whosoever among His slaves likes 
makes him inflicted with the tragedies, if he shows 
perseverance, elevates him distinguished from the 
others, and in case he showed happiness and 
contentment with God’s decrees, makes him as one 
of His most celebrated slave.’ 


3.3. Benevolence and Generosity 


Zahra (SA) in benevolence and generosity was wayfarer 
of her exalted father’s way, and paid attention to her father 
who said: “A benevolent and generous person is close 
to the God, people, paradise and is away from the 
hell; God is benevolent and munificence and likes 
benevolent and munificence ones.” = Forgiveness and 
sacrifice was the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) slogan to the extent 
that one of his wives said: “The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
never slept with full stomach during any three 
consecutive days through out of his live and said: ‘If I 
wanted could have eaten full, but instead preferred 
others over me.’’2? Yes! Zahra (SA) was more worthy than 
any one else to follow his father and preferred the others 
over her own self; it is famous that she bestowed her 
wedding dress on the wedding night to a destitute woman. 
The verses of Surah Time or Man (a/-Dahr) that were 
mentioned earlier are witness of the self-sacrificing and 
amazing generosity of that exalted Lady. It has been 
narrated from Jabir Abdullah Ansari that he said: “On day 
Holy Prophet (SAW) offered the after noon prayer 
with us, having offered the prayer he sat and people 
gathered around him, at that moment an old and 
crippled man from the Arab immigrants wearing a 
worn out dress entered in the mosque. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) asked about his condition; he replied: 
‘1am hungry and broke and don’t have any dress to 
cover my body, please heed to my request.’ The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) replied: ‘I don’t have any thing to 
make you needless, but whoever guides a person 
towards the goodness, its reward is equivalent to the 
doer of that goodness; right now go towards a home 
that God and His prophet like, they also like God and 
His prophet, and prefers the others over themselves; 
go to the Fatimeh’s home.’” 


Fatimeh’s home was located in the vicinity of the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) and his wives’ home. The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said: “O Billal come on and take this man to the 
Fatimeh’s home.” Arab man accompanied with Billal went 
out and reached at the door of Zahra’s (SA) home and with 
a loud cry said: “Salutations be upon you O Ahl al-Bayt 
of the prophet hood, who are the place of coming and 
going of the angels and dissension of the Holy Qur’an 
that has been descended from the God’s threshold by 
Gabriel the trusted one. Zahra (SA) in reply said: 
‘Salutations be upon you too who are you?’ He 
replied: ‘1 am an Arab old man who came from a 
distant place near your exalted father—Lord of the 
Universe, the one who gives glad tidings of the 
paradise. O the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter, I 
don’t have any dress upon my body and am hungry. 
Please rescue me from this hardship and may Allah 
bless you with His blessings.’ 


During those days Zahra (SA), Ali (AS), and the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) did not had any food for the last 
three days and the prophet was aware of Ali’s and 
Zahra’s condition. Fatimeh (SA) took the skin that 
was filled with the leaves of tree named Silm, and 
Imam al-Hasan and Imam al-Husain (AS) used to 
sleep upon it, brought it near the beggar and said: ‘O 
man! Take this skin; perhaps Allah would bless you 
with something better than this.’ That Arab Man 
replied: ʻO daughter of the God’s Messenger! I! 
complaint to you about the hunger, and you are 
handing me a sheep’s skin, what should I do with my 
hungry stomach?’ Billal said that when Zahra (SA) 
heard these words of the beggar, she took her hand 
and separated a necklace from her neck-that was 
given to her by Fatimeh-Hamdeh Abdul Muttalb’s 
daughter, his father’s uncle’s daughter—and throw it 


towards that Arab Man and said: ‘Take this necklace, 
sell it and perhaps Allah would bless you better than 
this one.’ The Arab man took the necklace and 
returned towards the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) Mosque. 
He was sitting there with his companions; the old 
man came and said: ‘O the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
Fatimeh has bestowed upon me this necklace, and 
said to sell it.’ 


Billal said: ‘Seeing this scene the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) wept and said: How the God would not bless 
you better than this because this necklace, which 
was bestowed upon you by Muhammad’s 
daughter-the Lady of Adam’s (AS) daughters.’ 
Ammar Y’asir arose among the crowd and said: ‘O 
Prophet of God! Did you permit me to purchase this 
necklace?’ Holy Prophet (SAW) replied: ‘O Ammar do 
the needful for its purchase, if all of the Jins and men 
participated in the purchase of this necklace, God will 
not send them into the hell’s fire.’ Ammar asked the 
Arab man: ‘How much would you like to sell this 
necklace?’ He replied: ‘Stomach full with meat and 
bread, a Yemenite cloak to cover my body, could pray 
upon it for my God, and one dinar for the expanses of 
my journey to return my home....’ Ammar sold his 
share of the spoils of war from Khaiber that the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) had bestowed upon him and nothing 
but a small amount was left out of it, and said to that 
Arab man: ʻI will pay you twenty dinars and two 
hundred dirahms, Yemenite cloak, provide you with a 
mount for the journey and satiate you with meet and 
bread for selling of this necklace to me.’ 


That Arab replied: ‘Are you benevolent to such an 
extent?!’ And in this manner Ammar took him to his 
home and whatever he has promised delivered it to 
him. The old man returned near the Holy Prophet 


(SAW) who said to him: ‘Are you satiated and got the 
dress?’ He replied: ‘Yes; rather become needless.’ 
Prophet asked him to pray for Fatimeh. The Arab man 
said: ʻO God I didn’t create Thee instead Thou are my 
creator, and do not associate any partner with You 
for worship except Thee, Thou are the one Who 
provide my sustenance. O God bestow upon the 
Fatimeh such blessing that no eye has ever seen it 
alike and no ear has ever heard about it.’ The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) after him said Amen and looking 
towards his companions said: ‘O my companions God 
has blessed Fatimeh with such a blessing because 
she has father like me, and there is no match for me, 
Ali is her husband that had Ali did not exist, there 
would not have been any match for her, further God 
has blessed her with al-Hasan and al-Husain that 
world doesn’t have their alike; these two are the 
Chiefs of Youths of Paradise.’ 


In that assembly Ammar and Miqdad were sitting 
in front of the prophet, he said to them: ‘Do you like 
that | should talk more about the privileges of 
Zahra?’ They replied: ‘Yes.’ Then the prophet said: 
‘Gabriel descended upon me and said: When Fatimeh 
will be buried in the dirt, angels who interrogate a 
dead person would ask her in her grave: Who is your 
God? She would reply that my creator is God; they 
would ask who is your prophet? She would reply: My 
father, they would ask who is your vicegerent? She 
would reply: Ali the same person who is standing 
near the side of my grave. O companions! Do you like 
me to talk more about the Zahra’s distinctions? God 
has assigned angels to guard her from all sides, 
these angels would not be separated from her in the 
world or on the side of her grave, and would offer 
plenty of salutations upon her, her father, husband, 


and sons. Whoever has visited me for the pilgrimage 
after my death is as though he has visited me in my 
life. Whoever goes for the pilgrimage of Fatimeh is 
like the one who has come for my pilgrimage, 
whoever has gone for the pilgrimage of Ali bin Abi 
Talib is like the one who has visited Fatimeh, and 
whoever goes for the pilgrimages of Hasan and 
Husain is like the one who has visited Ali, and who 
whoever goes for the children of Hasan and Husain is 
like the one who has visited those two exalted ones.’ 


In this manner Ammar poured musk upon that 
necklace, wrapped it in the Yemenite cloak, and gave 
it to his slave that he has bought from his share of 
spoils of war of Khaiber and said to him: ‘Take this 
necklace near the Holy Prophet (SAW) and you too 
belong to him.’ The slave brought it near the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) and informed him about the Ammar’s 
words. The Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Go near the 
Fatimeh and give this necklace to her and you too 
should remain in her service.’ The slave brought 
necklace near the Fatimeh and told her about the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) words. She took the necklace 
and freed the slave, who smiled and said to Fatimeh: 
‘Too many blessing of this necklace has caused my 
laughing, because this necklace has satiated a 
hungry person, covered a naked, made a destitute 
needless, freed a slave, and ultimately has returned 
to its owner.’”=4 


3.4. Degree of the Belief and God’s Worshipping 


Worthiness and credit of any perfect human being 
depends upon his belief with respect to the God, and the 
God’s worshipping is accounted as a ladder of reaching at 
the peak of heights of the human perfection. The God’s 
messengers and saints in accordance of their ranks in belief 


and sincere prayers and worshippings in the world for the 
Glorious God are assigned a magnificent threshold of truth 
(sidgh) in the eternal paradise. As we have seen in the 
Surah: Time or Man (a/-Dahr), the Holy Qur’an has testified 
about the perfection in sincerity, fear and fright of Zahra 
(SA) from God and strongest belief in God, Day of Judgment, 
and the Holy Prophet (SAW) is another witness about the 
belief of the Lady of the World when he said: “God has 
saturated the heart and the bodily parts of my 
daughter full of belief and in this manner she is 
continuously engaged in the God’s obedience and 
worshipping. ”= 


Regarding her worshipping he said: “Whenever 
Fatimeh stands in front of the God’s alter of worship, 
her illumination radiates upon the heavenly angels 
like the illumination of heavenly stars for the earthly 
beings; God says to His angels: ‘O angels look at My 
celebrated maid that how she is stood in the alter of 
worshipping while her bodily parts are trembling with 
My fear. She is stood for my prayer and worshipping 
with all sincerity of her heart, I take you as a witness 
that | have immune her followers from the hell’s 
fire.’’”2° Imam al-Hasan Mujtaba (AS) said: “On the 
Friday night I saw my mother Fatimeh standing at the 
alter of worship until the breaking of dawn, while 
continuously being engaged in the genuflexion and 
prostrations. | heard that she was praying a lot for 
the men and women believers, and took their names, 
but didn’t pray for her own self; I asked: ʻO mother, 
why you didn’t pray for your own self like the way 
you prayed for the others?’ She replied: ‘O my son! 
First: the neighbors and then the members of the 
family. ’”22 


Zahra (SA) reserved the last hours of the Friday for 
supplications, was also awake during the last ten nights of 


the Holy Month of Ramadan, and encouraged all the family 
members for the prayer, worship, and night vigil. Hasan 
Basri said: “Among this community, | don’t know any 
person who offers more prayer than Fatimeh; she 
stood for the prayer so much that her blessed feet 
become swelled, and due to extreme fear of the God 
sound of her breathing could be counted. ”=2 


Does Fatimeh during her entire life ever left the alter of 
worship? Doesn’t she was in the state of prostration 
throughout her life? She through taking good care of her 
husband and the nourishment of her children, worshipped 
God in her home, and in the performance of the general 
services too endeavored in the God’s obedience, and 
worshipped Him. Likewise through showing the compassion 
toward the poor and deprived, and preferring the others 
over her own and family members, worshipped her God. 


3.5. Zahra’s (SA) Love and Affection 


Zahra (SA) obtained the sentiment of love, affection, 
liking, and sympathy from her exalted father. She loved her 
dearest father more than any one else, possessed sincere 
friendship, love, affection with respect to him, preferred his 
Sacred existence over her own self, and assumed the 
responsibility of performing her father’s home affairs. 
Whatever resulted in his ease and comfort, she performed it 
and continuously endeavored to create the conditions of 
ease and comfort for him. She made haste in the 
performance of any task that would result in her father’s 
making happy, poured water upon his body so that he could 
wash himself, cooked the food for him, and washed his 
clothes. In addition to that in order to carry the food stuff, 
drinking water, and satiating the wounded people in the 
battlefield she also participated equally with the other 
Muslim women. In the Battle of Uhad, when she witnessed 
that bleeding of her beloved father was still continuing, she 


took care of his wounds, and for the prevention of bleeding, 
took a peace of the floor covering, burnt it, and when it was 
turned into the ashes, placed it upon her fathers wound in 
order to stop the bleeding..... Similarly in the episode of the 
excavation of the trench, she brought a peace of bread for 
her exalted father, and presented it to him; the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said: “Dear Fatimeh! What have you brought for 
me? She replied: ‘A piece of bread that I have cooked 
for my children, but didn’t feel comfortable until I 
brought it near you, please eat it.’ The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) replied: ‘My daughter! This is the first peace 
of the bread that is being entered in your father’s 
mouth after three days.’’*2 


She was able to compensate the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
sentimental vacuum that was created through the loosing of 
parents in the beginning of his early life, and his loyal wife 
Khadijeh al-Kubra (SA) during the most difficult period of his 
divine prophet hood, crusade, and confrontation in the 
God's path. As far as the motherly conduct from Zahra (SA) 
was concerned that she showed towards her exalted father, 
the history has paid attention towards some portion of it, 
and has emphasized that she was able to achieve a great 
success in this regards. Therefore, it was in this background 
that the secret of repetition of the following sentence upon 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) blessed tongue could be 
discovered when he said: “Fatimeh is the her father’s 
mother (Umme Abiyeh).” 


Because the conduct of Fatimeh (SA) with respect to her 
father could be seen exactly like of a mother; her father 
kissed his daughter’s hands, and in her return to Medina, he 
always visited Zahra (SA) first, likewise in all the journeys 
and wars, he made farewell to Zahra (SA) at the last 
moment before his departure. The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
always took sentimental provisions from this pure and 
transparent source, as could be observed in the prophet’s 


conduct that in all sort of different circumstances, pain, 
sorrow, hardships, hunger, and arrival of the guests, he 
repeatedly came to see Zahra (SA). She too behaving like a 
mother with respect to her child was vigilant towards the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) sacred existence, through taking him 
into her bosom reduced his sorrows and discomforts, and 
kept her into his service and obedience. 


3.6. The Continuous Confrontations 


Zahra (SA) opened her eyes to the world at the time of 
the peak of struggle between the Islam and paganism, and 
moved her steps in the world of existence, when the 
Muslims were engaged in an intensive war against the idol- 
worshippers, polytheists, and oppressors. The Qureshite 
Surrounded the Holy Prophet (SAW) and all Banu Hashim in 
an economical siege, in this manner he was forced to enter 
into the mountain pass (shayb) accompanied with his loyal 
wife and pious daughter, and were remained there for a 
period of three years under the Qureshite siege; throughout 
this period they were inflicted with all sorts of deprivations 
and hardships. In this manner Zahra (SA) through the 
tolerance of this harsh siege spent this period, in the 
defense of the truth, in the path of her cherished school and 
objectives, and thus tasted the bitterness of the 
deprivations and life’s hardships in her childhood. 


The hard and difficult years of the economical siege were 
ultimately over, and the Holy Prophet (SAW) victoriously 
came out from it, however the God intended the demise of 
Khadijeh and prophet’s uncle Abu Talib—a strong backer of 
the prophet hood, and a staunch supporter and helper of 
Islam. It was due to this reason that sorrow and pain 
overwhelmed the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) heart because he 
had given up the dearest and most beloved persons of his 
family. Zahra (SA) who had not yet sufficiently utilized from 
her mother’s love and compassion was too encountered 


with such a terrible tragedy, and in spite of the fact that she 
herself had given up her own precious source of love and 
compassion, offered the condolences to her father in his 
pain and sorrow. The Qureshite, after the demise of his 
Uncle Abu Talib—a staunch supporter and friend of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW), spilled their cup of wrath, grudge, 
annoyance, and torture upon the Holy prophet’s (SAW) 
dearest existence. Zahra (SA) saw with her own eyes that 
how the rouges vagabonds, and the mutinous of the 
Qureshite said indecent things about the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) and inflicted torture and hardship upon him. While 
the objective of the prophet was to rescue them from the 
darkness of their ignorance and to guide them towards the 
illumination of guidance. The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
endeavored to reduce the heaviness of the load of 
hardships, and motivated her towards the patience and 
forbearance, therefore he said to her: “O my daughter! 
Don’t cry; God would protect your father from the 
evil of his opponents, and would support him in his 
confrontation against the enemies of religion and 
prophet hood.”® in this manner the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
inspired in her daughter the spirit of crusade, confrontation, 
and motivated her heart towards practicing the patient and 
perseverance, and made her happy through certain 
assurance of the victory in this path. 


After the migration of her exalted father to Medina, and 
in the horrible environment of Mecca, she too started her 
migration accompanied with her cousin Ali bin Abi Talib 
(AS)—who never paid any importance about the pride and 
arrogance of the Qureshite; Ali (AS), while her blessed feet 
were swollen because of his walking on foot, joined the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) in the region of Quba in Medina. After the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) established the pillars of his Blessed 
Government; Zahra (SA) was moved to the simple home of 
her husband of without any formalities, and participated 


with him in the wars and confrontations. She practiced 
patience and forbearance in tolerating the hardships and 
sorrows of the life continuously endeavoring to present a 
unique and perfect model of family life to the mankind. 
Zahra (SA) in the path of support of the truth and the 
defense of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) death-will, and 
recommendations during the most difficult moments in Ali 
bin Abi Talib’s (AS) life stood by her husband’s side and took 
a unique stand. She played the most outstanding and 
capable role, and emphasized that the internal front during 
the Commander of the Faithful’s (AS) period was still 
steadfast and combatant and the feeling of weakness and 
laxity don’t have any entry in it. But so far as the appraisal 
of the circumstances and taking the stand was concerned, 
She left it for the leader and her husband—Imam Ali (AS) to 
decide whatever he thought as appropriate, and ordered 
accordingly, that should be obeyed. 


Zahra (SA) on each Saturday morning presented herself 
at the graves of the martyrs and sought for them the 
blessing and forgiveness; starting of this task at the 
beginning of the week explicitly demonstrated that in her 
appraisal, regards of the martyrdom and crusade was how 
much elevated; it clearly proved that the practical life of 
that exalted personality which started from the crusade until 
the limits of martyrdom was based upon the crusade, 
confrontation, and sacrifice. 
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Chapter-1: The Nourishment and Pride 


K hadijeh (SA) Khulid’s daughter—the Holy Prophet’s 


(SAW) first wife was from the most noblest Qureshite family 
in the Arab Peninsula—who placed her feet upon the earth; 
apart from this conspicuous lineage she also possessed the 
righteousness descent moral character, and distinguished 
Capabilities. She had attended the rank and position that 
before her marriage with the Holy Prophet (SAW) was known 
as pure, and the Lady of Qureshite women. Notwithstanding 
all these outstanding privileges, Khadijeh (SA) was 
accounted among one of the richest women, possessed a 
Superior position, and with two factors of ancestry and 
nourishment was destined upon the nature of divine 
religion. His father Khulid was a man who confronted with 
the Tab’a Emperor of Yemen, when he decided to carry the 
sacred heavenly stone of Holy K’aba (Hujr al-Aswad) 
towards Yemen, he prevented his movement, was not 
scared with the large army of Yemenite Emperor, and 
considered this act as one of the code and commandment of 
his religion. 


Asad bin Abd al-Uzza—Khadijeh’s Grandfather—was an 
eminent personality of the Hilf al-Fudhool, that the Arabian 
tribes accepted his invitation to be united in signing of a 
contract to support the oppressed and tyrannized, other 
such persons who entered in this city, to return their rights 
from the oppressors; and in this regards the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said: “I was a witness to a contract in the home 
of Abdullah bin Jad’an that importance of its 
formation was more dearer to me than the camels 
with red hairs, and had I been invited for such a 


contract in the beginning of Islam, I would certainly 
accepted it. ’*2 


Wargeh bin Nofil, Kadijeh’s Cousin was thoroughly 
knowledgeable regarding the research and study of the 
Christian and Jewish books, and practiced some of their 
commandments that he liked. It was not due to the reason 
that he was socializing with the Jews and Christians or that 
Mecca was a place of their being located in their, instead it 
was because he always censored and ridiculed the code of 
idol-worshipping and idols, and was searching for a code or 
religion that he could achieve the ease and comfort through 
its means. & Therefore, Khadijeh (SA) belonged to a family 
who was famous for the learning and knowledge and being 
religious; they were accounted among those who were 
following the Prophet Abraham’s (AS) pure religion, and 
were awaiting for the birth of the true religion in the Arabian 
peninsula. 


1.2. The Commercial Involvements 


The nobles and elders of the Qureshite asked Khadijeh’s 
hand for marriage, and presented their seducing credentials 
upon her but that exalted lady didn’t give a positive answer 
to any one of them.“ She always lived away from the men 
and their problems with a pure soul, and a memory with 
ease, because most of her seekers have their eyes set upon 
her huge wealth, until she had reached to forty years®. 
Khadijeh had plenty of wealth and properties but she never 
allowed that wealth to remain idle; during a period when 
taking of the interest was practiced, she never polluted her 
blessed hand from taking the interest. Instead she invested 
her capital through the means of business, for this task 
employed descent and competent individuals, and in this 
manner she succeeded to acquire plenty of wealth through 
the path of trading. 


It has been narrated that Khadijeh (SA) dispatched a 
group to Syria for trading and business on a fixed amount of 
their wages. And before a little while from her marriage with 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) she sent some one near him, and 
requested to perform the trading with her wealth and 
capital, and in that journey assigned him double the amount 
of goods as compared to the others because his 
trustworthiness, truthfulness, dependability, and 
steadfastness were upon the tongues of all the people. The 
Holy Prophet (SAW) after consultation with his uncle Abu 
Talib accepted her request. Khadijeh (SA) assigned her slave 
Mesareh in the service of the caravan and its vigilance, to 
accompany the Holy Prophet (SAW); this commercial 
journey was more fruitful and successful as compared to all 
other previous journeys. Mesareh at the return before 
reaching the caravan in the vicinity of Mecca reached near 
Khadijeh speedily so that he could inform Khadijeh 
regarding the incidents and episodes that happened to 
Muhammad in the caravan’s path with Monk Bahireh, and 
others. 


Since Khadijeh was saturated with a sharp intelligence, 
talents, and far sight she was able to discover the greatness 
and supreme moral character of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
personality before his being appointed for divine the 
prophet hood. Therefore, she selected him for the marriage 
over the chiefs and other distinguished personalities, who 
were seeking her hand for the marriage, despite a lot of 
distance in her own material life, and the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) simple life, she decided to send a proposal of the 
marriage to him, offered her, and showed keen inclination of 
the marriage with that noble one. In Yaqubi’s history it has 
been narrated from Ammar Yasir that: “So far as I have 
my friendship with the Holy Prophet (SAW) since his 
childhood, I was relatively more informed as 
compared to others about Khadijeh’s marriage with 


the Holy Prophet (SAW). One day, I and the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) were moving between the Safa and 
Marwa, suddenly Khadijeh accompanied with her 
sister Haleh arrived there from a path, when her 
sight fell upon the Holy Prophet (SAW), her sister 
came near me and said: ‘Ammar! Doesn’t your friend 
have any inclination of marrying Khadijeh? I said to 
her: By God I don’t know. And looking towards the 
prophet informed him about the matter. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) replied: Go back, coordinate with her, 
and promise a day so that we should go to visit her.’ 
When the promised day arrived, Khadijeh sent a 
person near his uncle Omroo bin Asad so that he 
could be present in that meeting; he organized his 
dress, perfumed his beard and put a black cloak upon 
his shoulder. Then the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
accompanied with few of his uncles that Abu Talib 
was moving ahead of them arrived in that meeting. In 
this gathering Abu Talib sought Khadijeh for the 
marriage with the Holy Prophet (SAW), and in this 
manner the marriage of those two noble ones was 
arranged. Ammar has added: Khadijeh never hired 
the prophet for the trading and commerce and never 
he has been hired by the others.” ©

The Holy Prophet (SAW) opened his eyes in the world, 
was raised, nourished, and blossomed in one of the most 
noblest family among the Arabs that in their fame and 
distinctions were most eminent. God’s intention was to 
nourish Muhammad (SAW), make him readied for carrying 
the heavy weight of the responsibility of the prophet hood, 
and complete awareness with respect to the propagation of 
God's trust which was assigned to him. Due this reason he 


was provided with a special divine vigilance so that his life 
should follow the path and pattern as specially drawn by the 
divine destiny that should be suitable in his pulling the 
heavy weight of the last prophet hood for the humanity. 


Inevitably when the Holy Prophet (SAW) became twenty 
five years old, he needed to marry a woman, suitable for 
him in his higher objectives and human perfections, and this 
woman should be totally coordinated with him. And in 
crusade, confrontation, benevolence, generosity, patience, 
and forbearance could be placed exactly at his level. The 
Holy Prophet (SAW) with his distinguished credentials was in 
a position to marry anyone of the Banu Hashim’s daughters 
to whom he desired, but God’s intention was such that 
Khadijeh’s heart should be inclined towards that exalted 
personality, show attachment towards him, and then the 
prophet through acceptance of Khadijeh’s request should 
marry her. 


Khadijeh loved her husband wholeheartedly without 
asking any favor in return instead she received from him the 
love and affection saturated with prosperity. She provided 
him her wealth and belongings at his disposal with out any 
obligation whatsoever and received from him the guidance 
that was superior to all of the worldly treasures. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) too in turn showed towards her love and 
affection with out asking any favor in return, and through 
this act bestowed upon Khadijeh an exalted distinguished 
position. To the extent that the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: 
“Islam was implanted through Ali’s sword, and 
Khdijeh’s wealth.” And so far Khadijeh (SA) was alive the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) didn’t marry any other woman. 


The incident of Khadijeh’s marriage with the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) was considered an important and radiant turning 
point in the life of that honorable lady. Khadijeh possessed 
an independent soul, self confidence, and freedom loving 


nature; through her God given sharp intelligence, engaged 
herself in the trading and commerce like the most 
distinguished men, and refused the offers of nobles, elders, 
and wealthy people, who sought her hand for the marriage, 
without any least hesitation agreed to merry Muhammad 
(SAW) who was an orphan and an indigent man; instead she 
her self sent marriage proposal to him with anxiousness, 
and her dowry to be paid with her own wealth. 


Then the Holy Prophet (SAW) decided to marry with 
Khudlid’s daughter, Khadijeh (SA), Abu Talib (AS) 
accompanied with other family members entered into the 
Khadijeh’s (SA) uncle’s home, and Abu T’alib (AS) started 
speaking and said: “Thanks and praise of the Lord of 
K’aba that he created us from the Abraham’s (AS) 
genealogy and his son Isama’el (AS) and placed in a 
immune sanctuary; distinguished us with ruling over 
the people and blessed us with the bounties upon the 
earth in the place of our living. Here is my 
nephew-i.e. Muhammad-—an individual that none of 
the Qureshite man could be compared with him, and 
with whomever he is compared would certainly be 
found superior to him. He is matchless among the 
God’s creatures although he doesn’t possess 
significant wealth and property but wealth and 
property soon disappears from the earth like a 
shadow. Right now he is inclined towards Khadijeh 
and visa versa, and after his contentment and orders 
we have come here to seek Khadijeh’s hand for the 
marriage with him formally. | am responsible for 
Khadijeh’s dowry, and whenever she would require it 
I would pay it to her, by the oath of Lord of Holy 
K’aba Muhammad is possessed with an exalted divine 
grace, a resilient ideology, and perfect thinking. Then 
Abu Talib (AS) became silent and Khadijeh’s (SA) 
uncle, who was an intellectual started speaking but 


while speaking he encountered with stuttering of 
tongue, and thus became helpless in replying to Abu 
Talib (AS) and was shocked and amazed at this 
incident. Thus, Khadijeh (SA) started talking, and 
agreed to the marriage with the Holy Prophet 
(SAW), ~” 


It has been narrated that for her marriage affairs, 
Khadijeh gave the power of attorney to her cousin Wargeh, 
when he returned to her home she was saturated with joy 
and happiness, Khadijeh looked at him and said: “O my 
cousin welcome, have you done the job?’ He replied: 
‘Yes, congratulations upon you too, you have 
assigned this task to me, and I am your attorney. If 
God willing, tomorrow I am going to merry you with 
Muhammad.’”== When Abu Talib (AS) finished famous 
sermon of the marriage contract (Agd) the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) arose to leave the place together with Abu Talib (AS), 
Khadijeh said: “[Muhammad] you may return to your 
own home, my home is your home, and I am your 
maid.”® The Holy Prophet (SAW) after performance of his 
blessed marriage, moved to Khdijeh’s home—a home whose 
precious address, continuously described with an open 
tongue-the episodes of the prophet hood, crusade, 
patience, forbearance, sorrows, and the hardships of the 
Great Prophet of Islam. 


Point of View 


Since the beginning of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) and 
Khadijeh’s married life, the colony of this family took form, 
and their home saturated with love, affection, prosperity, 
pleasure, enjoyment, family warmth, and accord was 
founded. Khadijeh (SA) was the prime women who believed 
in the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) prophet hood, and whatever she 
possessed placed in the sacred path of that noble one with 


sincerity, offered all of her wealth and property at her 
husband’s disposal, and said to him: “Whatever I have is 
at your disposal and order, and whatever you desire 
spent it in the path of advancement of the truth and 
expansion of the God’s religion.” She on the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) side suffered torture, and hardships of the 
Qureshite, breaking of the relations, economical siege; in 
this regards, unique sincerity, righteous belief, and the pure 
affection that was shown by Khadijeh (AS), deserved that 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) too showed the love, affection, 
sincerity, gratitude, and respect towards her. 


Love and affection of the Holy Prophet (SAW) with 
respect to Khadijeh and the position of that honorable lady 
in the sacred heart and soul of that noble one had reached 
to such a limit that this love, affection and loyalty even after 
Khadijeh’s (SA) death never separated from him; and none 
of the wives of that noble were able to be a replacement of 
Khadijeh (SA) for the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) heart.....in a 
manner that the Holy Prophet (SAW) said about Khadijeh: 
“The most exalted woman from my community is 
Khadijeh binte Khulid.”. \t has been narrated from 
A’aisheh that she said: “Whenever the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) remembered Khadijeh, he always remembered 
her with praise admiration, and asked forgiveness for 
her. One day, he remembered about Khadijeh and I 
felt jealous and said: ‘She was not more than an old 
woman, and God has blessed you with better than 
her.’ A’aisheh continued: ‘The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
became so agitated with my words that his body 
started trembling and said: By God better than 
Khadijeh has not been given to me, at a time when 
all of the people were busy in unbelief, and idol 
worshipping, Khadijeh believed in me; when people 
denied me she testified me, and during the period 
when people deprived me from every thing, Khadijeh 


placed her wealth and belonging at my disposal, and 
God blessed me children from her while from others 
no child has been blessed upon me.’ A’aisheh says I 
said to myself: ‘By God! From now on I would never 
remember Khadijeh with badness.’”™ 


It has been narrated that: “Gabriel descended upon 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) and said: ‘Muhammad right 
now that Khadijeh has came near you, tell God’s 
greeting and salutations upon her, and give glad 
tidings to her about the home in the paradise built 
with gold and silver, ts filled with ease and comfort, 
and pain and sorrow don’t have any entry into it.’ 
The Holy Prophet (SAW) treated Khadijeh’s (SA) friends with 
respect and honor because of his respect towards Khadijeh’s 
(SA), as it has been narrated from Anas that: “Whenever 
they brought a gift for the Holy Prophet (SAW) he 
said: ‘Take this gift to the home of such and such 
lady because she is Khadijeh’s friend, and showed 
respect and love with respect to her.’”@ It has been 
narrated from the Holy Prophet (SAW) that whenever he 
slaughtered a sheep he said: “From this meat send a 
share for Khadijeh’s friends; A’aisheh asked for its 
reason, he replied: ‘I like Khadijeh’s friends.’” 


It has been narrated that a woman came to visit the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) when he was present at A’aisheh’s home; he 
welcomed her, and immediately took care of her request. 
A’aisheh was amazed with his behavior, the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said to her: “This lady used to visit our home 
when Khadijeh was alive.” Khadijeh (SA) from the point 
of view of the Holy Prophet (SAW) was worthy of all the 
honor and respect and she also acquired such exalted and 
distinguished position before the God that He has bestowed 
upon her outstanding rank in the paradise and the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) in describing it said: “The most superior 
women of paradise are: Khadijeh daughter of Khulid, 


Fatimeh daughter of Muhammad, Maryam daughter 
of Imran, and A’asityeh daughter of Madhahim and 
Pharaoh’s wife.” 


Khadijeh (SA) helped the Holy Prophet (SAW) in the task 
of propagation of prophet-hood. God reduced heaviness and 
hardships of the prophet-hood from the Holy prophet (SAW) 
through the existence of Khadijeh (SA). She made the God’s 
prophet happy, whenever she witnessed annoyance, 
torture, indifference and denial, provided him comfort and 
ease, when he returned to the home, offered him 
condolences about his difficulties and sorrows, and induced 
in him motivation and joy so that he should not feel tired 
and fatigued. The Holy Prophet (SAW) too received comfort 
near Khadijeh’s side, and consulted her with respect to the 
important tasks. 


1.5. Zahra’s (SA) Creation 


God in order to create Fatimeh al-Zahra’s (SA) sacred 
existence arranged the most suitable environment and 
conditions; her honorable father was the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
and her distinguished mother was Khadijeh (SA). The 
Traditions have mentioned the special divine blessings in 
the issue of creation of the sacred existence of Zahra (SA), 
and the Holy Prophet (SAW) too has repeatedly pointed out 
about this issue.2 It has been narrated that one day the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) was present in Abtaha that Gabriel 
descended upon him and said: “O Muhammad! God has 
sent you the greetings and salutations and orders 
you to separate from Khadijeh for a period of forty 
days. The Holy Prophet (SAW) sent Ammar Yasir to 
inform Khadijeh about the God’s command. The Holy 
Prophet (SA) offered fasting and stood in the prayer 
at nights for forty days; having passed the forty days 
period, Gabriel descended and said: ‘O Muhammad! 
God the Exalted and Al-mighty, send greetings upon 


you, and says be prepared for receiving His gift and 
salutations.’ At the same moment Michael descended 
having a tray that was covered with a fine silk cloth, 
and placed it in front of the Holy Prophet (SAW), and 
Gabriel entered and said: ‘O Muhammad! God has 
ordered that you should break your fast tonight with 
this food.’ 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) ate that food become 
satiated and also drank water to a sufficient quantity. 
Then he stood up for the prayer, and at that moment 
Gabriel came to his presence and said: ‘At this 
moment prayer upon you is not permissible, until 
you go to Khadijeh’s home, because God the exalted 
has destined that He should create a pure and 
glorious child from your lions tonight.’ Hearing this 
command the Holy Prophet (SAW) rushed towards his 
home. Khadijeh said: ‘I was used to the loneliness, 
through arrival of the night, | covered myself with a 
Cloak, hang the curtains, and closed the entrance 
door of my home, after the recital of incantations and 
God’s remembrance, turned the light off, and went to 
my bed. At the promised night during the sleep and 
awakening suddenly the Holy Prophet (SAW) came 
behind the door and knocked it; I said: ‘Who is 
behind the door? No one except Muhammad could 
nock the handle of this door?.... Khadijeh continued: 
The Holy Prophet with a sweet and pleasant voice 
replied: Khadijeh open the door, | am Muhammad.’ I 
opened the door and the Holy Prophet entered inside 
the home, by the oath of some one Who has hoisted 
the sky and has oozed water from the earth, the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) had not taken any distance from me, 
when I felt that I am pregnant with Faitmeh.’” 


1.6. Mother’s Companion 


When Khadijeh (SA) Khulid’s daughter married the 
prophet the women of Mecca renounced her, stopped 
speaking with her, didn’t come to visit her, and when she 
become pregnant with Fatimeh whenever the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) went outside of the home, Fatimeh from the darkness 
of mothers womb told secrets to her mother, and was her 
friend and sympathizer. One day, when the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) returned to home he heard that Khadijeh is talking to 
Fatimeh. He asked her: “Khadijeh with whom were you 
speaking? She replied: ‘O the Prophet of God! 
Whenever I am alone the child in my womb, speaks to 
me; the Holy Prophet (SAW) smiled and said: 
‘Khadijeh! My brother Gabriel has informed me that 
my child is a righteous and decorated one, and God 
has commanded me to name her Fatimeh; God the 
glorious would create the distinguished leaders from 
her genealogy that the believers would be guided 
through them.” It has been narrated that Qureshite 
unbelievers requested the Holy Prophet (SAW) to show them 
the moon divided into two pieces—Khadijeh’s pregnancy was 
obvious—Khadijeh after hearing this request of the enemies 
said: “Whoever has denied Muhammad would be 
defeated; he is the best carrier and _ God’s 
messenger; Fatimeh said from her mother’s womb: 
‘Mother! Don’t be sad and scared, God is going to be 
the backer and supporter of my father.’”” 


Khadijeh (SA) who saw the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) sorrows 
and hardships during the beginning period of his prophet- 
hood was always on his side, and witnessed the indifference 
of the women of Medina with respect to her. Due to her 
patience and forbearance in the path of expansion of the 
Islamic Prophet-hood, God bestowed upon her a precious 
and valuable jewel in compensation; and gave her the glad 
tidings of her being pregnant with a daughter—who and her 
children were blessed with the most distinguished positions. 


1.7. The Grandeur of Fatimeh’s (SA) Birth 


The duration of Khadijeh’s (SA) pregnancy was 
completed and the timings of birth become nearer and her 
child always was sympathizer and friend of her mother who 
was waiting eagerly for the pleasure and joy of her birth. 
The time of the delivery finally reached and she send some 
one near the Quresh and Banu Hashim’s women folks to 
come near her, and assume the responsibility of the tasks 
which are usually assumed by the women under such 
circumstances, but they instead through sending a person 
near Khadijeh (SA) sent a message: “So far you have 
disobeyed their orders, married Muhammad an 
indigent and orphan of Abu Talib, we would not come 
near you, and do any task for her.” Through hearing 
that message pain and sorrow’ overwhelmed 
Khadijeh’s (SA) heart; at the same moment the four 
women with long heights like the women from the 
Banu Hashim entered near her. Seeing them Khadijeh 
(SA)become scared, one of them opened her lips and 
said: ‘Khadijeh don’t be scared; we are carriers of 
your God and are yours sisters, | am Sara, she is Lady 
A’asiyeh, Madhahim’s daughter, who is your friend in 
the paradise, she is Maryam Imran’s daughter, and 
another one is Kulthum, Musa bin Imran’s sister. God 
has sent us near you in order to assume the 
responsibility of the tasks that other women were 
supposed to undertake for you. In this manner, they 
positioned them that one was in the front, one 
behind her back, one on the right, and another one 
on the left side of Khadijeh (SA). 


Zahra (SA) the sacred opened her eyes into the 
world, when she was placed upon the ground, her 
face’s illumination showered the homes of Mecca 
with illumination; the woman who was in front of her 


took the newly born, and washed her with the Water 
of Abundance (Kauther) and took out two pieces of 
the white clothing, covered the newly born with one 
piece, and with other piece covered her front and 
then made her speaking; Zahra (SA) recited the 
witnessing upon her tongue, then offer salutations 
upon them, and called each one of them by their 
names. They too smiled upon her and said: ‘Khadijeh! 
Take the pure, cleansed, auspicious, and the 
celebrated newly born, congratulations upon the 
birth of this child, and the children who would born 
from her progeny. In this manner Khadijeh (SA) with 
pleasure and joy put her breast in her mouth, and her 
breasts became full of milk.’” 2° 


1.8. Date of Birth 


The historians have difference of opinion about Zahra’s 
(SA) date of birth but among the Shi’i scholars it is famous 
that she was born on Friday, twentieth of Jumada ath- 
Th’aniya in the fifth year of the Prophet-hood (Ba/that) while 
others consider her birth five years before the prophet-hood. 
81 Abu Basir has narrated from Imam _ al-Sadiq (AS): 
“Fatimeh (SA) opened her eyes to the world on the 
twentieth of Jumada al-A’akhir in the forty-five year 
of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) birth; she lived eight 
years in Mecca, ten years in Medina; lived seventy 
five days only after the demise of her exalted father, 
and on Tuesday the third of Jumada al-A’akhir, 
eleventh year of Hijri her exalted soul flied towards 
the heavenly kingdom.” 


One of her name includes the Truthful (Saddiqeh) i.e. 
some one who testified a lot, because Zahra (SA) testified 
her exalted father, practiced honesty in her words, and was 
extremely truthful and loyal in her conduct. In reality she 
deserved the title of the Great Truthful (Saddigh-e-Kubra), as 


in accordance with her grandson—Imam Sadiq (AS)-the 
circumstances of her period have circled around the axis of 
identification of Fatimeh’s (SA) personality. Her another 
name from which a lot of blessing and goodness have been 
crated is the blessed-one (Mubarakeh), and the Holy Qur’an 
has remembered her as abundance (kauther) because the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) progeny has continued only through 
the sacred existence of Zahra (SA). She is the mother of 
impeccable imams (AS) and the Holy Prophet’s (SA) pure 
progeny—Ahl al-Bayt (AS). She defended the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) prophet-hood, whatever hardships she has 
encountered on the path of steadfastness and the 
resistance against the oppressors and deviators from the 
path of prophet-hood, and purchase them through offering 
the sacrifice of her blessed life. The plenty of offspring, the 
Same abundance of blessings and goodness or most 
outstanding manifestations of plenty of abundance that God 
has bestowed upon the Holy Prophet (SAW) that has been 
described in the Surah Abundance (Kauther) of the Holy 
Qur'an. It has been narrated from Ibn Abbas that the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said: “My daughter Fatimeh is a 
heavenly maid (hooriyeh) in the face of human 
beings, she has never seen blood, no man has 
touched her, and due to this reason God has named 
her Fatimeh to rescue her followers and friends from 
the hell’s fire.’ 


Also, it has been narrated from him: “My daughter 
Fatimeh is a heavenly maid in the human face, 
whenever I am anxious to see the Paradise, I kiss 
her.” Ans bin Malik’s mother said: “Zahra’s (SA) face was 
like the moon of fourteenth night or white, and 
shining similar to the sun when it comes out of the 
clouds; she has black color hairs, and among all the 
people was most in resemblance to the Holy Prophet 
(SAW). == Zahra (SA) because of being thoroughly cleansed 


from all sorts of filths and impurities was titled as the 
Purified one (T’ahireh). In accordance with Imam al-Baqir 
(AS) Fatimeh never saw the blood of menstruation and child 
birth. And the Holy Qur'an in the Verse of Purity (Tathir) 
has testified of her being thoroughly cleansed with all sorts 
of filths and impurities. 


Fatimeh (SA) was contended with the bitterness, 
hardships, tragedies, and rewards that God has destined for 
her in the world, as well as was also contended by her God, 
as in the Surah Time or Man (Dhar). God is pleased with her 
conduct, immune her from the great fear of the Day of 
Judgment, and has informed about it accordingly. Zahra (SA) 
is the manifestation of the blessed verse: “Allah taking 
pleasure in them and they in Him.” 


She was a narrator, because the angels talked to her like 
they talked with Maryam (SA) Imran’s daughter, Mosses’ 
(AS) mother, and gave glad tiding of the birth of Isaac (AS) 
after Jacob (AS) to Ibrahim’s (AS) wife Sara. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) in order to show honor and respect to her 
exalted and distinguished rank, gave her the nick name of 
Mother of her Father (Ummeh Abiyah) because no one was 
neither loved by the Holy Prophet (SAW) to the limit of 
Zahra (SA), nor possessed distinguished rank near him like 
her. The Holy Prophet (SAW) behaved like a child to her 
mother exactly in the same manner as Fatimeh (SA) too has 
cooperation with her exalted father as a mother would do 
for her child. She continuously took her father in her bosom, 
placed ointment upon the wounds of his blessed body, and 
thus reduced his sorrows. She was also possessed with 
another nick name of the Mother of the Impeccable Imams 
(AS)-Ummul I’ammeh, because, the Holy Prophet (SAW) has 
already informed that the impeccable imams (AS) are from 
her children, and Imam Mehdi (AF) too would be from the 
progeny of that exalted lady. 88 
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Z anra (SA) lived under the blessed shadow of her 


exalted father, the Holy Prophet (SAW) and her honorable 
mother, Khadijeh Kubra (SA). After her mother’s demise 
until the migration of her father to Medina, she paid 
attention with respect to him, showed love like a kind 
mother, then married with his cousin Ali ibn Abi Talib, 
continued to live under the lovable shadow of her dear 
father, under the protection and support of the newly 
formed Islamic Government. In discharging of her duties, 
and religious and family obligations, she endeavored 
devotedly on the side of her exalted father until the sad 
demise of exalted the prophet of Islam; the setting of the 
sun of vicegerency and release of the political affairs of the 
newly established Islamic Government from Imam Ali’s (AS) 
hands—which constituted the great unusual episode of that 
period. Under the circumstances when Imam Ali ibn Abi Talib 
(AS) was trying to discharge his obligations with respect to 
managing the difficult affairs on the basis of relgion—away 
from the prejudice, tribal backing or emotions—Zahra (SA) 
was accounted as the only friend and supporter of Imam 
(AS). 


After the sad demise of her precious father, Fatimeh (SA) 
lived for a very short period under the shadow of the 
Support of her husband Imam Ali (AS), and during this 
critical in juncture tolerated so much torture and sorrow that 
only God Almighty—Creator of human beings knows about it, 
Who is aware about the mysteries and secrets of unseen. 
From this consideration it seems prudent that we should 
review and conduct our research about the various stages of 
the life of that exalted lady in accordance with the following 


classifications: 1. Prime Stage: Zahra’s (SA) child-hood 
stage on the side of her parent.

Second Stage: After the sad demise of Khadijeh (SA) 
and until the time of her marriage. 

Third Stage: From the period of her marriage with 
Imam Ali (AS) until the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise. 
Fourth Stage: From the death of her exalted father until 
her sickness. 


. Fifth Stage: From the duration of sickness until her 


martyrdom. 
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Chapter-3: Zahra (SA) on her Father’s Side 
3.1. Childhood 


T hrough studying the periods in which Zahra (SA) 


opened her eyes to this world we would find out that the 
Arabian peninsula of that time was witnessing significant 
happenings and struggles, and the situation was critical; the 
new prophet-hood that was brought by the Holy Prophet 
(SA) has placed that community at a historical in juncture 
where they were supposed to select a path among the many 
paths available to them. 


The ugliest phenomenon of burning alive daughters was 
accounted as one of the most disgusting and unkind 
phenomenon of the backwardness of that society. At this in 
juncture the Holy Prophet (SAW)—at the age of forty—was 
appointed for the prophet-hood; he alone was assigned the 
task to confront with the world paganism, polytheism and 
idol-worshipping and was supposed to be victorious upon 
the difficulties and hardships to be encountered on this 
path. Firstly, because of the fear of enemies, he secretly 
started propagation of the prophet-hood until the time when 
the divine command ordered him to declare his mission 
openly, and to destroy the lines of the followers of the 
falsehood. In this manner the Holy Prophet (SAW) declared 
his own prophet-hood, and invited the people towards the 
Islamic Ideology; every day the number of the Muslims kept 
increasing and the enemies of Islam felt threatened while 
facing this new tide of mass inclination towards the Islam. 
Every tribe attacked the deprived Muslims within their own 
tribes, arrested, and thrown them down into the prisons. 
Through severe beating, tortures, keeping them hungry, and 
leaving them upon the hot and burning sand, branding their 
bodies with fire, they tried to force them to renounce their 


cherished ideology. The Holy Prophet (SAW) through 
witnessing their sorrows, severe tortures, and tragedies 
inflicted upon his followers issued the orders of immigration 
from Mecca for them. He ordered them to migrate to the 
Land of Ethiopia (Habasheh) until the God relieves you 
through making things easier from the circumstances that 
you are facing currently. The Muslims because of the fear of 
the riots, disturbances, and for the sake of securing their 
ideology through obedience of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
Commandment thus quite their home town Mecca, and took 
their wealth and belongings to Ethiopia. 


3.2. Zahra (SA) inside the Mountain Pass** 


When the Qureshite discovered that the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) followers showed steadfastness through tolerance 
against the pains and tortures inflicted upon them, on the 
other hand the grandeur of Islam was increased, it was 
being expanded among the tribes, they find them helpless 
from its prevention, and therefore plotted among them the 
plot of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) killing. Immediately after 
learning about this plot, Abu Talib (AS) went to his mountain 
pass and gathered all of Banu Hashim and Banu Abdul 
Muttlab, asked them to support and back the Holy Prophet 
(SAW), and Hamdheh the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) uncle 
assumed the direct responsibility of the protection of his life. 
The Qureshite placed them under the severe hardship of 
economical siege and through signing a contract among 
them decided not to engage in any sort of commercial 
dealings with him and his followers. The Muslims lived two 
or three years under these harsh conditions in a manner 
that they lost their strength; occasionally some food stuff 
that was sent to them secretly reached to them while some 
times due to the severity of the hunger cries of children 
were raised. 


Under such harsh and extremely severe circumstances, 
Zahra (SA) spent some of her years of sucking period inside 
the Abu Talib’s (AS) mountain pass. And when her sucking 
period was over, gradually started walking upon the burning 
sand of the mountain pass, learned speaking, and while she 
heard the cries of hungry and reprieved children, little by 
little learned how to eat the food. At each night when she 
become awake from sleep, saw guards who because of the 
fear of enemies for her exalted father were vigilant carefully 
around the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) position in the midst of the 
darkness of the night. Fatimeh (SA) lived in this mountain 
pass for nearly three years, and until the age of five years 
doesn’t have any sort of communication with the world 
outside the mountain pass. 


3.3. Khadijeh’s (SA) Demise and the Year of Sorrow 


The years of siege was ultimately passed away with a lot 
of severe hardship and difficulties, the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
and his companions were relieved with the siege and social 
boycott with the Qureshite, and God bestowed upon them 
their victory and success. Khadijeh (SA) who had suffered 
hardships of years of famine, sorrows, and pains of siege 
and deprivations eventually became extremely weak when 
She finally came out of the siege. And right now that exalted 
lady who spent her entire life filled with continuous shining 
crusade and confrontation, as a unique model of the 
women’s world with seriousness, patience and forbearance; 
her time of demise was nearing and God’s intention has 
decided to take her near His blessed threshold; the bird of 
soul of that great Lady of Islam in the tenth year of the 
prophet-hood-the year in which Banu Hashim came out of 
the economical siege of the Qureshite—flied toward the 
heaven. 


In the same year the Holy Prophet (SAW) also gave up 
his uncle—Abu Talib (AS)—a strong supporter, backer of the 


prophet-hood and helper of the religion; due to his 
separation, that inflicted tremendous amount of sorrow, 
grief, fear, and astonishment because he had given up his 
uncle, supporter, backer, beloved of his heart, friend, and 
helper. Since in the same year he has also lost her most 
compassionate, lovable, and helping wife, therefore he 
named this year as the Year of Sorrow. Not only was the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) inflicted with the severe grief and 
sorrow in that year but Fatimeh (SA) a child only few years 
old whose thirst for the cup of love and affection was not yet 
satiated also shared such a horrible tragedy with her 
beloved father. She too was inflicted with the pain and 
hardship and realized that dark clouds of sorrow, grief, and 
orphanage have shadowed upon her pure life. 


Her exalted father, the Holy Prophet (SAW) realized that 
the sacred existence of Fatimeh (SA) was inflicted with 
sorrow, grief, and noticed the tears of separation from her 
mother upon her cheeks; his heart burnt for her, the cup of 
sincere fatherly feelings of love and affection become full, 
and he sympathized with Zahra (SA). And in order to 
compensate for love and affection that she had given up 
due to the separation from her mother, he loved and 
Showed intense affection towards her. The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) loved Fatimeh (SA) and she too reciprocated towards 
her father in the same manner, and each one of them 
showed sympathy towards the other, no one has such love 
in the prophet’s heart like Fatimeh (SA) and no one closer 
than her existed for him. The Holy Prophet (SAW) loved 
Fatiemh (SA) a lot-and whenever he saw it 
necessary—emphasized to his affection with respect to her, 
and explained for the community about the most 
distinguished rank and position of Zahra (SA). The Holy 
Prophet (SA) with this action, in reality, readied the ground 
for the most important and critical issue—that was related 
with Fatimeh (SA), her impeccable offspring, and to all of the 


Islamic Community. The reason of emphasize by the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) about this issue was that Muslims should pay 
attention, and be enlightened about the most distinguished 
rank and position of Fatimeh (SA), and her children—imams 
and leaders of the religion, should pay the right of Fatimeh 
(SA), preserve the rank, position and reverence; thus 
through introducing her to the Muslims he emphasized that: 


“Fatimeh is a part of my body, whoever has made 
her angry has made me angered. ’”° 


Fatimeh (SA) nourished and blossomed and her father’s 
love and affection too reached to its perfection 
accompanied with her growth; Fatimeh (SA) too showed 
loved and affection with respect to her exalted father, and 
saturated his heart with the attention, love, and emotions. It 
was due to this reason that the Holy Prophet (SAW) named 
her as the Mother of her Father (Umme Abiyeh). Such love 
and affection was accounted as the most superior model 
and example of inclination and pure father’s love, that plays 
a Significant share in the structure of children’s personality, 
and providing the direction towards their spiritual journey. 
This intense love and affection was the most superior 
example of attention and favor of Islam with respect to the 
daughters, and in determination of their rank and position in 
the society. 


3.4. Zahra (SA) in the Melting Pot of the Testing 


It was God’s intention that Zahra (SA) should be a 
witness of the struggle of the divine prophet-hood with the 
enemies in Mecca, and should be a close observer over the 
sorrows and pains inflicted upon her exalted father. She saw 
it with her own eyes that how her honorable father was 
inflicted with pains, sorrows and tortures, and was the 
witnesses of the wrathful environment of Mecca with 
respect to the prophet’s family that was the origin of 


guidance, faith, and virtue. She herself witnessed that how 
her beloved father, distinguished believers, and the 
preachers of the Islam hijacked the advancement from the 
others in the arena of bravery, crusade, and confrontation 
through placing their lives in danger. And this environment 
filled with crusade, and confrontation made a deep impact 
upon Zahra’s (SA) soul and conscience, and played a 
significant share in structuring the personality of that Great 
Lady and in her making readied for tolerating of the pains, 
sorrows, and hardships. 


Zahra (SA) in her childhood was companion of these 
hardships, and after the separation of her mother, on her 
father’s side, who was considered as her helper, kind friend, 
and as much as he tried to reduce the heaviness of the load 
of condemnation, sorrows, grief, and Zahra’s (SA) hardships, 
unfortunately on the contrary she was encountered with 
much more severe pains and sorrows. The pains and 
sorrows of the Holy Prophet (SAW) were inflicted upon him 
after the sad demise of his uncle Abu Talib (AS)-who was 
the helper, backer of his prophet-hood, as well as a staunch 
defender of the Holy Prophet (SAW). Until he was alive, 
Qureshite don’t have the courage of transgression upon the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) and whenever they tried to insult him, 
Abu Talib was waiting in hiding behind them. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) himself in describing about the importance of 
this backing said: “Until Abu Talib was alive, the 
Qureshite were helpless, and unable to transgress 
upon me.’22 Qureshite spilled the cup of grudge, torture, 
pains, and sorrows upon the lovely existence of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) during that critical duration of the prophet- 
hood, and in order to inflict the damage upon his 
distinguished rank and position, utilized all the instruments 
of torture, pains, sorrows, impeachment, and mocking that 
they have at their disposal. 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) on the path of securing 
principles, criterion, and values of his divine prophet-hood 
mission, had suffered hardships that none of the God’s 
messengers have ever suffered. To the extent that ignorant 
and rude individuals of the Qureshite picked up dirt in their 
fists and thrown it upon the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) face and 
head, and through tolerance of this torture and hardship he 
returned to his home. Fatimeh (SA) looked upon her father’s 
face the effects of Qureshite’s torture and hardships; she 
witnessed that enemies with such sort of insults are 
continuously persisting their egotism and arrogance, and 
therefore through witnessing such scenes, pain and sorrows 
entered into her blessed heart. The carelessness shown by 
the Qureshite’s ignorant and arrogant individuals with 
respect to the Holy Prophet (SAW) was unusually very hard 
upon her exceptionally, when she ran towards her father, 
removed the dirt from his blessed face, and then washed it 
with water. 


This horrible painful scene inflicted its effect upon 
Zahra’s (SA) soul and conscience and forced her to express 
the pain and sorrow over her exalted father—the prophet 
and the leader of Islam, and she started shedding her tears. 
The rudeness shown by the ignorant, rebellious, and tyrants 
towards the Holy Prophet (SAW) who, was seeking to rescue 
them from the darkness toward illumination, guidance and 
righteous path, caused her full of pain, anxiety, and sorrows. 
Fatimeh’s (SA) conduct made her father anxious and he 
realized that her lovely heart has been overwhelmed with 
the severe grief and sorrow. From this consideration he 
endeavored to reduce her pain through motivating her to 
practice patience and forbearance. Therefore he pulled his 
blessed hands upon Fatimeh’s (SA) head with love, 
affection, and said to her: “O my daughter, don’t cry, 
God is the guardian and protector of your father, and 


would help him with his confrontation against the 
enemies of religion and prophet-hood.” 


Through these words the Holy Prophet (SAW), like a 
crusader and teacher endeavored to implant the crusade 
and confrontation in the lofty soul and conscience of Zahra 
(SA) as well as saturated her heart with patience, 
forbearance and trust in God. This horrible and painful 
scene was never terminated and torture, sorrows and 
indifference of the Qureshite with respect to the Holy 
Prophet (SAW), divine prophet-hood, guidance, and freedom 
was not stopped at this extent; instead the Qureshite 
continued their rebellion, showed persistence about their 
arising, arrogance, and conceit. It has been narrated from 
Abdullah bin Masood that: “Except one day, | never seen 
that the Holy Prophet (SAW) had ever cursed the 
Qureshite, and that was the day when he was in the 
position of offering the prayer. A group of the 
Qureshite was sitting over there and a camel’s belly 
was lying over there near them; that the group 
talked to them and said: ‘Who would be ready to 
pickup this belly and through it upon the prophet’s 
back?’ An individual Uqbeh bin Abi Mu’eet arose, 
rudely picked it up, thrown it upon the prophet’s 
back, that noble one still remained in the state of 
prostration until Zahra (SA) reached over there from 
her path, and removed it up from his blessed back. It 
was here that the Holy Prophet (SAW) requested: ‘O 
God! I complain to you against the collective pains 
and tortures of the Qureshite, O God I left to you the 
punishment of Utbah bin Rabiyeh, Sheebeh bin 
Rabiyeh, Abu Jahl bin Hishaam, Uqbeh bin Abi Mu’eet 
Abi bin Khalaf, and Ummatyeh bin Khalaf.’ Abdullah 
bin Masood continued: ‘On the Day of Badr I noticed 
that all of these individuals were killed, and their 
corpses were thrown into the well, other than Abi bin 


Khalaf or Ummaiyeh who had a big body that his 
body was cut into pieces, and was thrown into the 
well, ’”23 


3.5. Zahra (SA) from Her Father’s Side until 
Husband’s Home 


3.5.1. Migration of Zahra (SA) to Medina 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) in order to save his own life and 
continuation of his divine prophet-hood migrated from 
Mecca to Yathreb (Medinai Munnawareh) in the third year of 
migration. He recommended Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS) to sleep in 
his bed on the night of migration in order to keep the 
polytheist amused in error, and also made few other 
recommendations to him and said: “Whenever he 
reached to a safe heaven in Medina would dispatch a 
person near him so that he could start his journey to 
Medina accompanied by Fatimehs (Fawatum) of his 
own family, and other Muslim women. Also all of the 
trusts of the people deposited near him should be 
returned to their owners. The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
reached to the region of Qub’a-—at few kilometers 
from Yathreb-and stationed over there, wrote a 
letter and sent it to Ali (AS) through Abu Waqid 
Laithi, ordered him to start moving towards him 
together with Fatimehs, and should return the trusts 
to their owners. The Commander of the Faithful (AS) 
with out taking any pause started buying mounts for 
the journey and arranged things that were required 
for the migration from Mecca, and ordered the 
deprived believers to hide them during the darkness 
of the night at a place called Dhi-Tuwa. Imam (AS) 
returned trusts to their owners and near the Holy 
K’aba cried loudly: ‘O people! Is there any one who 
had not received his trust? Is there any one who 
would like to present a claim? Is there any one who 


had made a contract with the Holy Prophet?’ When 
no one came near him, the Commander of the 
Faithful started moving towards Medina in order to 
join the Holy Prophet (SAW)’“* 


Ali (AS) took out Fatimeh’s during the day, whose names 
were: Fatimeh al-Zahra (SA), Fatimeh binte Asad, Imam’s 
honorable mother, Fatimeh, daughter of Zubayr bin Abdul 
Muttalib, and Fatimeh daughter of Hamdeh bin Abdul 
Muttalib, Barkeh, Umme Aaiman, the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
nanny and maid, Umme Aaiman’s son, slave of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) also followed behind him, and Abu Wagid 
Laithi dispatcher of the Holy Prophet (SAW) too returned 
with this caravan to Medina, who was assigned the 
responsibility of driving the camels. Because of the fear of 
the enemies he was driving them fast, Imam Ali (AS) said to 
him: “Abu Wagqid! Be careful with respect to the 
women who possess weak and delicate bodies. He 
replied: ‘1 am afraid that those who are following us 
might reach us from their path.’ Imam Ali (AS) 
replied: ‘Don’t worry, the Holy Prophet (SAW) at the 
time of his migration has said to me: Ali! from now on 
no harm could be inflicted upon you.’ Then Ali (AS) 
when he was driving the camels slowly recited the 
following verse: 


The power superior to the God’s power doesn’t 
exist, don’t imagine other than that, whatever scares 
you, God is going to prevent it to be materialized.” 
Imam Ali (AS) was continuing his journey when they reached 
near a place called Dhajnan; seven very strong, and famous 
heroes of the Qureshite who were chasing them arrived near 
the caravan, and Jinah the slave of Harith bin Ummaiyeh 
constituted the eights person among them, who was a 
brave and reckless person. Imam Ali (AS) looked towards 
Aaiman and Wagid while the enemy could have been seen, 
and said: “Let the camels lay down and tied their 


knees; then he came foreword, made the women 
dismounted from the camels, and with a necked 
sword in his hand encountered the enemies. That 
group came near the Imam (AS) and said: ‘Do you 
imagine taking these women from our claws? May 
your father sit in your mourning, go back.’ Imam (AS) 
replied: ‘If | did not return then what?’ They replied: 
‘Inevitably you must return, otherwise we would 
force you to turn your head back.’ Then the mounted 
men reached near the women with the intention of 
terrorizing them, that Imam Ali (AS) prevented them. 
Jinah pulled his swords aiming Imam Ali’s (AS) head, 
he maneuvered to let his stroke go empty; then 
strike his shoulder with his swords so powerfully that 
it divided him into two halves, reached to his horse’s 
shoulder, and then attacked others. They started 
running from Imam (AS), and said to him: ‘O son of 
Abu Talib, excuse us, and let us go.’ Imam (AS) 
replied: ‘Right now I am going towards my cousin the 
Holy Prophet (SA), whoever likes that his body 
become turn into pieces, and should saturate the 
earth with his blood, may follow me.’ In this manner 
the enemies returned with disgrace, defeat, and 
wretchedness to their homes. 


Then Imam Ali (AS) looked towards his companions 
Aaiman and Abu Wagqid and said to them: ‘Untie the 
camels’ knees.’ Then victoriously moved his caravan 
until it dismounted at Dhabjnan, they spent a 
fortnight over there, and a number of the deprived 
believers joined them at that place. They spent that 
night until morning in all conditions offering prayers, 
having humming communication with God, and 
recitation of His remembrance. Then Imam (AS) 
offered the Morning Prayer with that group, and then 
continued his journey until they reached to the 


region of Qub’a near Medina and joined the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) who was waiting for their arrival.” 
Before their arrival to that region the angel of revelation 
descended upon the Holy Prophet (SAW) and revealed the 
verses of the Holy Qur’an in their praise: 


“Such as remember Allah, standing, sitting, and 
reclining, and consider the creation of heavens and 
the earth, (and say): Our Lord! Thou createdst not 
this in vain. Glory be to Thee! Preserve us from the 
doom of fire.” 

-The Holy Qur’an (3: 191). 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) paused at Quba region for fifteen 
days in waiting for the arrival of Imam Ali’s (AS) caravan and 
during that opportunity built the Qub’a Mosque, about which 
the following verses of the Holy Qur’an were revealed: 


“A place of worship which was founded upon duty 
(to Allah) from the first day is more worthy that thou 
shouldst stand (to pray) therein, wherein are men 
who love to purify themselves. Allah loveth the 
purifiers.” 

-The Holy Qur’an (9: 108). 


From this consideration he encouraged and motivated 
people to offer the prayer in that mosque, keeping its 
splendor, and described the great divine rewards for those 
who offered the prayer in that mosque. After resting the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) caravan accompanied by the 
companions, and his own family members started moving 
towards Medina, and a huge crowd of the Muslims through 
recital of the local anthems, and verses of the Holy Qur’an 
welcomed his arrival to Medina; also the elders of Yatherb 
and chiefs of Aus and Khidhraj Tribes welcomed the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) arrival, and placed all of their economical 
and military resources at his disposal. Whenever the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) on his path passed through the localities of 


Muslims, elders of those areas competed with each other to 
hold his mount’s rope in their own hands so that perhaps 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) for the sake of security might accept 
their hospitality through dismounting at their homes; he 
prayed for all of them, and said: “Keep the camel’s rope 
freed because it has been assigned to stop at a 
particular place.” 


The Holy Prophet’s (SAW) mount lied down at a vast land 
in the vicinity of Abu Ayyoub Ansari’s home, and he 
dismounted from it, as well as Zahra (SA) together with 
other Fatimehs dismounted from their mounts, and entered 
near Umme Khalid, Abu Ayyoub Ansari’s mother. Zahra (SA) 
remained for seven month near her father’s side until the 
construction of mosque and the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) home 
was completed. The Holy Prophet’s (SAW) home was very 
simple without any decorations consisting of few rooms that 
some of them were built by the stones and date palm leafs. 
But from Imam al-Hasan Mujtaba (AS)—his grandson, in a 
narration that has been quoted from him regarding the 
height of the roof of Holy Prophet’s (SAW) home, that he 
said: “During my youth age when I entered into the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) home my hands could touch its 
roof easily.” The belongings of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
home which were arranged by him were exceptionally 
simple, and with out any decoration. That noble one has 
arranged a bed for him that was made of wood, its legs 
were tied with each other through the means of date palm 
leafs. Zahra (SA) located herself in the land of migration in 
her father’s home of exceptional simplicity in the Islamic 
Land, in order to utilize the love, attention, and favors of her 
exalted father—attention and special favor that neither a 
woman nor a man were given alike of it except Fatimeh 
(SA). 


Zahra (SA), the Holy Prophet’s daughter (SA) put her feet 
in that home since the immigration from Mecca to Medina in 


order to be an observer of her exalted father among his 
comapnions-—the companions who sacrificed their lives in his 
path as well as followed him. The immigrants on the side of 
their brother Muslims from the Tribes of Aus and Khidhraj 
found security and comfort on the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
side, endeavored for the propagation of Islam and planning 
for a better tomorrow. The Holy Prophet (SAW) founded the 
pact of brother ship between the immigrants and the 
Muslims of Medina in order to remove the fear and anxiety 
of being strangers from their hearts, and to create a bond of 
brother ship to make them stand in the same line—that was 
the same line of Monotheism, and not associating any 
partner to God—-he connected some to others, and selected 
Ali (AS) for his own brother ship. And among the 
congregation of the immigrants and helpers took his hand 
and said: “This person (Ali) is my deputy (wasi), and 
my inheritor after me.” 


As soon as Ali (AS) was blessed with this pact of brother 
ship with the Holy Prophet (SAW), it was not very long that 
he also attained the honor of becoming his son in law 
marrying his dearer than his own soul, and beloved 
daughter. After being located in Medina, the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) married Soudeh, who was the first women with whom 
he got married after Khedijeh’s (RA) death, after her he 
married, daughter of Abu Ummiyeh’s daughter-Umme 
Salmeh, and assigned the guardianship affairs of his blessed 
daughter to that exalted lady. Umme Salmeh (SA) said: 
“The Holy Prophet (SAW) married me, and assigned 
the responsibility of the affairs relevant to Fatimeh 
(SA), and I paid attention towards the guidance, and 
nourishment of that exalted personality but by God! 
Zahra’s (SA) etiquette was so superior to mine, and 
she was more familiar in all the tasks as compared to 
me. ”?2 


3.5.2. Seeking Her Hand for the Marriage 


Zahra (SA) in grandeur, majesty, and nobility was the 
most eminent and distinguished person among her 
contemporaries; she was the Holy Prophet’s (SA) and 
Khadijeh’s Kubra (SA)—beloved and honorable daughter, 
offspring of the virtue and knowledge, possessed with 
righteous privileges, and at the peak of beauty of creation 
and moral ethics. She had attained the higher spiritual, 
human perfections, reached to most sublime ranks, and the 
star of her sacred existence shined brightly. 24 Zahra (AS) in 
her childhood possessed the outstanding distinctions and 
Superiority with respect to her maturity of thought, and 
nourishment of the faculty of reason; God has bestowed 
upon that exalted personality sharpness in intelligence, 
profound insight, and plenty of other favors. She possessed 
the outstanding distinctions, and under the blessed shadow 
of her exalted father, the Holy Prophet (SAW) acquired her 
blossoming every day until reaching to the age of 
perfection! 


With the arrival of second year of the migration, the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) indicated the manifestation security, 
Stability, and comfort in the City of Medina; that group 
among Qureshite who possessed the distinctions of seniority 
in acceptance of Islam, as well rank, position, and personal 
wealth sought Zahra’s (SA) hand for the marriage with 
them. The Holy Prophet (SAW) rejected their offers in a 
polite manner and every one who approached him for this 
matter he said: “Regarding my daughter’s marriage I 
am waiting for the God’s command.” And he turned 
their face from them in such a manner that they imagined 
that the Holy Prophet (SAW) had shown wrath towards 
them. The Holy Prophet (SAW) had stored Ali (AS) for 
Zahra (SA)—the impeccable, and was inclined of his seeking 
her hand for the marriage. It has been narrated from 


Burideh that he said: “Abu Bakr sought Fatimeh’s (SA) 
hand for the marriage, the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
replied to him: ‘Fatimeh has yet not attained the 
required age for the marriage, and I am waiting for 
divine destinations in this regard.’ Omar encountered 
with him in the path, and Abu Bakr described the 
matter to him, Omar replied: ‘He has rejected your 
offer.’ Then he himself went for seeking Fatimeh (SA) 
for the marriage with him that the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) didn’t accept.’ 


Marriage 


Ali (AS) was thinking about seeking Zahra’s (SA) for 
marriage but because of his sitting at the junction of his own 
as well Islamic society’s confrontation with the poverty and 
debridement, caused him to exit from the thoughts of 
getting married, and to keep busy with the anxieties of 
forming a married life for himself, and between the existing 
reality of his soending twenty-one years of his blessed life. 
The time had arrived that he should marry Fatimeh 
(SA)—who doesn’t have any equivalent match to marry her 
except Ali (AS)—because in the world there was no match 
equivalent to marry her. One day when Ali (AS) has taken off 
from the work, he opened his irrigation camel, brought it 
towards the home, tied it over there, and then he went to 
visit the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) who was present in the Umme 
Salemeh’s home, on that day. During the period when Ali 
(AS) was in the path, the angel of revelation descended 
upon the Holy Prophet (SAW) and issued the divine 
command of marrying the illumination with illumination, i.e. 
to marry Fatimeh (SA) to Ali (AS). 


Ali (AS) called inside the home, Umme Salmeh asked: 
“Who is this? The Holy Prophet (SAW) said to Umme 
Salmeh: ʻO Umme Salmeh arise, open the door 


towards the person and permit him to enter inside 
the home, he is the person that God and His prophet 
love him, and he too is the lover of God and His 
Prophet.’ Umme Salmeh (SA) requested: ‘May my 
parents be your ransom! The one about whom you 
remember in this manner, and have not yet seen him 
who is he?’ He replied: ‘Umme Salmeh pause for a 
moment, this man is not an unknown, and light- 
minded; he is my brother, cousin and the most 
beloved person near me.’ Umme Salmeh (SA) said: ʻI 
arose so fast that was about to fell down because of 
my covering being caught under the feet, trembled, 
opened the door, and saw that Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS) 
entered, came towards the Holy Prophet (SAW), and 
said: ‘Salutations and greetings of God be upon you 
O the Holy Prophet.’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) replied: 
‘Salutation upon you too O Abul Hasan, sit down.’ Ali 
(AS) sat down in front of the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
lowering his head down looking at the ground, as 
though he has come for an important task but was 
hesitating to mention it. The Holy Prophet (SAW) was 
aware of whatever Ali had in his mind, therefore from 
this consideration he said to him: ‘O Abul Hasan! It 
seems that you have come here for some thing, let 
me know your desire, and whatever you had in your 
heart speak about it; whatever you require from me 
would be provided to you.’ 


Ali (AS) said: ‘May my parents be your ransom! 
You have taken me since childhood from your uncle 
Abu Talib (my father), and Fatimeh binte Asad (my 
mother), fed me with your food, and nourished me in 
your bosom the way you wanted me to be nourished. 
In my eyes as far as goodness, favors, and love with 
respect to me are concerned, you are more superior 
near me than my own parent, Abu Talib and Fatimeh; 


God has provided guidance to me through your 
means, and with your blessed hands; by God! You are 
my treasure and deposit in the world, and hereafter. 
O the Prophet of God! I wish to have a home and wife 
near your side with your backing and support that I 
should feel comfortable near her, and right now I 
have come to seek the hands of your daughter 
Fatimeh; do you love to marry her with me?’ 


The Holy Prophet’s (SAW) face shined with 
happiness and joy, and he came near Fatimeh and 
said: ‘Ali has come for seeking you for the marriage 
and you know him very well, what is your opinion?’ 
Fatimeh (SA) remained silent, the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said: ‘God is great; Fatimeh’s silence indicates 
her willingness. And he left Zahra (SA) and married 
her with Ali (AS)+* Umme Salmeh (SA) said: ‘The 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) face became red with joy; he 
smiled looking at Ali’s (AS) face and said: ‘Do you 
have any wealth so that I could marry you with 
Fatimeh?’ Ali (AS) said: ‘May my parent be your 
ransom! By God, whatever I have is not hidden from 
you, | don’t have any thing except a sword, armour, 
and a camel for the irrigation.’ The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said: ‘Dear Ali! You are not needless of your 
sword, and through its means you fight in 
confrontation in the God’s path, through the means 
of your irrigating camel irrigates the gardens of your 
own as well as of your family, therefore | am ready to 
marry my daughter with that piece of armor and 
said: ʻO Abul Hasan! Should not I give you the glad 
tidings? Ali (AS) replied: ‘May my parents be your 
ransom! Please give me the glad tidings, yours 
auspicious blessed existence has always been the 
cause of blessings and prosperity for me, your steps 
are blessed, and your acts have always been full of 


wisdom, and salutations of God be upon you.’ The 
Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘O Ali! Let me give the glad 
tidings that God-Almighty, before | married you with 
Zahra upon the earth, had already married you up in 
the heaven. Before a moment of your arrival, the 
angel of revelation descended upon me at the same 
place and said: ‘O Muhammad! God-Almighty looked 
towards the earth and selected you among the 
creatures for the prophet-hood, a second time He 
looked at the earth and selected among them for 
you, your brother, vizier, helper, and son in law, and 
married your daughter Fatimeh with him, and the 
heavenly angels are celebrating a feast with respect 
to this solemn occasion. O Muhammad! God has 
commanded me to tell you to marry Ali with Zahra 
upon the earth and give them the glad tidings of two 
immaculate, distinguished and good sons-who are 
superior to others in the world and hereafter. O Ali! 
By God! Right now the angel of revelation near me 
has not yet flied up toward heaven, that you rang my 
home’s door bell.’”4° 


3.5.4. The Heavenly Marriage 


Ibn Ali Hadid said: “In accordance with the testimony 
of divine angels the marriage of Ali (AS) with Zahra 
(SA) was materialized only after God had married him 
with Zahra (SA) in the heaven.”2= it has been narrated 
from Jabir bin Abdullah that he said: “When the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) married Fatiemh (SA) with Ali (AS), 
God had already married that exalted personality up 
in the heaven. ”2% It has been narrated from Imam al-Baqir 
(AS) that the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: “f am too a human 
being just like you, | marry among you, marry my 
children among you except Fatimeh whose marriage 
command has been issued from the God.’ 


3.5.5. Sermon At the Time of Marriage Conclusion 


Anas said: “I was sitting near the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) that the revelation descended upon him, when 
it was completed he said to me: ‘Anas do you know 
that what message Gabriel has brought with the 
God’s command?’ I replied: ‘God and His prophet are 
more knowledgeable about whatever Gabriel had 
brought, may my parents be ransom upon you what 
had he brought?’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) replied: 
‘God had commanded me to marry Fatiemh with Ali, 
right now rush, and invite the immigrants and 
helpers to my presence.’ Anas said: ‘I invited them 
and when they had placed themselves in their 
positions the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Praise and 
greetings deserve for the God who through the 
means of bounties is praised and worshipped through 
the means of His power, every one in His kingdom 
obeys his commands, love His favors, and are afraid 
of His punishment; God Whose command is valid 
upon the earth and heavens; Who has created 
creatures with His power and through His commands 
have separated them from each other, and honored 
them with His religion and ideology, and 
distinguished them through the means of His 
prophet; God has destined relationship and lineage 
only through the means of marriage. Therefore on 
this basis divine command is valid upon the path of 
destiny, every destiny has a period, and every period 
has an outcome. God whatever He wants either 
approves or delete it, and the secured tablet is in 
front of Him. With God’s command I hereby marry 
Fatimeh with a dowry of 400 mithqal silver (equal to 
about 5 grams) with the condition of Ali’s content, 
and invite all of you as its witness.” 


At that time Ali (AS) was not present and the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) had dispatched him for a certain task, then 
he ordered to place a tray of fresh dates in front of us and 
said: “Please help yourselves and eat. We were busy 
in eating the dates when Ali (AS) entered, the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) smiled upon him and said: ‘O Ali! God 
has commanded me to marry Fatimeh with you, if you 
agree I marry her with you with a dowry of 400 
mithgal silver.’ Ali (AS) said: ‘Of course I am 
contented.’ Then Ali (AS) for offering thanks of this 
favor offered a prostration of thanks and said: 
‘Thanks and praise upon the God who blessed with 
the affection of His best creation, the Holy Prophet 
(SAW).’ The Holy Prophet said: ‘May God bless you 
with His bounties, should create goodness and 
prosperity in your existence, make you prosperous, 
and bestow upon you pure distinguished and 
immaculate offspring.’ Anas said: ‘By God! In reality 
God with the lineage of those two nobles had created 
plenty of offspring.” 


3.5.6. Zahra’s (SA) Dowry and Trousseau 


Ali (AS) after selling his armor to Othman for four 
hundred dirham brought them to the home and the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) took it and distributed among some of his 
wives and companions in order to arrange the belonging for 
the newlyweds’ home; the dowry consisted of the following 
items: 


. One piece of cloth for 7 dirham. 

. One piece headcover for 4 dirham 

. One piece black bath robe Khaiberi. 

. Wooden bed that was wrapped with date palm leafs. 

. Two pieces of Egyptian mattresses that one of them 
was filled with wool and the another was filled with the 
date palm leafs.

The purchasers of these items said: “We purchased all 
these items and placed in front of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW), when he looked at them started crying with 
tears rolling upon his cheeks, than raised his head 
towards the heaven, and said: ‘O Allah make life 
upon this family auspicious whose significant portion 
of the dowry consists of clay pots.’”% Then Ali (AS) 
organized the home, covered the floor of the room and 
home with soft sand, installed a wood between the two 


walls in order to hang the clothing upon it, covered the floor 
with tanned sheep skin, and placed pillows filled with the 
leaf of the date palms. It has been narrated from Abu Yazid 
Madani that: “When Fatimeh (SA) went to Ali’s (AS) 
home, there was nothing in that home except soft 
sand that was spread upon the earth, few pillows, 
and pots of clay.’2© 


3.5.7. Preliminaries of the Wedding 


Ali (AS) himself said: “After the ceremonies of recital 
of marriage contract (aqd), | paused for one month, 
and because of the shyness and hesitation that I 
have with the Holy Prophet (SAW) regarding 
Fatimeh’s (SA) marriage, didn’t talk to him; but 
whenever I was alone with him he said: ʻO Ali! To 
what extent do you think about your  wife’s 
possessing of good temperament and beauty of the 
creation? O Ali! I should give you the glad tidings 
that | have married to you the Lady of the Women of 
the Worlds.’ Ali (AS) said: After one month when my 
brother Aqeel entered in my home, he said to me: 
‘Dear brother! | am never happy with any thing but 
to your marriage with Fatimeh (SA)-the daughter of 
the Holy Prophet (SAW), why don’t you want to talk 
to the Holy Prophet (SAW) to permit Fatimeh (SA) to 
come to your own home? And with the presence of 
both of you on each other’s side make yourself 
happy?’ Ali (AS) replied: ʻO brother! I too am inclined 
that this task should be materialized, but I feel shy to 
request such a thing from the Holy Prophet (SAW).’ 
Aqeel said: ‘I sworn you to come with me near the 
Holy Prophet (SAW), and both of them arose for 
visiting him. During the path of movement Barakeh, 
Umme Aaiman, Holy Prophet’s (SAW) maid 
encountered with us, we told her about the issue, 


and she suggested: ‘You shouldn’t do any thing, let 
me have an opportunity to talk to the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) in this regards, because women’s word are 
more effective in this matter in the men’s heart.’ 
Then Umme Aaiman returned, went near Umme 
Salmeh, informed her about the matter, the prophet’s 
wives become informed about it, all of them together 
went near the Holy Prophet (SAW) and circled him, 
Umme Salmeh started speaking in that gathering, 
and said: ‘O the Holy Prophet (SAW)! May our parents 
be your ransom! We have gathered near you with the 
intention of undertaking a task that had Khadijeh 
been alive would certainly be pleased with such an 
act.’ Ummeh Salmeh said: ‘When we mentioned 
Khadijeh’s name, he started crying and said: ‘You 
said Khadijeh! Where a woman like her could be 
found? When everyone denied me, Khadijeh testified 
me, and supported me in the advancement of God’s 
religion and spent her wealth and property for the 
expansion of Islam.’ 


“Umme Salmeh (SA) said: ‘May our parents be 
your ransom! Whatever you have said about Khadijeh 
is true, and any way right now she is sleeping 
comfortably near her creator, has left the world, God 
has congratulated us to be in this position, and 
would place us together side with Khadijeh in the 
paradise of His blessing and bounties. O the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) right now your religious brother, and 
real cousin is inclined to take Fatimeh (SA) to his 
home, would you permit her to go to her own home 
so that they could live together.’ The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) replied: ʻO Umme Salmeh! Why Ali himself 
didn’t mention to me about this matter?’ I replied: 
‘Shyness and hesitation prevented him to ask you for 
that.’ Umme Aiman said: The Holy Prophet (SAW) 


said to me: ‘Go near Ali and bring him near me.’ I 
went outside, and found Ali waiting in order to hear 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) answer from me. When he saw 
me he said: ‘Umme Aaiman: ‘What is the news?’ I 
said: ‘He has called you.’ Ali (AS) said: ‘When I 
entered near the Holy Prophet (SAW) all of his wives 
stood up, left to their homes, and I was left alone in 
his presence lowering my head with the shyness.’ 
The Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Do you like to take 
your wife to your home?’ I while have lowered my 
head with shyness said: ‘May my parent be your 
ransom, yes.’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Very 
good! Dear Ali, God willing, | am going to make 
arrangement for Zahra’s departure to your home 
perhaps tonight or tomorrow night.’ 


Then the Holy Prophet (SAW) paid attention 
towards his wives and asked: ‘Who is present here 
right now?’ Umea Salmeh replied: ‘| am Umme 
Salmeh, Zainab and so and so.’ The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said to them: ‘In one of my homes arrange a 
room for my daughter and my cousin.’ Ummeh 
Salmeh asked: ‘In which home?’ He replied: ‘In your 
own home, and ordered his wives to bring Fatimeh, 
and should do the needful in accordance with her 
rank and position.’ Ummeh Salmeh said: ‘I asked 
Fatimeh do you have arranged fragrance for 
yourself? She replied: ‘Yes, and brought it and 
dropped a bit upon my hand, I smell it, and have 
never smelt such a pleasant fragrance before that.’ I 
asked her: ‘From where have you arranged this?’ She 
replied: ‘Dahiyeh Kalabi always comes to visit the 
Holy Prophet (SAW); a day my father said to me: ‘O 
dear Fatimeh! Spread something on the ground for 
your uncle; I brought and he sat upon it, when he 
arose some thing dropped upon the ground from his 


clothing; my father ordered me to collect it. [Ali 
asked about this thing from the Holy prophet (SAW), 
and he replied: ‘These are is the fragrant (amber) 
that falls down from Gabriel’s wings]. 


“The Holy Prophet (SAW) said to Ali (AS): ‘Dear 
Ali! In marriage a feast should also be given.’ S’ad 
said: ‘I have a sheep, a group of helpers arrange an 
amount of corn, the Holy Prophet (SAW) from the 
money that he has deposited near Umme Salmeh 
took ten dirham and gave it to me, and said: ‘Arrange 
some amount of oil and dates.’ I purchased and 
brought them near the Holy Prophet (SAW). That 
noble one pulled his sleeves up, asked for a skin 
table cloth, with his blessed hands, broke the dates, 
mixed them with the oil and added dry milk salt, 
crushed wheat (keshk) intensely until the seeds of 
dates were separated, and then said: ‘Dear Ali! 
Whoever you like invite them.’ 


“The Commander of the Faithful said: ‘I went 
towards the mosque for the invitation of the guests 
and saw that it is full of the companions, I felt 
ashamed to invite only few among them, therefore I 
stood at an elevated point, and announced: ‘All of 
you are invited for the feast of Fatimeh’s marriage to 
my home.’ After that announcement people arrived 
group by group, I seeing that huge crowd, and the 
small amount of food that I have arranged felt 
embarrassed. The Holy Prophet (SAW) too who was 
aware of my intention said: ‘Dear Ali! I am going to 
ask God right now for blessing and prosperity, then 
he covered the food with a handkerchief and said: 
‘Every time send ten people near me for the serving, 
I did so, all the people ate food and left the place and 
still nothing was reduced from the food.’ The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) from his own blessed hands placed 


food from inside the pots and Abbas, Hamdheh, and 
Aqil were receiving the guests. Ali (AS) said: ‘Four 
thousands people ate and drank the food and drinks 
in that assembly, prayed for me from God for 
blessing and prosperity, and left from my home.’ 
Then the Holy Prophet (SAW) asked for some large 
dishes, filled them with food, and sent them to his 
wives’ homes, then he asked for a dish, and said: 
‘That this is for Fatimeh, and her husband.’ 


3.5.8. The Wedding Night 


After sunset the Holy Prophet (SAW) said to Umme 
Salmeh: “Ummeh Salmeh! Bring Fatimeh near me.’ 
Umme Salmeh brought Fatimeh near her father, the 
skirt of her dress got caught with her blessed feet, 
due to her presence near the Holy Prophet (SAW), 
the sweet of shyness rolled form her cheeks upon the 
earth, and her feet trembled, the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
said: ‘May Allah prevent you from trembling in the 
world and hereafter.’ When Fatimeh stood in front of 
her father, he took off the veil from her face so that 
Ali could look at her. Then the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
asked the daughters of Abd al-Muttalib, and the 
women of the helpers and immigrants to accompany 
Fatimeh, and through showing happiness, recital of 
the verses, God is great (takbirs) should say thanks 
and praise of Allah, and shouldn’t utter any word 
that would raise His wrath. 


Jabir said: ‘The Holy Prophet mounted Zahra (SA) 
on his mount and Salman took its rope in his hand, 
and seventy thousands heavenly maids were moving 
with her, and Hamdheh, Aqil, J’afar, and Banu Hashim 
with unsheathed swords in their hands walked 
behind that noble personality, and prophet’s wives 
while reciting the verses walked ahead of Fatimeh. 


The women recited the verses together, then said 
God is great, and in this manner entered in Fatimeh’s 
home. Then, the Holy Prophet (SAW) send some one 
near Ali (AS), called Fatimeh, took her hand, put in 
Ali’s hand, and said: ‘May Allah bless this marriage 
upon the daughter of the Holy Prophet (SAW); Dear 
Ali! Fatimeh is the best wife, and O Fatimeh! Ali is 
the best husband, and then said: ‘Dear Ali! Fatimeh 
is the trust of Allah and His prophet near you, protect 
and guard the trust of God and His Prophet with 
decency.’ Then he prayed for both of them as follows: 
‘God bless them to take care of each other, create a 
bond in their hearts, make them and their offspring 
as inheritor of the paradise, bestow upon them 
immaculate and blessed children, bless their family 
with two goodness and prosperity, and bestow upon 
them the distinction of leadership so that in 
accordance with Thy command should command the 
people in a manner that Thou are contended.’ 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) then said: ‘Right now go 
to your home and wait for my arrival.’ Ali (AS) said: ʻI 
took hold of Fatimeh’s hand and she came together 
with me until she sat down in a corner of the terrace, 
and I to sat down near her, she because of the 
shyness from me, and I due to shyness from her has 
lowered our heads towards the earth.’ It was not too 
long that the Holy Prophet (SAW) entered in the 
home, he was holding a lamp in his hand, placed it in 
a corner of the home, and said to me: ‘Dear Ali! Bring 
some water for me from that small water-skin, I 
brought some water, he recited some prayer upon it 
in, then he gave that pot to me, and said: ‘drink 
water from it.’ | return it to him, the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) gave that water to Fatimeh and said: ‘My dear! 
You too should drink some water from it.’ Fatimeh 


sipped three drinks from her and returned that water 
to the Holy Prophet (SAW). He sprinkled the 
remaining water upon my and Fatimeh’s chest, and 
said: ‘Allah has intneded to cleanse the filth from you 
the Ahl al-Bayt, and make you distinguished, then he 
raised his blessed hands for the prayer and said: ‘O 
Allah Thou have given every prophet his family, make 
my family through the lineage of Faitmeh and Ali, 
then he went out side and hold two end of the 
home’s sill in his hands: ‘May Allah make your 
lineage immaculate, whoever is at peace and 
friendship with you, I too would treat them likewise, 
and whoever is your enemy I would handover your 
enemy to God, Who is your guardian and protector.’ 
After saying these words, he left the place, and 
ordered the women to leave that place. 


At the time of his exiting he saw a woman and 
asker her: ‘Who are you?’ She replied: ‘Asm’a.’ He 
said: ‘Did not I order you to leave?’ Asm’a replied: 
‘May my parents be ransom upon you! Yes you said 
so and I don’t have any intention of disobeying but I 
have made a pact with Khadijeh that I want to 
implement it. At the time of her death Khadijeh cried, 
I asked her: ‘Why are you crying, you are the lady of 
the women of the world and Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
wife, and he has given you glad tidings of the 
paradise.’ Khadijeh replied: ‘1 am not crying due to 
fear of the death, rather it is for Zahra because every 
woman needs a woman her on wedding night in order 
to tell her secrets to her, and to seek her help in 
other tasks, Fatimeh is young and | am afraid that on 
her wedding-night, there might not be any woman 
accompanying her. I said to her: ʻO my Lady! I hereby 
make a pact with you that if I am still alive until that 
day, I would assume the responsibility of these 


tasks.’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) cried and said: ‘I 
sworn you in the name of God, are you staying just 
for the sake of these tasks?’ I said: ‘Yes, by God.’ And 
he prayed in my favor.’”*° 


3.5.9. Meeting with Zahra (SA) 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) on the morning of Fatimeh’s (SA) 
wedding night brought a cup of milk for her and said: “May 
your father be ransom for you, drink from this milk, 
then said to Ali (AS): ʻO cousin I be your ransom, you 
should also drink.”“" Then he said to Ali (AS): ‘How 
did you find your wife?’ He replied: ‘The best helper 
in the God’s obedience.’ Then he asked the same 
question from Zahra (SA): ‘The best husband.”*2 Ali 
(AS) said: ‘After this incident the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
didn’t come to see me for three days, and he entered 
to visit us on the fourth day.... When the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) entered upon them, he asked Ali to 
leave the home, talked to his daughter alone, and 
said: ‘O my daughter! How are you? How did you find 
your husband?’ In replying to her father, Zahra (SA) 
said: O dear father! I found Ali as the best husband 
but a group of the Qureshite women came near me 
and said: ‘You have been married to a poor and 
destitute.’ The Holy prophet (SAW) said: ‘O my 
daughter! Your husband is not a poor and destitute, 
all of the treasures of the earth were presented to 
me but I selected whatever was near God, O my 
daughter! 


By God, I have not been negligent for your 
goodness, I married to some one who accepted the 
Islam before every one, his knowledge is more than 
any one else, and his patience and forbearance is 
more profound than any one else. O my daughter! 
God paid attention towards the earth, and selected 


only two people from its inhabitants, made one of 
them as your father, and another one as your 
husband. O my daughter! Your husband is the best 
husband, lest you disobey him? Then Holy Prophet 
(SAW) called Ali, he replied: Yes O the Holy Prophet! 
The holy Prophet said to him: ʻO Ali! Enter inside the 
home, be kind, compromise with your wife, because 
Fatimeh is the part of my body, whatever makes her 
uncomfortable also makes me uncomfortable, 
whatever makes her happy would make me happy, 
and I leave you to God, who is your guardian and 
protector.“ It has been narrated: ‘When the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) married Fatimeh (SA) to Ali (AS) he 
said to her: ʻO dear Fatimeh! I have married to a man 
who is the Lord of the world and hereafter, he 
accepted Islam before all of my companions, his 
knowledge and wisdom is superior than any else, and 
his maturity and meekness is far higher to any one 
else,’”1"4 


3.5.10. Date of the Wedding 


All traditions that have reached to us from the Ahl al-Bayt 
(AS) that this blessed marriage was held after the victorious 
return of Muslims from the Battle of Badr. It has been 
narrated from Imam al-Sadig (AS) that he said: “Ali (AS) 
brought Fatimeh (SA) into his marriage contract 
(aqd) in the Holy Month of Ramadan and married her 
in the month of Dhu al-Hijja of the same year, after 
the Battle of Badr.” Also it has been narrated that the 
Commander of the Faithful (AS) in the beginning of 
Shawwal, in the second hijri of migration after the Battle of 
Badr married Fatimeh.*® Also, it has been narrated that the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) in the beginning of Month of Dhu al-Hijja 
(second hijri of migration) married Fatimeh (SA) to Ali (AS). 


3.5.11. Distinctions of this Wedding 


The blessed marriage of Fatimeh (SA) possessed the 
following distinctions: 


1. This blessed marriage before it was materialized upon 
the earth and simply having a sentimental dimension, was a 
heavenly marriage with God’s command. In order to prove 
these meanings it would be sufficient here to quote Omar 
bin Khattab’s words who said: “Gabriel descended upon 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) and said: ‘O Muhammad! God 
commands you to marry your daughter Fatimah to 
Ali,””*2 


2. God-Almighty limited the immaculate lineage of the 
Holy prophet (SAW) from this blessed marriage; Omar bin 
Khattab said regarding this background that: “I have heard 
from the Holy Prophet (SAW) that he said: ‘On the 
Day of Judgment all family relations either through 
lineage or means would be terminated except my 
relationship; the lineage of a daughter’s children 
would be from their father, except Fatimeh’s 
children—who would be regarded from my lineage.” 


3. Zahra (SA) was the only child from the Holy prophet 
(SAW) who doesn’t have any real sister, even though 
Zainab, and Ruqgiyeh—-were famous as the prophet’s 
daughter—but in reality those exalted ones were daughters 
of Haleh (Fatimeh al-Zahra’s unt) and during the period 
when Khadijeh married the Holy Prophet (SAW) these 
daughters were in her home. And historical review and 
research too don’t prove the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) being as 
their father.+8 


3.6. From Wedding until Demise of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) 


3.6.1. Zahra (SA) in Her Husband’s Home 


During the period when Ali (AS) brought Fatimeh in her 
marriage contract (agd), the Holy Prophet (SAW) said to 
him: “Dear Ali! Please try to search a place for you. 
He tried to search a place, after a little delay since 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) words, found a home, and 
arranged his marriage ceremony with Fatimeh (SA) in 
that home. 


One day, the Holy Prophet (SAW) came near her 
daughter and said: “Dear Fatimeh! I want to take you 
to my own home.’ Fatimeh said to him: ‘O dear 
father! Please talk to Haritheh bin N’aiman so that he 
should give one of his home to us.’ The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) replied: ‘Haritheh has given us so much space 
in his own home that I feel reluctant to ask him for 
any more space.’ This news reached to Haritheh, he came 
to visit the prophet and said: “O the Holy Prophet (SAW)! 
I have been informed that you wanted to move 
Fatimeh to your own home, my homes that the 
nearest one of them which is located near Bani 
Najjar’s home, would be at your disposal. Whatever I 
have is from God and His prophet, O Holy Prophet! 
‘The money which you take from me is dearer to 
which remains with me.’ The Holy Prophet said: ‘You 
said it right; May God bestow upon you goodness and 
prosperity.’ And in this manner the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
moved Fatimeh to Haritheh’s home.*2 


Fatimeh (SA) moved to her husband’s home, she moved 
from the house of prophet-hood to the house of imamate 
and vicegerency (vilayet); that exalted personality always 
lived in a pure and immaculate environment, in which 
grandeur of asceticism and disinclination towards the 
world’s charm and simple living was the ruler. Zahra (SA) 
helped her husband in the affairs of world and hereafter. Ali 
(AS) treated Fatimeh (SA) with dignity that was worthy of 
her position, not only for the sake of her being his wife but 


due the reason that he regarded her as the most beloved 
God’s creation, and the Lady of the Women of the World in 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) eyes. The duration of stay of Imam 
Ali (AS) and Zahra (SA) in Haretheh bin N’aman’s home is 
not known accurately but what is absolutely certain is that 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) built a home for Zahra (SA) 
connected to the mosque like other homes of his wives 
which has entrance into the mosque, and Zahra (SA) was 
moved to the home that was connected to the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) home as well as to the mosque. 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) didn’t renounce this sacred plant 
of the prophet-hood with out supervision and guarded it 
with his attention and guidance; this wife and husband lived 
under the blessed shadow of the Holy Prophet (SAW). After 
Zahra’s (SA) marriage, the prophet who have affection, love, 
and recommendations towards her, never shown it for any 
one else, and taught the meanings of life to that noble 
personality, and made it explicit that the basis and criteria 
of the life is constituted by the human qualities. And the 
goodness and prosperity of the marriage if it’s based upon 
the desirable moral ethics, and Islamic values is far superior 
and higher to the wealth, property, palace, ornaments, 
precious and valuable belongings, and items of luxuries. 


Yes! Zahra (SA) in the shadow of her husband’s support 
lived a pleasant life, and simple living without formalities 
never took distance from her; she was the most lady, Ali’s 
(AS) wife-the brave person of Islam—vazire, prime advisor of 
the Holy Prophet (SAW), and the flag bearer of victory and 
crusade. Therefore Zahra (SA) was naturally under such a 
great responsibility, and in the same manner—as her mother 
Khadijeh (SA) participated in the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
crusade and confrontations, and in facing the hardships of 
life in the path of prophet-hood and invitation of the great 
prophet of the Islam practiced patience and 
forbearance—she should also act in like manner with respect 


to Ali (AS). In reality, Zahra (SA) was the most descent 
model of a practicing Muslim as well as the most 
outstanding symbol of an ideal Islamic Woman, and 
possessed the worthiness of the responsibility for which she 
was selected by God. 


3.6.2. Her Housekeeping 


Ali's (AS) home was the only home that has provided 
accommodation to the two immaculate and pure life- 
partners, who were immuned from committing any sin and 
filth, and were decorated with the moral distinctions and 
human perfections. Ali (AS) and Fatimeh (SA) both were 
accounted as perfect model of a man and woman of Islam 
respectively. These two exalted ones under the blessed 
sacred shadow of the Holy Prophet (SAW) reached to the 
perfection, he nourished them with the knowledge and 
different distinctions. There hearing ears since childhood 
were familiar with the sound of the Holy Qur’an that the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) during night, day, and each moment 
recited for them; both of them have the knowledge of 
unseen, they received the Islamic knowledge and wisdom 
from the real and pure fountainhead. They witnessed Islam 
completely manifested in the person of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW), therefore on this basis how their family should not be 
counted as the most conspicuous example, and model of a 
Muslim family? 


Ali’s (AS) and Fatimeh’s (SA) home was the best example 
of sincerity, coordination, affection, and love; those two 
cooperated with each other in undertaking the home tasks 
with kindness and graciousness. Fatimeh (SA) said: “When 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) excused me from 
undertaking the tasks relevant to men, God knows 
how much happy I was.’”"22 Zahra (SA) was trained in the 
school of revelation, and knew well that home as a stable 
castle of woman in the Islam possessed the most 


outstanding position, and if she left this responsibility from 
her shoulders to keep involved in other arenas, in 
discharging the obligations about the nourishment of 
children in an excellent manner, would become helpless and 
incompetent. From this consideration, through division of 
tasks by the Holy Prophet (SAW), Zahra’s (SA) face becomes 
full of happiness and joy. The Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
daughter, in order to make her family fortunate utilized her 
maximum efforts and endeavors, in discharging of the 
duties and obligation regarding home affairs, in spite of all 
of the difficulties that she had, didn’t throw them upon 
others’ shoulders, in a manner that the Commander of the 
Faithfull’s (AS) heart burnt for her, and regarding praising 
her about her task he said to a man from the tribe of S’ad as 
follows: 


“Shouldn’t I speak with you about Fatimeh? She 
was present in my home, was dearer near the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) as compared to the entire family. 
Fatimeh pulled water upon her shoulder from the 
water skin to the extent that its mark was left upon 
her chest; she rolled hand-mill so much that her 
hands become full of blisters and swelled; she swiped 
home with broom to the extent that her dress 
become full of dirt; she ignited so much fire under 
the pot that her dress become black due to smoke, 
and in this way she suffered a plenty of damage, I 
said to her: ‘Go before your exalted father and ask 
him to provide you a maid so that she could relieve 
you from the hardships of these tasks. She went near 
the Holy prophet (SAW), she saw that a group of 
people are busy in talking with him; she felt 
hesitated and returned home.’ Ali (AS) continued: 
‘The Holy Prophet (SAW) realized that Fatimeh has 
come near him for some thing, Imam said: ‘The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) early in the morning came to our 


home that we were still in our bed and offered 
salutations, | replied that salutations be upon you 
too O the Holy Prophet! Please come in side.’ The 
Holy Prophet (SAW) sat near us and said: ‘Dear 
Fatimeh! Yesterday, you came near me for what?’ 
Imam (AS) said: ‘1 become afraid that if Fatimeh 
didn’t speak he would return back.’ Therefore, I 
informed him about the purpose of her visit.’ 


I said: ʻO the Holy Prophet (SAW), I have informed 
you about the incident; Fatimeh has pulled water 
from water-skin that its mark upon her chest is 
hurting her; she has turned the hand-mill to the 
extent that her hands become full of blisters and 
swelled; she has swiped the home with broom to the 
extent that her dress has become full of dirt; and due 
to igniting of fire under the pot her clothing became 
darkened with smoke. I suggested to her, that it 
would be appropriate to visit her exalted father to 
provide you a servant so that the damage that has 
been inflicted upon you could be reduced. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Would you like me to teach you 
something which is relatively better than a servant? 
At the time of sleeping say thirty-three times God is 
glorious (Subhan Allah), thirty three time Praise the 
God (Alhomdolillah), and thrity four times God is 
great (Allah ho akbar).’” 


In another tradition, it has been narrated: “When 
Fatimeh (SA) told her father about her condition and 
ask for a maid from him, the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
cried and said: ‘Dear Fatimeh! By God Who has 
appointed me, four hundred people hungry and 
without dress are living in the mosque, if | would not 
have fear from God whatever you had requested I 
would have provided to you. Dear Fatimeh! I don’t 
want your rewards and blessing should be given to a 


maid, but | am afraid that tomorrow Ali bin Abi T’alib 
on the Day of Judgment arise in front of God and 
should ask his rights from you, and should arise in 
protest, then he taught her the remembrance of 
rosary (tasbeeh).’ The Commander of the Faithful 
(AS) said to Fatimeh: ‘Dear Fatimeh! You went to see 
the prophet for your worldly desire, but God has 
bestowed upon you the blessing and reward of the 
hereafter. ’”42+ 


One day the Holy Prophet (SAW) entered Ali’s (AS) home, 
he noticed that he and Fatimeh are preparing wheat flour 
from the flour-mill, he asked them: “Who is more tired?” 
Ali (AS) replied: Fatimeh is more tired.’ The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said to Fatimeh (SA): ʻO my daughter 
stands up.’ Fatimeh stood up and prophet sat down 
in her place, and cooperated with Ali (AS) in rotating 
the hand-mill to make the wheat flour.” It has been 
narrated from Jabir Abdullah Ansari that he said: “The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) saw that Fatimeh wearing a covering 
woven of camel’s wool, is rotating hand-mill with her 
own hands while giving milk to her child, seeing this 
scene tears circled in his blessed eyes and said: ‘O 
my daughter! Spend the bitterness of the world for 
accessing the sweetness of hereafter.’ Fatimeh (SA) 
replied: ‘1 thank God for the blessings and bounties, 
and God revealed the following verse: 


“And verily the Lord will give you unto thee so that 
thou wilt be content.” 
-The Holy Qu’ran (93:5). 


It has been narrated from Imam al-Sadig (AS) that he 
said: “The Commander of the Faithful (AS) always 
arranged firewood, pulled water skin upon his 
shoulder, and swiped home with the broom; Fatimeh 
prepared flour. made yeast, and prepared the 


bread.’ It has been narrated from Anas that he said: 
“One day Billal has a delay in making the call of 
prayer (adhan), the Holy Prophet (SAW) asked him: 
‘What has caused to delay the call of prayer?’ He 
replied: ‘I passed through Fatimeh and saw that she 
was rotating the hand-mill and her child was crying, I 
said to her: ‘If you permit me let me turn the hand 
mill and you calm down the child or visa versa.’ 
Fatimeh (SA) replied: ‘1 could calm the child down 
better than you.’ And this task resulted in the delay 
of the call of prayer.’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) said: 
‘You had shown compassion towards Fatimeh, may 
God also treat you with compassion.’’*24 


Asma binte Umais has narrated a tradition from Fatimeh 
(SA), the daughter of Holy prophet (SAW) that one day he 
came to see me and said: “Where are my children 
Hasan and Husain? Fatimeh (SA) replied: ‘We don’t 
have any thing to eat at home and Ali (AS) said, that 
I am going to take the children near such and scuh 
person.’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) reached near the 
children, and saw that they were busy in playing near 
the stream and an amount of dates were placed in 
front of them. The Holy Prophet (SAW) said to Ali 
(AS): ‘Dear Ali! Don’t you want to return the children 
back to home before the intensity of heat?’ He 
replied: ‘O the Holy Prophet (SAW)! There was 
nothing at home to eat; if you pause for a while let 
me arrange some dates for Fatimeh.’ He then 
collected an amount of dates, put them in a corner of 
his clothing and returned home. “422 


It has been narrated from Imran bin Haseen that he said: 
“I was sitting in the presence of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) that Fatimeh entered and stood in front of 
him, he looked at her and saw that due to hunger her 
blessed face has turned yellowish, he said twice: 


‘Dear Fatimeh come near to me.’ Fatimeh came near 
and stood in front of her father, the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) placed her blessed hand upon the necklace on 
Fatimeh’s chest, he made a distance between his 
fingers and said: ‘O God who feeds the hungry and 
rescues people from the annihilation, never keep 
Fatimeh hungry. ’*2° 


Yes, the world in Fatimeh’s (SA) eyes was a place of 
encountering and struggling with hardships, difficulties, 
sorrows, hunger, and fatigue. But all of these acts were 
mixed with the sweetness of patience, forbearance, 
benevolence, and her sacrifices; and through offering 
resistance against them; she acquired access to the infinite 
bounties of God-the receiving bounties, without any 
accounting—which are received by those who practice 
patient. In reviewing Zahra (SA) life, we would explicitly 
discover that the life of that noble personality in spite of 
having plenty of wealth, and ease that occurred especially 
after the victory of Jews of Bani Nudhair, Khaiber, and 
ownership of the Fidak, didn’t produce least amount of 
change in spite of the fact that the Fidak’s income in 
accordance to a narration was-more than twenty four 
thousands dinars, and in accordance with another tradition 
was seventy thousands dinars.+24 


Zahra (SA) neither repaired her home nor built a 
mansion; she neither wore silk dress nor collected precious 
items of decorations, instead all of that was spent among 
the poor, destitute, in the path of invitation towards God’s- 
worshiping, and expansion of Islam...... Her husband Ali (AS) 
was like wise, he excavated one hundred streams, and 
aqueducts at Yanub’a,*22 then made all of them as trust for 
the Hajj-pilgrims; the charity (zakat) of his wealth was forty 
thousand dinar, +42 per year, and only this much amount was 
sufficient for the expanses of the entire family of Banu 
Hashim, even it was sufficient for a huge quantity of other 


people too, because during that period the cost of 
purchasing of a female maid was only thirty dirham, and for 
buying most of the home belonging only one dirham was 
sufficient. 


3.6.3. Her Good Conduct 


Zahra (SA) lived in the home where a greatest 
personality of Islam had his dwelling—who without any doubt 
possessed the most outstanding position after the Holy 
Prophet (SAW)-the person whose all serious attention was 
paid towards carrying the Islamic flag, and defense from this 
sacred ideology. The day when the soldiers of Islam 
continuously were in a state of readiness, political 
conditions and affairs were extremely sensitive and 
important because every year destructive battles occurred 
with the enemies, and Imam Ali (AS) participated in most of 
them. Zahra (SA) too through providing the required, warm 
environment full of love and affection in her common home, 
also has equal rewards in Ali’s (AS) crusades and 
confrontations, because as it has been mentioned in the 
traditions that crusade of a woman consist of taking good 
care of her husband.: She encouraged and motivated her 
husband in the tasks and praised his heroism and bravery, 
and strengthened imam (AS) for the upcoming battles; 
placed ointment upon his wounds, made his sorrows 
comfortable, made his tiredness disappeared to the extent 
that Ali (AS) said: “Whenever I looked at Zahra, all of 
my pains and sorrows disappeared from my 
existence. “31 


Fatimeh (SA) paid extraordinary attention about the 
duties and responsibilities relevant to her married life, and 
never went outside without her husband’s permission; never 
made him angered, didn’t lie at her husband’s home, never 
cheated, and disobeyed him. Imam Ali (AS) too reciprocally 
treated her with similar love and affection, and was familiar 


with her exalted rank and position, to the extent that he 
said: “By Allah! Since the period that Zahra came to 
his home and until she said farewell to this world, I 
never made her angered, never made her sad; she 
too never made me angered and disobeyed me. ”122 


Imam Ali (AS) in the last moments of her blessed life 
asked her to make her death-will; Imam (AS) remembered 
all of these points, she made her death-will: “O cousin! 
Since I came to your home, did I lie, cheated, or 
disobeyed you? Ali (AS) said: ‘Dear Zahara! I seek 
God’s shelter from saying such words, you were more 
knowledgeable about His grandeur was most 
righteous, pious, and exalted that such words could 
be uttered with respect to you. You were afraid of 
God more than any one else; by God! Once more the 
horrible tragedy of Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise is 
being repeated for me; your demise and separation is 
very painful upon me, we all are from God and all of 
us would return to Him.’”422 


It has been narrated from Abu S’aeed Khudri that he 
said: “One day when Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS) was hungry 
he came near Fatimeh (SA) and said: ‘Dear Fatimeh! 
Do you have any thing at home so that I could satisfy 
my hunger?’ She replied: ‘No by whom Who has 
appointed my father to the prophet-hood, and you 
for the vigcegerency and imamate, I don’t have any 
thing to eat today, and I don’t have any thing for the 
last two days except whatever I preferred you with 
respect to my children Hasan and Husain and me. Ali 
(AS) said: ‘Dear Fatimeh! Why didn’t you inform me 
so that I could arrange something for you?’ Zahra 
(SA) replied: ʻO Abul Hasan! I felt ashamed with my 
God to force to arrange some thing that you are not 
in a position to do so.’”134 


These model husband and wife of Islam lived their lives 
in this manner; they discharged their obligations, and 
presented the most outstanding examples of the Islamic 
moral ethics, why it should not be so? Because on the 
wedding night of those two the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: 
“Dear Ali! Fatimeh is the best wife, and said to 
Fatimeh: Fatimeh! Had Ali not been there, no one 
would have been worthy of being your husband.” 


3.6.4. Her Role as a Mother 


The responsibilities of motherhood were sensitive and 
extremely important those were assigned upon Zahra’s (SA) 
Shoulders, she has five children namely Hasan, Husain, 
Zainab, Umme Kulthum, and Moshin—who was martyred 
before his birth.42® God-Almighty had destined that the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) genealogy should continue through Fatimeh 
(SA) as he has said: “God has created the genealogy of 
each prophet from his lions except that my 
genealogy has been created through the loins of Ali 
ibn Abi Talib. “32 Zahra (SA) was nourished in the school of 
revelation and prophet-hood. She was very well aware of the 
Islamic nourishment methods; the application of such 
methods in the nourishment of a personality like Imam al- 
Hasan (AS)-to whom she prepared for assuming the 
responsibility of the leadership of the Muslims. Who in the 
most difficult period of history of prophet-hood, bought all 
anxieties, pains, and sorrows at the price of his own life, in 
order to secure the Islamic ideology and lives of the 
believers, in spite of his disinclination and reluctance 
accepted an imposed peace treaty with Mu’awiyeh. He 
declared that Islam is a religion of peace and sincerity that 
never permits enemy through utilization of internal 
difficulties to attack the divine religion and to force it to a 
weaker position; and through his this action even made 
Mu’awiyeh amazed thus defeating his dangerous plot and 


planning of revival of the paganism. His endeavors to 
deviate the Islamic society, although after the passage of 
some time become conspicuous for the masses and 
ultimately terminated Mu’waviyeh’s political gimmickry 
which he wants to be propagated amongst the Muslims. 


Zahra (SA) nourished a son like Imam al-Husain (AS) who 
in God’s path and for confrontation with the tyranny and 
oppression, sacrificed his own as well of his dearest friends 
to irrigate the tree of Islam with his sacred blood in order to 
remain it standing in pride forever. Women like Zainab and 
Kultuhm were nourished in Zahra’s (SA) blossom to whom 
she taught the lesion of self-sacrificing, steadfastness, and 
persistence not to ever lower their heads and not to 
surrender in front of the proprietors of oppression and 
tyranny, and should utter the words of truth with courage, 
dignity, and perfection against Banu Omayyad’s power in 
order to roll the curtain up from the importance of plot 
against the religion and the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
community. 


A. Zahra (SA) Before the Victory of Mecca 


Since the time that Holy Prophet (SAW) entered in 
Medina he continuously was engaged in the destruction of 
the pillars of paganism, and drying its roots and annihilation 
of centers of resistance and concentration. Therefore the life 
of the Holy Prophet (SA) was considered in Medina like 
Mecca, a struggle, in the path of confrontation with the 
hypocrites, polytheists, Jews, and Christians, the 
establishment of a great Islamic Government, and 
expansion of the invitation and propagation in all 
points—where the possibilities of reception of the voice of 
Monotheism and worshipping of One God were available. 
The Holy Prophet (SAW) occasionally through speaking 


about the belief, ideology, and occasionally through the 
power of sword and his power engaged in the struggle and 
confrontation through methods which were dictated in 
accordance with the situation and circumstances. 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) at a very sensitive juncture 
continued struggle and not only his wealth, army, and 
military resources were equivalent to the tribal armies, and 
the forces of tyranny, oppression, and devaitors—who were 
against progress of the truth and divine guidance—instead 
were much smaller as compared to them. But all the power 
and capacity of that noble one was based upon the faith and 
hope for the victory from God as well as upon the loyalty 
and self-secrifcing of his sincere, devoted, and loyal 
companions. Any one who would undertake the studies of 
history of prophet-hood, the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) struggle, 
patience and forbearance, would become familiar with the 
grandeur of that great person in pursuance of his cherished 
ideals and pious goals. That his power, determination, 
intention, level of patience, forbearance, attention, and 
divine favors were responsible for supporting him and his 
sacred struggle-—of carrying the flag of crusade and 
confrontation. They would truly learn about his real strength 
and the power of victory. 


This critical juncture of hard and difficult struggle, with all 
dimensions and conditions was passed upon Zahra (SA). 
And that noble personality lived under the shadow of 
Support of her husband and exalted father, with her delicate 
soul and sentiments through efforts and endeavors at home 
cooperated and participated with her beloved father in his 
pains and hardships. Fatimeh (SA) was the witness of the 
crusade and struggle of her father, his patience and 
forbearance, and saw with her own eyes of getting wounded 
the sacred existence of the Holy Prophet (SAW) as well as 
breaking of the teeth of that exalted personality in the 
Battle of Ohud. She witnessed with her own eyes that 


hypocrites left his father alone and was the observer of the 
martyrdom of his beloved uncle Hamdheh, the Lion of God 
and some of his most distinguished believers and 
companions. 


It has been narrated that when after the Battle of Ohud, 
Faitmeh (SA) accocmpanied with Safiyeh visited the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) and her eyes fell upon the sacred existence 
of the Holy Prophet (SAW), he ordered Ali (AS): “Don’t 
allow to let my unt see my condition, keep her away 
but allow Fatimeh to come near me.” When Fatimeh 
(SA) came close to the Holy Prophet (SAW) and her sight fell 
upon her father’s wounded forehead, and mouth full of 
blood, she cried and started cleaning the blood, and kept 
saying: “May intense wrath of God be upon those who 
has made the face of the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
bloodied.” The Holy Prophet (SAW) took the blood of his 
face, and with his blessed hands spilled into the air, and not 
a single drop of it returned to the ground.122 


Fatimeh (SA) tried to treat the wounds of the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) body to prevent bleeding, Ali (AS) poured 
water upon the wounds and Fatimeh washed them, when 
she become disappointed to prevent bleeding, she burnt a 
piece of mat in the fire and when it turned down into the 
ashes, placed it upon the wounds which stopped the 
bleeding. The history proves that Zahra (SA) with her subtle 
soul, sentiments participated with her exalted father in most 
of his struggles, patient, forbearance, and crusades. It has 
been narrated that: “The Holy Prophet’s (SAW) return 
after a battle, as soon as he entered in the city went 
to the mosque, offered two units of the prayers, and 
than as usual before going to the homes of his wives 
visited Zahra (SA) at her home so that he could make 
himself full of joy and happiness through seeing her. 
But Zahra (SA) through witnessing effect of fatigue 
and tiredness upon her beloved father’s face become 


anxious and started crying. The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
asked: ‘Dear Zahra! Why are you crying?’ She 
replied: ‘1 could se that the color of your blessed face 
has turned into pale.’ He said: ‘Dear Fatimeh! God- 
Almighty has appointed your father to a prophet- 
hood that in whatever home it would be entered 
whether made of earth and straw or a tent of 
believers—either with dignity in religion” or 
wretchedness in unbelief—in this manner the prophet- 
hood of your father would takeover the entire planet 
of earth.’”22 


Affection, sentiments, attention, favors, self-sacrificing, 
forgiveness, and participation of Zahra (SA) with her exalted 
father as a leader, the most distinguished prophet of Islam 
during hardships and bottlenecks was not limited to only 
this; one day, when the Holy Prophet (SAW) was sitting with 
his companions for fortressing Medina and security of Islam, 
and was busy in the excavation of a trench, Zahra (SA) 
holding a bread in her hand went to see her father and gave 
it to him. The Holy Prophet (SAW) asked: ‘Dear Fatimeh! 
What have you brought for me?’ She replied: ‘I have 
cooked few breads for the children and have brought 
one for you. The Holy Prophet (SAW) replied: ‘O my 
daughter! This is the first diet that your father has 
put into his mouth after three days.’”1*° 


Acting in such a manner, presents a radiant beam of 
crusade and struggle of an Islamic woman that Zahra (SAW) 
clearly presented its true and perfect manifestation in the 
real world under the auspices of Holy Prophet (SAW). That 
noble personality for strengthening of the religion 
participated with her full capacity, and on the side by side of 
her, father, husband, and children at one arena and one 
trench, participated in the crusade and struggle so that the 
pages of history could present a practical lession to the 
forthcoming generation of the Muslims. So that the 


generation with out paying attentions to their whims, 
passions, inclination towards nonsense, annihilation should 
know, become familiar, and should endeavor to create such 
a life arising from the belief—that its basis and pillars are 
Monotheism, and worshipping of the One God. 


B. Zahra (SA) in the Victory of Mecca 


When the Lady of Wwomen, Zahra (SA) witnessed the 
surrender of a significant part of the people of Arabian 
Peninsula under the domain of the Islamic Government and 
inclination towards her exalted father’s prophet-hood, she 
has a feeling of happiness and joy. Now it were the 
Qureshite that with all that rudeness, and arrogance 
dispatched one of their chief to Yathreb, the capital of the 
center of Islam so that he could discuss with the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) regarding the extension of the pact that was 
singed in the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) smaller Hajj-pilgrimage 
(Omreh) journey in the six year of migration. The Qureshite 
after breaking their treaty with respect to the pact that was 
signed between the two opponents dispatched their chief 
Abu Sufiyan to Medina in order to present the Qureshilte’s 
request to the Holy Prophet (SAW). But so far as they didn’t 
hear any response from the Holy Prophet (SAW) he sought 
refuge with a group of the Muslims and no one even his own 
daughter Ramleh—prophet’s wife offered him refuge. He 
resorted to Ali (AS), Zahra (SA) so they could intercede for 
him before the Holy Prophet (SAW), Imam Ali (AS) and 
Hasnain (AS) but no one accepted his request. When Abu 
Sufiyan got disappointed from receiving refuge from the 
Muslims, he returned to Mecca in a state of hopelessness, 
fear, defeated, unsuccessful, shameful and lowered. 


Seeing her father’s encounter with Abu Sufiyan Zahra 
(SA) become certain that he would conquer Mecca very 
soon; the days of victory of Mecca become nearer and the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) with an army consisting of ten thousand 


Muslims whose flag was in the hands of Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS), 
his vizier and cousin entered Mecca, and Fatimeh (SA) 
accompanied with other women accompanied her father. 
Zahra (SA) on the side of her beloved father seeing the 
victory of Mecca was pleased and happy; she saw the idols 
under her father’s feet and the Qureshite sought refuge with 
him and said: “You are our elder brother and the son 
of our beloved brother.” He replied: “You are free and 
could go.” The days that Fatimeh (SA) spent on her dear 
father’s side were full of memories; she remembered the 
days when the polytheists pursued his exalted father and 
his companions and siege them in side the mountain pass 
(shayb) and has memorials from her mother Khadijeh and 
his father’s uncle, Abu Talib. 


Fatimeh (SA) in that victorious journey witnessed the 
disintegration and annihilation of the forts of Tribes of Thaqif 
and Hawdhan and their partisans that until that day 
remained upon their firm stand against the Islam and saw 
that how their wealth, belongings, women, and children fell 
as the war booty in the hands of the Muslims in the Battle of 
Hunain. In this manner Fatimeh (SA) accompanied with her 
husband and father returned to Medina of the helpers and 
left Mecca—a place of their childhood amusement and 
birthplace of their clan and relatives. The Great Lady of the 
Islam after this historical journey lived only for the two years 
that were accounted as the best days of her life; because 
during this period the Islam has expanded into all the areas 
of the Arabian Peninsula and was considered as the most 
Superior divine religion. 


3.6.6. Farewell Hajj Pilgrimage 


Those days with all of the happiness, sweetness, and 
bitterness were passed over and eventually the year of 
tenth hijri arrived. The Holy Prophet (SAW) called all the 
Muslims for the Hajj-pilgrimage and named it as his Farewell 


Hajj-pilgrimage, taught them obligations and commandment 
of the Hajj-pilgrimage, and in return stopped the caravan of 
the pilgrims at Gahdir-e-Khum. The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
mounted upon a pulpit that was prepared with camel’s 
saddles and speaking about preliminaries announced with a 
loud voice: “For whomsoever, | am the master and 
owner (mowla), hereby Ali is his master and owner; O 
God! Treat his friends as Your friends and his 
enemies as Your enemies.” And in this manner, 
appointed Ali (AS) to his successor ship and then ordered 
the Muslims to take the allegiance with Ali (AS) and should 
pay him respect as the the Commander of the Faithful; the 
Muslims did so, after taking the allegiance left for their cities 
and home towns, and the Holy Prophet (SAW) returned to 
Medina. 


Through arrival of eleventh year of hijri, and at the last 
days of Month of Safar, the Holy Prophet (SAW) become 
sick, during these days he decided to fight with the Romans, 
appointed Osama bin Zaid as the young commander of his 
army, ordered all of the immigrants and helpers to 
accompany Osama, and motivated and encouraged them to 
move towards the enemy. He announced names of some 
particular companions in order to clear the scene from those 
opponents and ill-wishers who were waiting in sitting, to 
deprive the opportunity from the opponents of caliphate and 
successor-ship of Imam Ali (AS). A majority of the Muslims in 
the beginning assumed that the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
sickness is simply a common fever that would be cured 
soon, but Fatimeh (SA) whenever heard her father’s cry her 
blessed heart palpitated and felt as though her soul would 
depart from her body; indications of death papered upon the 
blessed existence of the Holy Prophet (SAW) and he become 
seriously sick. That noble one readied himself to meet with 
his creator, and with every event made recommendations to 
his Ahl al-Bayt (AS), went to visit the Bag’i cemetery and 


talked to them in a manner as though his demise was 
nearing. Especially Zahra (SA) had heard earlier at some 
events that Holy Prophet (SAW) in the form of 
admonishment and advice said to his companions: “O 
people! Very soon | would be invited towards God 
and would answer it positively.” She has heard from her 
father at the Farewell Hajj-pilgrimage that upon the top of 
Arafat Mountain announce to the Muslims: “! would not 
see you after the next year.” And this sentence was 
repeatedly heard from that noble one in the tenth year of 
hijri. 

After the Farwell Hajj-pilgrimage Zahra (SA) saw in a 
dream that she is busy in the recital of the Holy Qur'an that 
suddenly it fell down from her hands and disappeared, she 
was shocked and awakened from her sleep and explained it 
to her exalted father. The Holy Prophet (SAW) said: “O the 
eyes of my light Zahra! I am that Qur’an that would 
soon left this world.’ Zahra (SA) and the Commander 
of the Faithful (AS) during the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) sickness 
until the last moment were on his side and close to him as 
compared to all the other people. It has been narrated from 
Ali (AS) that he said: “M’adh asked from A’aisheh: ‘How 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) condition was at the time of his 
sickness and death?’ A’aisheh replied: ‘M’adh! I have 
not seen the prophet at the time of his death, his 
daughter Fatimeh is present here, if you want ask 
her.’”“*2 Zahra (SA) at the time of Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
sickness went near his wives and said to them: “It is very 
difficult for my father to visit each one of you, they 
replied: ‘Not a problem.’ 


The sickness of Holy Prophet (SAW) become serious from 
the moment to moment, he was lying upon his death-bed 
and Zahra (SA) was on her father’s side; her pain and 
sorrow intensified and said: “O dear father! How much 
terrible is your tragedy? Occasionally with her 


colorless face looked upon her father, warm tears 
from her eyes rolled upon her cheeks, while 
sometimes she prayed for his soundness.” The Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) sickness intensified and because of the 
severe pain he became unconscious, when he returned to 
his sense he saw Omar, Abu Bakr, and some others near 
him. He said to them: “Did not I order you to 
accompany the Osama’s army?’ But they offered 
excuses, the Holy Prophet (SAW) who was aware of their 
heart’s secrets and plots which they have planned to stay in 
Medina in order to hijack the axis of Islamic leadership, 
therefore he said to them: “Bring the ink and paper for 
me so that I could write recommendations for you so 
that after me you should not encounter’ with 
deviation.” Unfortunately those who were present 
disputed and struggled about his command and said to him: 
“The Holy Prophet (SAW) is talking nonsense and in 
accordance with a narration Omar said: ‘Sickness of 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) has intensified [that he is 
talking these things] the book of God is sufficient for 
us [and we do not need the prophet’s 
recommendations].’ In this manner people disputed 
among themselves and their quarrel resulted in the 
loud talking that the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Leave 
me alone, because the dispute and conflict is not 
permissible in my presence. ’”4** Zahra (SA) was the 
witness of these episodes with a heart full of sorrow and 
tearful eyes as though that noble personality was waiting to 
encounter the days with horrible and difficult incidents in 
the near future. 


3.6.7. The Holy Prophet’s (SAW) Recommendations to 


Her at His Farewell Moment 


When the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) sickness worsened and 
the final moment of his death arrived, the Commander of 


the Faithful (AS) placed his blessed head in his bosom; the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) lost his consciousness and Fatimeh (SA) 
looked at his face, cried, mourned, and said: “That 
illuminated face through whose honor the clouds are 
requested to rain was the shelter of the orphans and 
widows.” The Holy Prophet (SAW) opened his eyes and 
with a weak voice said to Fatimeh (SA): “O my daughter! 
Say like that, ‘Muhammad is but a messenger 
messengers (the like of whom) have passed away 
before him. Will it be that, when dieth or is slain, ye 
will turn back on your heels? He who turneth back 
doth no hurt to Allah, and Allah will reward the 
thankful.’”*2 Zahra (SA) cried for a long time, the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) pointed her to come near him, shared a 
secret so that her face become cheerful. After the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) demise it was asked to her: “What did the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) said to you that all the pain and 
sorrow of the separation of his demise suddenly was 
disappered? She replied: ‘My exalted father told me 
that the first person from his Ahl al-Bayt who would 
join him would be me, and after the death of my 
father would not live very long; this sentence 
resulted in the disappearance of my sorrows.’ It 
has been narrated from Anas that he said: “Fatimeh (SA) 
accompanied with Hasan and Husain (AS) came near 
the Holy Prophet (SA) in the same sickness that 
resulted in his demise; she thrown herself upon her 
father’s chest and cried. The Holy Prophet (SAW) said 
to her: ‘Dear Fatimeh! Don’t cry upon me, don’t hit or 
scratch you face, don’t open your hairs, don’t 
laminate loudly, instead offer condolence to your 
heart for whatever God has required from you. Than 
he himself started crying and said: ‘O God! You are 
my successor among my Ahl al-Bayt, O God! These 
are my trusts near You and the believers.’” 


Bokhari and Muslim in their Sahah has narrated from 
A’aisheh that she said: “Fatimeh (SA) came near the 
Holy Prophet (SAW), her walking was similar to the 
prophet, the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘O my 
daughter welcome. Then he offered to sit on his right 
or left side, shared some secret with her, Fatimeh 
started crying.’ I said to her: ‘Strange! The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) spoke only to you and you are crying? 
Then the prophet said to her something that she 
laughed, I said to my self that until today I have 
never seen sorrow and happiness so much close to 
each other! I asked the matter from Fatimeh. She 
replied: ‘I don’t break the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
secret.’ After a while from his death I enquired about 
the incident from her, she replied: ‘My father shared 
with me a secret and said that Angel Gabriel 
presented the Holy Qur’an to me one time every year, 
but this year has presented it twice, and this act 
indicates that the time of my death has arrived, then 
he said to me that you are the first person from my 
Ahi al-Bayt who would join him; | am the best one 
who would come to see him, and further added: Are 
not you happy to know that you are the Lady of the 
Women of the Paradise? And through hearing these 
words I laughed.’”1*2 


Imam Musa ibn Ja’far (AS) has narrated from his exalted 
father that he said: “The last night of the life of the 
Holy Prophet (SA) ultimately arrived, he called 
Fatimeh, Ali, Hasan, and Husain and said: ‘Dear 
Fatimeh! Then he made her close to him, and shared 
the secrets with her for a significant part of that 
night; the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) words prolonged, Ali 
(AS) accompanied with Hasan and Husain (AS) left 
the home and stood near the door, people were 
standing behind the door and the prophet’s wives too 


were watching this scene. A’aisheh looked towards 
Ali (AS) and said: ‘What has caused that the prophet 
asked you to leave the home and remained alone 
with her daughter during this moment of night?’ Ali 
(AS) replied: ‘I know very well whatever the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) has told to Zahra in privacy, and what 
Fatimeh has asked from the Holy Prophet (SAW), was 
relevant to about your father and his friends.’ 
A’aisheh was not able to speak even a single word in 
replying to Ali (AS). Ali (AS) said: ‘It was not very 
long that Fatimeh (SA) called me, I reached 
immediately in the presence of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) and saw that the last moment of his life has 
arrived.’ The prophet said to me: ‘O Dear Ali! Why 
are you crying? Right now it is not the time of your 
crying; now the moment of my separation from you 
has arrived. O Brother! I leave you to God; He has 
selected His threshold and nearness for me, my 
crying pain and sorrow are upon you and Fatimeh 
that after me they would break your reverence; all 
the people have joined hands with each other to 
oppress and tyrannize you. I trust you to God and 
leave my trust near you; I have made 
recommendations to my daughter Fatimeh, and have 
ordered her to explain them for you; execute those 
recommendations. Know that Fatimeh is the best 
person in speaking the truth; she is going to tell you 
about those recommendations.’” 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) then took Fatimeh (SA) in his 
bosom, kissed her head and said: “Dear Fatimeh! May 
your father be your ransom.” Fatimeh started cried 
loudly; again he took her into his bosom and said: “/ sworn 
by God! That my God would certainly take revenge 
from your enemies, would become wrathful with your 
wrath; woe be upon those who would permit 


oppression upon you, then the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
himself started crying.” Ali (AS) said: By God! Then the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) started crying, tears rained from 
his eyes causing his blessed beard and covering upon 
his body to become wet. I imagined that a part of my 
body has separated from me. In this condition Zahra 
(SA) was sitting near her father and didn’t separate 
from him, while prophet’s blessed head was upon my 
bosom and has rested upon me; Hasan and Husain 
too arrived and started crying.” Imam Ali (AS) said: “If I 
say that Angel Gabriel at that moment was in the 
home, I have not exaggerated because I heard the 
sound of unfamiliar crying and without any doubt 
knew that it was from the angels because Gabriel at 
such moments never separated from the Holy 
Prophet (SAW). On day that I saw such cry from 
Fatimeh that it seems that the earth and heavens 
cried upon her condition.” Then the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
looked towards Fatimeh (SA) and said: “O my daughter! 
God is the successor upon me and you, He is the best 
successor. 


I sworn by Whom Who in truth has appointed me; 
the divine throne, angles near the throne and in 
heaven, earth, and all the created creatures living in 
them have cried upon your crying. Dear Fatimeh! By 
God who appointed me with the truth, until I don’t 
enter in the paradise the entrance of creatures in the 
paradise is forbidden, and you after me would be the 
first person to enter into the paradise dressed with 
adorned and beautiful attire. Dear  Fatimeh! 
Congratulations upon you for such an exalted rank 
and position! | sworn by Whom Who appointed me in 
truth for the prophet-hood, on that day the hell 
would take such a terrible breath that all esteemed 
angels and divine messengers from its fear would 


became unconscious; at that moment it would be 
announced upon the hell: O Hell! God-Almighty 
commands that by the oath of My prestige! Be silent 
and at ease so that Fatimeh-daughter of the 
Muhammad (SAW) could cross through and could 
enter into the paradise.... By God Who has appointed 
me in truth for the prophet-hood, Hasan and Husain 
too would enter into the paradise; Hasan and Husain 
being on your right and left side respectively. The 
radiance of your illumination from the most 
outstanding and distinguished location of the 
paradise at the God’s threshold would make every 
place lighted and the flag of Muhammad would be in 
Ali ibn Abi Talib’s hand. By God Who has appointed 
me in truth I my self personally would take revenge 
from your enemies-those who have usurped your 
right, took off their hands from your love, and lied to 
me-would be ashamed. And on the Day of Judgment 
would hide suddenly from me. I would ask: ʻO God! 
Where is my community?’ A sound would announce: 
After they changed and deviated your conduct and 
the traditions, and are worthy of the hell’s fire.” 


The discussion regarding three stages of Zahra’s (SA) life 
is ended here; the forth stage of that noble personality’s life 
after her beloved father’s death started, and would be 
terminated with her martyrdom. So far as this stage is 
concerend in spite of brevity, describes a special period of 
Zahra’s (AS) life; this would be described in the next 
forthcoming chapters. 
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Chapter-1: Zahra (SA) after Her Father 
1.1. The Incident of Sagifeh 


This stage after the sad demise of Holy Prophet (SAW) 


is accounted as one the most difficult stage in the history of 
the Islamic community, whereby its flame ignited and 
echoes of its explosions could be heard every where. Over 
that intricate and complicated situation and circumstances 
of that period, two elements, one realistic and the another 
one with their personal interpretation of things were ruling 
the affairs of the Islamic Community. The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) completed the propagation of the Islamic prophet- 
hood-that was assigned to him by God-Almighty-in an 
excellent manner, and his blessed existence was accounted 
for the radiance of faith, cause of stability, comfort, security, 
and development. But profundity of the great vacuum of the 
human society that was achieved with unimaginable 
dimensions was under the influence of various 
individuals-who were very close, associated with the 
centers of power, and the trend of the movements in the 
Arabian Peninsula freshly converted to the Islam was 
explicitly clear—-and this very vacuum resulted in producing 
the very intense conflicting reactions between the forces of 
the truth and the falsehood after the sad demise of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW). 


The struggle and conflict that occurred in the Islamic 
Society was based upon the reason that until now faith and 
belief in the Islam with its all dimensions and limits was not 
replaced in the hearts of a significant majority of the people. 
One of the results of this struggle was the beginning of 
phenomenon of deviation of the Islamic Government whose 
effect of severe injuries and sufferings for the Muslims could 
explicitly be seen until today. Unfortunately the critical 


bottleneck period after the sad demise of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) is saturated with the conflicting phenomenon which 
occurred without prudent thinking and mature far sight. In 
reviewing the life of Zahra (SA) at this critical juncture, the 
general affairs, incidents, and occurrence of that period 
Should be appraised profoundly so that in their inner fold 
the nature of the society of that period could be identified. 
The behavior of the influential powers, reaction taken by 
them, its effects upon the Ahl al-Bayt (AS) in general and 
upon Zahra (SA) in particular, and especially the oppression 
and tyranny that they made permissible upon her could 
realistically be manifested for us. In this valley the prime 
incident encountered is the Congregation of Saqifeh and its 
main roll regarding all the forthcoming stands and decisions 
that were the basis of the formation of this congregation. 


While Imam Ali (AS), the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) family, 
Banu Hashim, and their supporters were busy in washing 
and shrouding of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) blessed body, 
and were being readied for the burial of that exalted 
personality; at this in juncture-elements who were looking 
to grab the power and other personal whims in their own 
hands-through denying the divine commands of 
encouraging goodness, and forbiddance of evil that were 
uttered by the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) tongue, were able to 
utilize this opportunity. On that controversial occasion the 
two types of movements could be explicitly seen: First: 
Omar bin Khattab, among the large assembly of the Muslims 
who were gathered outside of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
home after hearing the news of his demise, in the state of 
mourning, lamination, and to express their pain and 
sorrows, explicitly declared—that the prophet has not left the 
world, and any one who would claimed such a word was 
threatened to be executed by him—and until Abu Bakr’s 
arrival over there from the outside of Medina, he 
continuously remained persistent upon his contradictory 


claim. Second: Assembly and congregation of the helpers in 
the Sagifai bani S’aideh that was formed under the 
leadership of S’ad bin Obaideh Khidhraji. 


The historians and narrators are unanimous in their 
opinion that the stand taken by Omar through arrival of the 
Abu Bakr and recital of the verse: ‘Muhammad is but a 
messenger messengers (the like of whom) have 
passed away before him.....’ was terminated. Because 
the anxiety and roaring of Omar ended; both of them left 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) home, and renounced the sacred 
body of the prophet in front of his tragic-inflicted family. 
What the indications, witnesses, and occurrence of the 
incidents have emphasized that both of them went to a 
place—which helpers have selected in order to take the 
required action—and very likely majority of the helpers 
including S’ad bin Obaideh doesn’t have any one in their 
sight except Ali ibn Abi Talib for the successor ship of the 
Holy Prophet (SAW). Similar was the belief of the Muslim 
masses, and they were not ready to leave their hands from 
him. However when it become explicit for the helpers that 
the Qureshite chiefs in order to remove Ali (AS) from the 
caliphate, and in order to take its control in their own hands 
have formed a group, and through neglecting the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) words with respect to Ali (AS), intend once 
more to revive the spirit of ignorance and tribal prejudices in 
that newly formed united Qureshite group. On the other 
hand the helpers—who have placed their souls and wealth in 
the upward movement of the prophet-hood and in the 
person of Holy Prophet (SAW) in a manner that such self- 
sacrificing forgiveness was not even done by none of the 
immigrants who were busy in hatching the plot of grabbing 
the power in their own hands after the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
death—-have not presented such a plan. 


From this consideration, some of the helpers with the 
leadership of S’ad bin Obaideh in order to exchange the 


opinion regarding the issue of successor ship and caliphate 
gathered in the Saqgifeh, and a group of them cried slogans 
in support of Sa’d bin Obaideh. When the news of gathering 
in the Sagifeh though means of some elements oppose to 
S'ad bin Obaideh, who were active in his opposition 
informed the immigrants, who immediately left the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) home, and speedily arrived them to Saqifeh 
bani S’aideh. The helpers’ spokesman arose and explained 
the distinctions of helpers and praised their performance 
and self-sacrificing in the path of Islam, asked the 
immigrants not to consider the role of helpers as unseen, 
and should assign at least some part of the responsibilities 
of the caliphate in their hands. Then Abu Bakr arose for the 
speech and described the Qureshite’s privileges and 
distinctions; he boasted the pride of Arabs before the Islam 
and revived once more the contributions of the Qurershite’s 
ancestors in the people’s minds. 


It has been narrated in the tradition of Uqd al-Farid that: 
“Abu Bakr said: ‘We immigrants were the first group 
who inclined towards the Islam, and possess more 
distinctions as compared to other people, our role is 
like the axis; our personality is superior to the 
others, and are more nearer to the Holy Prophet 
(SAW).’ Then he continued and said: ‘Arabs do not 
surrender their necks except with the orders of the 
Qureshite Tribe. Therefore, on the basis of privileges 
and distinctions that God has bestowed upon your 
Qureshite brothers, you should not arise to compete 
with them. I would be pleased that if you make 
allegiance with one of these two, and with his hand 
pointed towards the Omar and Abu Obaideh Jarrah. 
When Abu Bakr spoke about the Qureshite and their 
distinctions especially about the immigrants, Bashir 
bin S’ad Khidhraji cried loudly from a corner of the 
assembly, and through utilizing the opportunity, 


whose prejudice against his cousin S’ad bin Obaideh 
has ignited his entire existence said: ‘O people! Your 
prophet is from the Tribe of Qureshite, and the 
individuals from them are more deserving to others 
by God! I would never dispute and struggle with the 
immigrants regarding the issue of caliphate.’ 


Hearing such tactic of lies, discard, and prejudice 
from Bashir with respect to his cousin among the 
people, Habab bin Mundhir attacked him strongly and 
said: ‘Bashir bin S’ad because of the grudge and 
prejudice that he possesses in his heart with respect 
to his cousin, it is hard upon him to see his cousin 
taking over the affairs of caliphate in his hands after 
the Holy Prophet (SAW). It is due to this reason that 
he has appeared to play the role of some one who 
doest not want to wage the struggle against the 
owner of the right.’ And then he said: ‘Bashir! There 
was no need for you to act like this? Through uttering 
these words in reality you have competed with the 
ruler ship of your cousin S’ad bin Obaideh.’ The 
fighting didn’t end only to such amount instead Osid 
bin Hudhair one of the chief of Tribe of Aus arose, 
and through his words ignited the grudge of 
ignorance among the hearts and through describing 
the differences and prejudices of the two Tribes of 
Aus and Khidhraj-that has been silenced through 
practicing forgiveness of the Islamic tdeology—he 
looked towards the Aus Tribe and said: ‘O Tribe of 
Aus! By God! If you select Sa’d bin Obaideh for your 
ruler ship for once, the Tribe of Khidhraj would 
always boast pride against you, and would not allow 
any right in the affairs of caliphate taken by your 
tribe.’” 


Through utilization of slogans of Bashir bin S’ad who was 
responsible for the creation of this internal division between 


the helpers, Abu Bakr too put his hands upon utilizing this 
opportunity he took one hand of Omar and in his one hand, 
and holding Abu Obadiah Jarrah’s hand in his other hand, 
cried loudly: “O people! Right now this is Omar and 
this Abu Obadiah too; with whomever you want to 
make an allegiance, you may do so.” After the 
implementation of the plan that has been designed by these 
three individuals earlier, Habab bin Mundhir arose and said: 
“O helpers! You should secure your position, don’t 
listen to the words of this man and his supporters 
that they don’t consider any right in the caliphate for 
you.” Hearing Hubab bin Mundhir’s words, Omar lost his 
temper arose from there and said: “We are the family 
and friends of Muhammad, whosoever disputes us 
regarding the caliphate and the prophet’s 
government has either’ inclined towards the 
falsehood or has polluted in the sins and has reached 
at the edge of destruction.” Hubab bin Mundhir through 
witnessing this adventurous and rude behavior of Omar, 
looked towards the helpers and said: “If the immigrants 
do not accept your request, let them throw out from 
this land. 


By God! You are more deserving to the caliphate 
as compared to them; the people have inclined 
towards the Islamic ideology under the shadow of 
your swords, than he pulled his sword from its sheath 
and moved it and said: ‘Il am your sure backer and 
supporter in this task, by God! If you agree let us put 
our hands upon our swords, and could take the 
control of this adventure.’” it was at this point that 
Omar’s wrath become saturated and there was no room left 
in the conflict between the two opponents that Abu Obadiah 
Jarrah stood in order to prevent the tragedy and said in a 
calm manner: “O Group of helpers! You were first 
among the others who helped the Holy Prophet 


(SAW) and supported him, right now you should not 
be the first person to change his noble one’s conduct 
by your hands, and then through speaking in a tone 
of softness, and request talked to them.” After his 
words it was not very long that the helpers were calm down 
having been divided into few groups. 


After this discussion Omar bin Khattab immediately 
reached near the Abu Bakr and said: “Give me your hand 
so that I could make allegiance with you, no one has 
the right to consider your position which the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) has bestowed upon you, as unseen.” 
After that Abu Obaideh Jarrah arose and said to Abu Bakr: 
“You are the most superior person among the 
immigrants, companion of the Holy Prophet (SAW) in 
the cave, and his successor in leading the prayer 
over the people.” Abu Bakr then stretched his hands 
before both of them and they made the allegiance with him, 
after that Bashir bin S’ad and a group of Kirin arose from 
their place and made allegiance with Abu Bakr; Usid bin 
Huzair and the others persons accompanied by him from 
Aus also made allegiance, and then through shouting the 
Slogans in Abu Bakr’s favor came out from the Sagifeh bani 
S’aideh. During the path with whoever they were 
encountered took his hands and pulled it towards the Abu 
Bakr’s hand, whoever offered the resistance Omar bin 
Khattab whipped him with the lash and through his being 
circled with the caliphs supporters forced him to make the 
allegiance, and in this manner the allegiance with Abu Bakr 
in a sudden and surprising manner was taken by more 
people. 


From the above mentioned description its explicitly clear 
that the design and plot of depriving Ali (AS) from the 
Islamic Government and its taking over by the others, the 
way its proved with indications—was not created within a 
period of one hour. And the stand that the helpers took in 


the leadership of S’ad bin Obaideh occurred negligently 
without any previous planning; as these meanings were 
appeared clearly in the difference of opinion and discord 
shown amongst them. Also, it become crystal clear that Abu 
Bakr, Omar bin Khattab, and Obadiah Jarrah as the 
Qureshite’s chiefs, were same persons who for the Ali ibn 
Abi Talib’s (AS) removal from the caliphate, and taking it in 
their own hands have already planned a plot, and their most 
powerful arguments before the helpers were simply two the 
reasons: 


1. The immigrants are among the first groups who have 
accepted the Islam. 

2. They are accounted among the closest relatives of the 
Holy Prophet (SAW). 


These shrewd persons after raising these arguments and 
reasons in reality uttered words for their own condemnation 
because in accordance with their claim if it was decided that 
the caliphate belongs to some one through whose power of 
sword, accepting Islam, and the close relationship with the 
Holy Prophet (SAW)-only Ali (AS) possessed such a 
worthiness. Since with unanimous opinion of all the Muslims 
he was the prime individual who accepted the Islam, 
testified the prophet-hood of Muhammad bin Abdullah 
(SAW) and in accordance with the bond of brother ship that 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) in Medina had created between the 
helpers and immigrants, Ali (AS) was considered as the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) brother, his real cousin, and the closest 
person with heart and soul to him. When Abu Bakr in his 
argument with the helpers presented his arguments of 
having the close family relationship with the prophet and 
the seniority in the acceptance of Islam, he presented Omar 
and Abu Obaideh Jarrah for the caliphate because of their 
being related to the prophet and having seniority in the 
acceptance of Islam, and the personality of Ali ibn Talib (AS) 


that less then three month before, more than one hundred 
thousand Muslims had made allegiance with him—regarded 
as unseen, in reality himself has contradicted his reason and 
the argument. 


Ali (AS) was the real cousin of the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
and in accordance with thee historians and the narrators 
only he was accounted as the religious brother of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW); the Islam was established because of the 
self-servicing, devotion, combat, residence, and 
steadfastness of Ali (AS), and was victorious upon the 
polytheism and idol-worshipping of the Qureshite, who 
through return upon the tactics of their ancestors had 
earlier waged war with the Holy Prophet (SAW), this time 
wanted to fight with him, against the policy and the course 
of action that was manifested in the person of Ali (AS). This 
issue was not hidden for the Abu Bakr, who through 
nominating Omar and Abu Obadiah Jarrah, believed in the 
correctness and competency of this tactic. But he and his 
Supporters have drawn this plan earlier and on the path of 
removal of Ali (AS) from the scene of caliphate and taking 
over it in their own hands, through utilization of all tactics 
have reached an agreement in advance with some elements 
amongst the helpers and the immigrants. Abu Bakr talked 
about the final outcome and the future of issue of the 
caliphate with the second group of the helpers, who have 
gathered in Sagifeh Bani Sa’deh, and whose sentiments 
were hurt by the stand taken by him and his supporters. 
Abu Bakr and his friends talked to the people in a manner, 
like some one who speaks on the basis of power and wants 
to impose him upon the others, although through showing 
realties up side down and speaking the deceitful words. 


Omar's reply to Abu Bakr proves the same meaning; 
when Abu Bakr said to the people: “They could make 
allegiance with either with Omar or Abu Obaideh 
Jarrah.” Omar immediately in relying to Abu Bakr said: 


“You are alive and such an act could be done? No one 
has the right to treat your rank and the position that 
has been bestowed upon you by the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) as unseen. ”*2 


This reply clearly proves that it was based upon their 
earlier planning and agreement reached to practice this 
tactic so that the allegiance with the Abu Bakr become 
feasible; simultaneously Omar tried to emphasize the point 
that the Holy Prophet (SAW) has appointed Abu Bakr for his 
successor-ship, in order to keep the general thinking of 
masses deviated and in vagueness. From this consideration 
Omar said to Abu Bakr: “No one has the right to 
disregard the rank and the position that has been 
bestowed upon you by Holy Prophet (SAW).” In spite 
of the fact that all of the past historians, and authentic 
narrators, who have written about the Life of Holy Prophet 
(SAW) and narrated his traditions for the forthcoming 
generations, none has claimed that the Holy Prophet 
(SAW)-even through a distant indication with respect to the 
rank and the position which Omar bin Khattab tried to prove 
for the Abu Bakr-has ever uttered even a single word; 
instead the encounter of the Holy Prophet (SAW) with the 
Abu Bakr has been complete opposite to the Omar's claim. 


The Holy Prophet (SAW) neither assigned any task to Abu 
Bakr nor placed him in a position that could be regarded for 
him as a distinction with respect to the others. If in the War 
of Zat al-Salasil, he dispatched the Abu Bakr as a leader of a 
searching group, or gave him the flag on the Day of Khaiber 
[through witness of history] in all the above mentioned 
cases he was returned empty handed with a shameful 
defeat, and the Holy Prophet (SAW) during the last days of 
his blessed life when saw his death nearing, decided to 
dispatch him and Omar bin Khattab as the soldiers of 
Islamic Army under the command of Osama bin Zaid, whose 


age was not passed more than twenty years, to send them 
out of Medina. 


However, regarding the prayer that Abu Bakr offered with 
the people some of the days during the prophet’s sickness it 
should be said that the leading of a congregational prayer 
has always been a widespread act and still is; small and 
elders, distinguished pious scholars possessing spiritual 
perfections as well as those who were deprived of 
knowledge and wisdom have been assigned that position. 
Assuming that such an incident has occurred would not 
prove any distinction of Abu Bakr with respect to none of the 
individuals, and such an act is not accounted as the 
specialties of the prophets, saints, and the most 
distinguished personalities with eminence. On the other 
hand since the Holy Prophet (SAW) was in a state that he 
was not in apposition to leave his bed, A’aisheh herself 
called her father for leading the prayer with the people, 
however when the Holy Prophet (SAW) learned about such 
an incident through resting his body upon the hand of Ali 
(AS) and Abbas he left his house while having fever, 
removed Abu Bakr from his alter, and himself while being 
hurt with intensity of sickness and pain lead the 
congregational prayer with the people. 


It is really amazing that the issue that can’t not be 
accepted by reason and logic a group of narrators of Sunnis 
considers it as a distinction for Abu Bakr so that his 
worthiness could be proved for caliphate, while at the same 
time admitting from Holy Prophet’s (SAW) point of view 
regarding Ali (AS)-at Youm  Uddar, Uhad, Trench, 
Hudaibiyeh, Khaiber, Hunain, Tabuk, Ghadir-e-Khum, and 
establishing the pact of brother ship between Ali (AS) and 
prophet in Mecca and Medina. But none of these incidents 
not only as a reason but don’t consider even for an 
indication of Ali (AS) being selected for the position of the 
caliphate. But two units of the prayer of Abu Bakr-—if it 


happens to be correct—offering with the Muslims as an 
explicit reason for his worthiness of the leadership of the 
Muslims after the Holy Prophet (SAW), are accounted as the 
required conditions. 


Abdur Rahman bin Ouf said: “O the group of the 
helpers! Although you have a lot of distinctions, and 
most of the outstanding victories have been achieved 
at your hands, as well are backed with shining 
credentials, but individuals like Abu Bakr, Omar, Ali, 
and Abu Obaideh Jarrah don’t exist among you.” Zaid 
bin Arqam replied: “O Abdur Rahman! We don’t deny 
the distinctions of the persons that you have 
mentioned but we have individuals like S’ad bin 
Obaideh, leader of the helpers, Abi bin K’ab among 
us that God has commanded the prophet to send 
salutations and to receive the Holy Qur’an from him. 
M’adh bin Jabl is from us who moves ahead of the 
intellectuals on the Day of Judgment, and Khadhimeh 
bin Thabit that Holy Prophet (SAW) has testified his 
witness as equivalent to the two persons are 
amongst us, and know very well that the names of 
individuals that you have mentioned from the 
Qureshite there is a person that if decided to take 
over the caliphate, none would be able to arise to 
fight against him and he is—Ali ibn Abi Talib.” 


It has been mentioned in the History of Tabri that: When 
Abu Bakr proposed Omar and Abu Obaideh Jarrah for 
taking of the allegiance, and those two removed 
them in favor of Abu Bakr, the helpers declared: ‘We 
are not going to take the allegiance with any one 
except Ali bin Abe Talib.’ These two narrations clearly 
indicate that the helpers regarding Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS)—had 
the immigrants made him as a candidate for the 
caliphate—would not have any sort of opposition; that means 
that the stand which the helpers took against the Abu Bakr 


in Sagifeh, was against his planning and designing of a plan 
that the Qurehsite for taking over the caliphate in their own 
hands and its renunciation from the owner of its right, have 
resorted to it. Professor Toufig Abu Ilm in his book: Ahl al- 
Bayt (AS) said: “It is not inevitable that when S’ad bin 
Obaideh saw that the immigrants are not ready to 
give the right to its real owner, he asked it for 
himself.” 


Anyway from the point of view of a majority of the 
Muslim historians, the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) point of view 
regarding Ali (AS) and his explicit and repeated words about 
him, appoints the Commander of Faithful (AS) as a person 
for the caliphate in a manner that Ali (AS) personally was 
satisfied that the issue of caliphate would not go farther 
away from him. It has been mentioned in the Path of 
Eloquence (Nahj al-Balagheh) that: “Ali (AS) doesn’t have 
any contradiction that the caliphate would belong to 
him, and none of the individuals especially in this 
matter would have any sort of dispute and quarrel 
about it, and he himself said: ‘His uncle Abbas said to 
him: Dear Ali! Give me your hand so that I could 
make the allegiance with you, if such an act happens 
the people would say that the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
uncle has made the allegiance with his cousin, and in 
that case even the two people would not have any 
dispute regarding the allegiance with you. Ali (AS) 
said: ‘Dear Uncle! Is there any passionate for the 
caliphate other than me?’ Abbas replied: ‘You would 
find out.’ Imam (AS) said: ‘Dear Uncle! I don’t wish 
the people taking the allegiance with me from behind 
the close doors.’” 


It was natural that when Imam (AS) and his followers 
were informed about this great episode they were surprised 
and amazed because they saw with their own eyes taking of 
the Abu Bakr like a newly married bridegroom with joy and 


uproar to the mosque at the moment when the sacred body 
of the Holy Prophet (SAW) among a group of his family 
members was still lying upon the ground. And his wives 
were waiting so that his sacred body could be buried, and 
the burial affairs should be completed, on the other they 
were informed that the Abu Bakr in his arguments against 
his opponents helpers, has emphasized his relationship with 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) and his seniority in acceptance of 
the Islam as a proof of his worthiness for the caliphate. 


Under such circumstances the Imam (AS) doesn’t believe 
in the truth and correctness of the arguments of the 
immigrants but he should made them obliged to accept the 
matter that they earlier have asked the helpers to accept 
that criteria. This act was possible only in case if they listen 
to his logical words of reason and the argument raised by 
him would have prevented them to undertake the task that 
they were pursuing seriously. In spite of that the Imam (AS) 
with the same arguments that the immigrants were 
victorious upon the helpers and through proving their 
authenticity through very explicit words of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) regarding him, his shining distinctions, crusade, 
struggle, and the pact of brother ship between him and the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) protested with them as well as 
defended himself, and in this path his wife Zahra (SA), the 
Lady of the Women, on the side of her husband demanded 
her usurped gift, and the right of the caliphate of her 
husband. 


Majority of the narrators have mentioned that after the 
allegiance of people with the Abu Bakr, Abu Sufiyan with the 
roaring words announced his backing of Ali (AS) and said: 
“By God! I would fill the Medina with on foot and 
mounted soldiers.” Of course it was not hidden upon 
Imam Ali (AS) that with this act he was trying the objective 
of igniting war between the Muslims in order to create the 
sedation and rebellion so that perhaps for him and alike who 


have hidden their hypocrisy and polytheism in their hearts, 
an opportunity could arise, and in this controversy and 
conflict were pursuing their wrathful objectives with respect 
to the Islam and its followers that Abu Sufiyan had fought 
for the twenty years. He who has struggled against the 
Muslims for years—ultimately he and his liver-eating wife 
Hind, the way it is famous among the Muslims in the year of 
victory of Mecca like a defeated person and distressed from 
everywhere—were forced to seek shelter within the Muslim 
but possessed grudge and enmity in their hearts that 
occasionally showed it. 


In the narrations of Tabri and Ibn Kathir, it has been 
mentioned that: “The Commander of the Faithful (AS) 
condemned the Abu Sufiyan and said: ‘Abu Sufiyan! 
By God! With this act you don’t have any objective 
except to ignite the sedation and riots; you had been 
an ill-wisher of the Islam for the years, and there is 
no need for me to seek your help.’”*>+ 


1.2. The Result of Sagifeh 


The Sagifeh incident was resulted in the creation of three 
opposite parties: 


1. The Helpers; who argued and fought with the caliph 
and his supporters at Sagifeh bani Saideh, and the 
arguments and competition started among them, because 
of the thinking of religious inheritance rooted in the Arabs’ 
minds, and the difference between them and the helpers 
caused to create a tribal prejudices in their hearts, the 
episode of Sagifeh ended in the favor of the Qureshite. Abu 
Bakr and his friends in their conflict and the fight of Sagifeh 
centered their defense upon a point which in the eyes of a 
majority of the Muslims was acceptable. Because when the 
Qureshite presented them as a tribe and close relatives of 
the Holy Prophet (SAW), it was natural that they were more 


deserving for the caliphate and government with respect to 
the other Muslims and in reality it could be said that: Abu 
Bakr and his supporters with the helper’s congregation were 
benefited from the two point of view: 


First: The Helpers after committing an act took a stand 
after which they were not allowed to be included among the 
Ali’s (AS) supporters, to obey his command and to support 
his worthiness for the caliphate. 


Second: The circumstances and situation at the Saqifeh 
prepared favorable ground for the Abu Bakr that presented 
him only as a lone defender of the immigrant’s rights, and 
none of the conditions like the conditions at Sagifeh, 
assured his interest. Because the influential and 
distinguished individuals from the immigrants were not 
present in the assembly that in their being present the 
Sagifeh would never have produced such a result. In this 
manner the Abu Bakr came out of Sagifeh, and all the 
Muslims either were in agreement with his point of view 
regarding the Caliphate or didn’t feel comfortable in 
accepting the ruler ship of S’ad bin Obaideh—offered him 
their hands for the allegiance. 


2. Umayyad under the leadership of Abu Sufiyan who 
wanted a share in the Islamic Government for them, through 
this means wanted a part of their lost dignity, and past 
political pride during the ignorance to be returned. The 
rulers of the government (Abu Bakr and his surrounding 
people) didn’t paid serious attention regarding the 
Umayyad’s opposition and Abu Sufiayan’s threats and 
proactive words during his return from the journey, in which 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) had dispatched him for the 
collection of the charity. Because they were familiar with the 
Banu Umayyad’s nature, essence, and political demands, 
and their absorption of their support on the side of the 
existing government was a simple act as it was done by the 


Abu Bakr; and either through his own—-or more accurately 
with the Omar’s permission—all of the wealth and charity of 
the Muslims that was near the Abu Sufiyan, was bestowed 
upon him all at one time. Even after that incident a part of 
the government affairs at some important government 
centers were given to the Umayyad. 


3. The Banu Hashim and the distinguished personalities 
like Ammar, Salman, Abudharr, and Miqd’ad (May God be 
pleased with all of them), and other groups of the people 
who were familiar and used to the divine commandments 
and methods of politics in Islam—regarded Banu Hashim as 
the natural inheritor of the Holy Prophet (SAW).*22 


It would be discovered that the ruling party was 
victorious in absorbing the support of helpers and Umayyad, 
but this success and victory placed that party in an explicit 
political contradiction. Because the existing conditions at 
the Sagifeh encouraged rulers to make the relationship with 
the Holy Prophet (SAW)—as criteria for the issue of the 
caliphate, and to confirm the inheritance of the religious 
leadership as a basic issue. But after the Saqifeh incident, 
circumstances become completely metamorphosed, and its 
opposition took a fresh and new color and with a lot of 
enlightenment, in a sense that if the Qureshite in their 
argument that the Holy Prophet (SAW) belonged to them, 
and they were nearer him to the other Arabs and were 
regarded as more worthy of his successor ship. On this basis 
the Banu Hashim were more deserving for the caliphate and 
successor ship of the Holy Prophet (SAW) to the other 
Qureshite. 


And this matter is exactly the same issue that Ali (AS) in 
his words has pointed about it and said that: “If 
immigrants because of their relationship with Holy 
Prophet (SAW), presented a reason against the 
helpers, I too could raise the same argument with the 


Qureshite and announced: (‘If the reason and 
argument of the immigrants proved a right than in 
that case that right belonged to us only and not from 
them, otherwise the helper’s claim would still be 
considered as valid.’” And Ibn Abbas in his discussion 
with the Abu Bakr explained this part very clearly and said 
to him: “When you say that: ‘You are from the 
genealogical tree of the Holy Prophet (SAW),’ is a 
word without any basis, instead you are the 
neighbors of that tree, but we are the branches of 
that blessed tree.’™= Ali (AS) who was assigned the 
leadership of the Banu Hashim’s Party for opposition to the 
Sagifeh, has initiated fear and panic among the hearts of 
rulers, because his special conditions helped him to take the 
two positive steps against the existing government. 


First: Joining of the opposition parties like: Umayyad and 
individuals like Mughireh bin Sh’abeh with Ali (AS) who has 
placed their opinion for the sell at a very extravagant price 
were busy in negotiations with various parties. This could be 
realized with the Abu Sufiyan’s words regarding the 
caliphate established in the Saqifeh at the time of his 
entrance into Medina and the discussion which he has with 
Ali (AS). Because the Abu Sufiyan encouraged the Imam 
(AS) to the rebellion, while he himself has inclination 
towards the caliph, when all of the wealth of the Muslims 
that was collected by Abu Sufiyan in his journey, was 
bestowed upon him by the caliph, and he too remained 
silent, rolls the curtain up from this reality. In this manner 
the accumulation of wealth and wealth-worshipping has 
placed its ominous shadow upon the heads of a group of 
individuals during those days. It is obvious that if Ali (AS) 
wanted to utilize this opportunity to undertake such a task, 
through spending one fifth (khums) and the product of his 
form in Medina and huge income of Fidak, could have 
satisfied the needs of these people. 


Second: The other dimension of the resistance that Ali 
(AS) possessed its resources and indicated it in his words: 
“The basis of the argument of them (immigrants) was 
a tree, whose fruits they had already destroyed.” The 
meanings of his above words was that on that day, when 
the public affairs altogether were prepared for the Ahl al- 
Bayt’s (AS) praise, and the superiority of their relationship 
with the Holy Prophet’s (SAW), at the scene of this 
opposition, was accounted as the most solid backing for Ali 
(AS).*°4 


1.3. Government's Objectives 


Financial Power 


The ruling party saw itself in a very difficult financial 
situation, because the cities from where the budget of the 
country was collected were not in the obedience and control 
of newly appointed government until the firm establishment 
of its pillars in the capital of Medina, while the city of Medina 
was not yet surrendered completely. For example, if the Abu 
Sufiyan and others who have sold their opinion to the 
government of the time, this opportunity still existed that if 
some one was willing to present a higher price to them they 
were ready to cancel their deal with and the payment of 
such a higher price was possible from Ali’s (AS) financial 
Capacity. Therefore, in this situation the wealth that was 
considered a serious a threat to the ruling party—from Ali 
(AS) who at that moment doesn’t have the readiness for the 
confrontation—must be confiscated so that the cooperation 
of the helpers from the caliph could be assured and the 
financial power of the opposition for organizing a party 
consisting of the world-worshippers of that day could be 
weakened. 


Such appraisal from the politics of the ruling group until 
the time it offered excellent cooperation with their desired 
politics, and so far it was possible that individuals such as 
Abu Bakr were able to purchase the Umayyad party through 
offering the position and the ruling powers to Abu Sufiyan’s 
children, should not considered as inevitable and be 
ignored. It has been mentioned in the history that when Abu 
Bakr took the caliphate in his hand, Abu Sufiyan said: “J 
have nothing to do with Abu Fusail? The Caliphate 
belongs to the children of Abd Munaf.” When he was 
informed that that Abu Bakr had bestowed the governorship 
upon his son he replied: “On this basis he had taken 
care about the right of our being related to him.’ 


1.4. Second Objective—Confrontation with Imam’s 


The ruling party in order to destroy the second element 
that could have a possible cause of strengthening the 
opposition party was standing at a fork: 


1. About the Issue of the Caliphate: Under no condition 
they should admit any rank and position for the real 
relationship with the Holy Prophet (SAW) because in that 
case the legal cloak that Abu Bakr has put on upon his body 
in the Sagifeh could be removed by him. 


2. He should place himself in a contradictory position and 
should still remain committed to the principle announced in 
the Saqgifeh, and should not admit any sort of right for the 
Banu Hashim; should not consider any distinction for them 
with respect to the other Muslim elders. Or should consider 
it only at the time when their opposition to the existing 
government and the caliphate of the time, with whom 
people have already taken allegiance, should be considered 
as a sort of rebellion, and therefore no one should arise for 
their support. 


The ruling organization selected the second path so that 
the opinions and point of views that they have motivated in 
the helpers’ congregation, they should still remained 
committed to them, and should silence their opposition—with 
the excuse that after the allegiance of the people with the 
caliph—don’t have any other objective except the rebellion 
and the disturbances that are supposed to be usually 
condemned in Islam.*22 


1.5. Practical Confrontation 


With an accurate review we could discover the politics of 
these rulers and governors that in addition to the design 
and planning that they have undertaken in order to reduce 
the financial power of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) family. From 
that very prime moments they perused a particular politics 
with respect to this family in order to remove the thoughts 
and thinking that could have strengthened the Banu Hashim 
in their opposition of this government. They silenced the 
voice in the bud of the individuals of their opposite party 
who were accounted as the nearest persons with respect to 
the Holy Prophet (SAW). The aim of this politics was to 
destroy the distinctions of the Banu Hashim’s family and 
making their sincere supporters distant apart from the 
important centers of the then Islamic Government and to 
renounce their elevated positions in the minds of the Islamic 
Society; this thinking was dependent upon the various 
phenomenon of the history: 


1. The violent behavior of the caliph and his supporters 
with Ali (AS) reached to the extent that Omar threatened to 
burn his house with the fire even if Fatimeh (SA) is present 
inside in it. The meanings and indication of these words 
were that Fatimeh (SA) and none from the Banu Hashim’s 
clan possessed such a reverence, that he or she would be 
treated by the ruling regime in a different manner than the 
manner in which they had treated Sa’d bin Obaideh on the 


Day of Saqgifeh and issued orders for his execution. Another 
example of this violent behavior could be seen in the 
caliph’s statement when he mentioned the Ali (AS) as a 
colony of the sedation and compared him to Umme 
T'ahal.+ And Omar has very explicitly told Ali (AS) that the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) is from you and us. 


2. Caliph didn’t employ any of the Banu Hashim for the 
important government positions and didn’t give them 
governorship of even a tiny spot of dirt out of such a vast 
Islamic Land while the Umayyad were given a significant 
Share in this regard. In the layers of various arguments and 
confrontations that occurred between the second caliph and 
Ibn Abbas and the caliph expressed his fear and dismay 
from bestowing governorship of the city of Hams upon Ibn 
Abbas, it could be explicitly discovered that this was the 
result of a preplanned politics. Because the caliph was afraid 
that if the Banu Hashim were given the governorship of the 
regions of the Islamic Country, and should remain upon their 
positions after his death, the caliphate might be destined in 
the direction opposite to his own inclination.222 


3. The caliph who himself has appointed Khalid bin 
S’aeed bin A’as as a his Army Commander and dispatched 
him for the victory of Syria, removed him from this position 
only because Omar bin Khattab has informed him about his 
inclination and liking of the Banu Hashim, and the stand 
taken by Khalid regarding the Ahl al-Bayt (AS) after the 
demise of the Holy Prophet (SAW). 


Therefore, on this basis the ruling regime endeavored to 
treat Banu Hashim equivalent with the ordinary people and 
to deprive them from the distinction of being related with 
the Holy Prophet (SAW), so that this thinking which 
motivated and strengthened the Banu Hashim to oppose the 
ruling government could be removed. Even though the 
rulers were assured that Ali (AS) in those difficult moments 


which were fallen upon the Islam would not rebel against 
them, however they were not completely relieved from his 
rebellion after the passage of that period. It was therefore 
natural that during the period when situation would be 
relatively calm, and before the Imam (AS) takes a lead upon 
them through a destructive war against them, they decided 
to speed up their efforts to destroy his financial capacity 
(Fidak) as well his intellectual capacity. 


4. After thinking about this act which was also favorable 
with the reason, the caliph decided to make his historical 
encounter with Zahra (SA) regarding the Fidak incident as 
practical. In this encounter the two objectives were placed 
face to face, and this stand was based upon the two basic 
lines of the caliph’s politics, because the motivations that 
caused him to take over the Fidak from Zahra (SA), 
encouraged to continue his design, so that through this 
means the wealth which from the point of view of the rulers 
of that period was considered as a powerful arsenal which 
was supported by the government financially, to hijack it 
from the enemy. Otherwise what caused the caliph not to 
surrender the Fidak to Zahra (SA) in spite of the fact, that 
noble personality was absolutely united in a manner to 
spend the income of Fidak for the general welfare and 
common interest? Yes! The caliph was afraid that the 
commitment that Zahra (SA) has announced may be 
justified in a manner that the expenditure of the Fidak’s 
product might be in harmony with the political affairs; and if 
it is assumed as correct that the Fidak belonged to all the 
Muslims. Therefore on this basis what caused the caliph that 
he through closing his eyes upon the share of the 
companions didn’t try to absorb the contentment of Zahra 
(SA)? Was there any other reason that the caliph wanted 
with the Fidak’s income to strengthen his caliphate, and no 
other justification could be found out other than this? 


Also, whenever we discover that Zahra (SA) when the 
Commander of the Faithful called the people towards him, 
was regarded as the supporter and backer of her husband, 
and in the path of proving Imam Ali’s (AS) right in the 
caliphate, was accounted as an authentic argument for his 
Supporters; we would discover it very well that the caliph in 
playing his role with respect to Zahra (SA) was succeeded 
completely. And through utilizing the suitable political 
method that was dictated by that sensitive situation, and 
the golden opportunity that he has in his hand, in a shrewd 
manner acting indirectly injected in the minds of the 
Muslims that Zahra (SA) doesn’t has any distinction to the 
other women, and therefore her claims regarding in an 
insignificant matters like the Fidak should be paid serious 
attention what to say about the issue of the caliphate. 
Notwithstanding all that if Fatimeh (SA) could claim the 
return of a piece of the land that doesn’t belong to her; 
therefore on this basis it was quite possible that later on she 
could claim all of the Islamic Country for her husband, while 
her husband doesn’t have any sort of right in it. 


1.6. Fidak between the Holy Prophet (SAW) and Zahra 
(SA) 


God has commanded in the Holy Qur’an: 


“So give the kinsman his due, and to the needy, 
and to the wayfarer. That is best for those who seek 
Allah’s countenance. And such are they who are 
successful. 

-The Holy Qur’an (30: 38). 


This blessed verse is from the God-Almighty addressed to 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) in which He commands him to pay 
the right of his kinsman, who are the kinsman? What rights 
do they have? In unanimous opinion of all the 
commentators, the nearest relatives to the Holy Prophet 


(SAW) are Ali, Fatimeh, Hasan and Husain (AS). Therefore, 
the meanings of the blessed verse are to pay the right of 
the nearest relatives. In the commentary of Durr al-Manthur 
of Suity from Abu Sa’eed Khudri it has been narrated that he 
said: “When the above mentioned blessed verse was 
revealed, the Holy Prophet (SAW) called Zahra (SA) 
and bestowed the Fidak upon her.”*°2 Ibn Hujr Asqalani 
Said in Sawaiq al-Mahrageh that: “My words in this 
regards with you are that Allah in this spoil of war 
has assigned a thing to his prophet that he has not 
bestowed upon the others, and then recited this 
verse: ‘What Allah returned from the spoils of war 
Jews) to returned to His prophet, is a thing for 
whose capture neither you ran a horse nor drove a 
camel [didn’t fight] and Allah would impose His 
prophets and his messengers upon whomever He 
desires.” On this basis (Fidak) is the net property of the 
Holy Prophet (SAW). 


In accordance with the historical narrations, it could be 
derived that the Fidak was under the control of Zahra (SA), 
and that noble personality used it, and on the basis of 
explicit reference of Imam Ali (AS) in a letter which he has 
written to Othman bin Hanif Ansari, his governor in Basra, 
Fidak was under the control of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
family, when he said: “Yes! Among the objects upon 
which sky shades its shadows, only Fidak was in our 
control, but a group showed the greed upon it and 
the another group benevolently covered their eyes 
upon it, and the best judge is Allah...... ” Some of the 
narrations describe that when the caliphate of Abu Bakr 
finally took a form, and was established, he took Fidak from 
Fatimeh;222 the meanings of these words are that the Fidak 
since the days of his exalted father was at her disposal, and 
Abu Bakr forcefully usurped it. In the narration of Allahmeh 
Majlisi it has been mentioned: “The Holy Prophet (SAW) 


after being victorious upon the Fidak, at the time of 
entrance in Medina came to see Fatimeh and said: ‘O 
my daughter! Allah has returned the Fidak from 
Jews) to your father and has assigned it to him, is 
the property of your father and the Muslims don’t 
have any right in him, and I could use it any manner 
the way I am pleased. Dear Zahra! Regarding your 
mother Khadijeh’s dowry that I was responsible to 
pay to her, | hereby bestow the Fidak upon you, and 
your forthcoming children.’” 


Then the Holy Prophet (SAW) asked a piece of tanned 
Skin, and said write down that: “Allah’s Prophet has 
bestowed the Fidak upon Fatimeh, and Ali, slave 
freed by Allah’s prophet, and Umme Aaiman are the 
witnesses upon it, ’””® 


1.7. The Usurpation of Fidak 


After taking over the caliphate by Abu Bakr after the sad 
demise of the Holy Prophet (SAW), and after the passage of 
ten days when his affairs become organized, he dispatched 
an agent to the Fidak in order to remove the representative 
of Zahra (SA) from there. | has been narrated that Fatimeh 
(SA) sent some one near the Abu Bakr and said to him: “Do 
you inherit from the Holy Prophet (SAW) or his 
family? Abu Bakr replied: ‘Of course his family.’ 
Fatimeh (SA) said: ‘On this basis what would happen 
to the share of the Holy Prophet (SAW)?’ Abu Bakr 
said: ‘I heard from the Holy Prophet (SAW) that he 
said: God has placed some wealth at his disposal so 
far as he was alive, and after his demise assigned it 
to his successor, and right now I have obtained the 
caliphate after him, | would return it to the 
Muslims.’” 


A’aisheh has narrated that: “Zahra (SA) sent some 
one near the Abu Bakr in order to ask about the 
inheritance in Medina, Fidak, and the remaining 
khums of Khaiber from the Holy Prophet (SAW) that 
belonged to her. Abu Bakr said: ‘The Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said that we prophets do not leave any thing 
as inheritance, whatever remains after us are alms, 
and his family too should live their life in the same 
manner. By Allah! | am not going to make any change 
in the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) alms, and would leave in 
the same manner as it used to be during the 
prophet’s time, and in the same manner that he 
acted with respect to them, I too would act 
accordingly.’ In this manner Abu Bakr was not ready 
to return any thing from that wealth to Fatimeh 
(SA), 72 


It has been narrated from Imam al-Bagir (AS) that Ali (AS) 
said to Fatimeh (SA): “Dear Zahra! Go to see Abu Bakr 
and ask for the inheritance of your father; she came 
near Abu Bakr and said: ‘Why did you deprive me 
from my father’s inheritance, and removed my 
representative from the Fidak, while the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) has bestowed it upon me in 
accordance with the divine command?’ Abu Bakr 
replied: ‘Whatever you said, God willing it is true but 
in order to prove your claim you should present a 
witness.’ Umme Aaiman came near the Abu Bakr to 
testify and said to him: ʻO Abu Bakr! Until I don’t 
protest before you about the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
words, | would not testify. | sworn you in the name of 
God, don’t you remember that the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) said: ‘Umme Aaiman belongs to the women of 
paradise.’ Abu Bakr said: ‘It is true.’ Umme Aaiman 
said: ‘I testify that Allah (SWT) recommended to the 
Holy Prophet (SAW): ‘So give the kinsman his due...... 


and after the revelation of this blessed verse, the 
prophet bestowed the Fidak as a right of Zahra to 
her.’ Ali (AS) also testified in the same manner, and 
Abu Bakr wrote the Fidak’s title and gave it Fatimeh, 
that Omar reached from the path and asked: ‘What is 
this writing?’ Abu Bakr said: ‘Fatimeh (SA) claimed 
Fidak, and I wrote the Fidak’s title for her.’ Omar 
took the title from Fatimeh (SA), spite upon it, tore it 
apart, and she left that place while crying.” 


It has been narrated that: “Imam Ali (AS) came near 
Abu Bakr in the mosque and said to him: Abu Bakr 
why did you deprive Fatimeh from the inheritance of 
the Holy Prophet (SAW)? During the life of his exalted 
father the Fidak has become her property.’ Abu Bakr 
in replying said: ‘This spoil of war is relevant to the 
Muslims, if Fatimeh bring witness that the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) has given it to her, it belongs to her, 
otherwise she doesn’t have any right in it.’ The 
Commander of the Faithful (AS) said to Abu Bakr: 
‘Abu Bakr! ‘You are issuing a judgment between us 
which is opposite to what Allah has made the 
judgment about the Muslims? He said: ‘No.’ Imam Ali 
(AS) asked him: ‘If Muslims are owner of a thing, and 
if | become a claimant of that, to whom you would 
ask for the witness?’ Abu Bakr said: ‘From you, who 
are the claimant. Imam (AS) replied: ‘On this basis, 
why from Fatimeh who is the owner of Fidak, during 
the life of the Holy Prophet (SAW) and after his 
demise, it has become Fatimeh’s property, asked 
witness and didn’t ask witness from the Muslims who 
were claimant of that, the way you asked me to 
produce the witness for my claim against the wealth 
of the Muslims?’ 


“Omar said: ‘O Ali! Leave us alone, we don’t have 
the capacity of resistance against your argument, if 


you bring just witness that the Fidak belongs to 
Zahra, than in that case it would belong to her 
otherwise the spoil of war belongs to the Muslims 
and Fatimeh doesn’t have any sort of right in it.’ 
Imam Ali (AS) said: ʻO Abu Bakr! Have you recited the 
Holy Qur’an?’ He replied: ‘Yes.’ Imam (AS) asked: 
‘The blessed verse: Allah’s wish is but to remove 
uncleanness from you, O Folk of the Household and 
cleans you with a thorough cleansing, is about us or 
about others?’ He said: ‘About you.’ Imam (AS) said: 
‘If some people testified that Fatimeh has some done 
some thing wrong, how would you judge about her?’ 
He said: ‘I would issue upon her punishment like the 
other women.’ Ali (AS) said: ‘If you would do so you 
would be considered among the unbelievers before 
Allah.’ Abu Bakr asked: ‘Why?’ Imam (AS) replied: 
‘Because in that case, you have rejected the Allah’s 
witness about the immaculately and decoration of 
Fatimeh as you have trembled under your feet 
regarding the Fidak through denying the command of 
Allah and His prophet and said that the Fidak is the 
Muslim’s property. While the Holy Prophet (SAW) has 
said that the claimant should bring the witness and a 
denier should take the oath.’ People through hearing 
these words showed their wrath and disgust with 
respect to Abu Bakr while some blamed other, and 
said: ‘By Allah! Ali speaks truth.’” *© 


(SAW) Mosque 


When the government decided to deprive Zahra (SA) 
from the Fidak, this news reached in her ears, she decided 
to go to mosque, and through recital of an important 
sermon among the congregation of the people, announced 
her oppression. This news was spread in Medina that the 


part of the body and shining flower of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) intend to speak to the people in her father’s mosque; 
hearing this news people gathered in the mosque in order to 
listen Zahra’s (AS) important words. Abdullah bin Hasan, 
has quoted this sermon from his exalted fathers (AS) and 
said: “When Omar and Abu Bakr decided in 
coordination to deprive Fatimeh (SA) from the Fidak, 
and this news reached to that exalted personality, 
she put on scarf upon her head, covered herself with 
a piece of clothing (chador) and accompanied with 
some of her maids, and Banu Hashim’s women went 
to the mosque. Due to the severe annoyance the 
corner of her chador rolled under her blessed feet; 
she walked in a manner as though the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) was walking, entered upon Abu Bakr who was 
present over there with a group of the helpers, the 
immigrants, and the other Muslims. Because of 
Fatimeh’s (SA) respect a curtain was pulled between 
the men and the women inside the mosque, and that 
great lady was positioned her self behind the curtain. 
When she sat down, took a burning deep breath full 
of pain and sorrow that made every one present to 
start crying, and the assembly started trembling. The 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) honorable daughter took a 
pause in order to calm down the crying and roaring 
of the people. Then through offering praise of the 
God and salutations upon the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
she started her words. Once more the people started 
crying, and after their being calm down, she started 
her words again and said: 


1. Thanks Allah upon His blessings and graces, I 
praise him for His favors that He bestowed upon us, 
and blessed us with the vast bounties in the 
beginning which are beyond the counting. 


2. The vastness of His blessings is beyond 
compensation, and their end is far beyond of our 
realization; He has called His servants for the 
increase of these blessings and to praise and thanks 
Him; He has asked His creatures for their increase for 
His praise, and has encouraged them to seek access 
to the similar blessings. 


3. | testify that there is no god except one God, 
and doesn’t have any partner; these are the words 
coming out of the spirit of sincerity, the hearts of 
lovers have been grafted with it, and its effects are 
shining from their thoughts. 


4. The God, that eyes are helpless’ and 
incapacitated from His seeing; description of His 
virtues by the tongue are impossible, and the 
realization of His superior and sacred essence is 
possible only through the means of reason and 
thoughts. He has created His creatures even though 
there was nothing before, and He brought all of them 
to the scene of their existence even without having 
any model or similarity of them before. 


5. He created them with His power and intention 
with out having any need of their existence, or 
through the creation of their faces to earn any profit 
for him; He acted simply to manifest His wisdom, in 
order to invite the people for His obedience, and to 
manifest His power in the world of existence and 
guided His creatures for His worshipping and to 
bestow the power and strength to the invitation of 
His messengers. 


6. Then for His obedience declared bonus and 
rewards, and for His disobedience and sinning 
declared punishment, so that in this manner rescue 


His servants from His wrath and punishment, and 
guide them toward the paradise. 


7. I testify that my father Muhmmad is the servant 
and messenger of God. He selected him before 
sending for the prophet-hood, assigned him this 
position, He distinguished him with this position 
before his prophet-hood. Because on that day, the 
creatures were placed in the world of unseen, that 
side was covered with scaring curtains of non- 
existence, and they were nearer to the last limit of 
the non-existence. This appointment was 
materialized due to the reason that God-Almighty 
was aware of the future, and has complete 
domination upon the worlds happening, and was very 
well aware of the divine decrees about the earth. 


8. He appointed His messenger to the prophet- 
hood in order to complete his command and to 
execute His order and to make His destination as 
practically materialized. When He appointed His 
prophet to the prophet-hood He was aware of 
scatterings of the religions of the nations. A group 
circumambulated around the fire while some were 
paying respect to the idols, in spite of their 
identification of God in their hearts, they were still 
denying Him. 


9. God-Almighty through the illumination of my 
exalted father Muhammad (SAW) made the darkness 
of ignorance and paganism illuminated, sided the 
dark curtains of dark nesses away from the hearts, 
and removed dark clouds from the people’s eyes. My 
father the Holy Prophet (SAW) upraised for the 
guidance of the people, rescued them from the 
deviations, made their eyes farsighted, guided them 


towards the firm code of Islam, and invited them 
towards the righteous path. 


10. Then God with His intense love, at His own 
will, and through His own inclination, and affection 
called him towards His own threshold. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) was relieved from the pains and 
sorrows of this world, and was placed among the 
assembly of the angels, near the pleasure of the 
most compassionate God. Salutations, greetings, and 
blessing of God be upon my father messenger, and 
the trustee of revalations—His most distinguished 
creature. 


Then she looked towards the congregation and 
said: 


“11. O servants of the God! You are responsible 
for encouraging the good and forbiddance of the evil, 
and are carriers of the religion, revelation, and His 
representatives upon yourselves, and his preachers 
toward the people; The guardian of the divine right, 
and the protector of His pact is among you. What the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) after him left among you is the 
speaking book of God, Qur’an the truthful, is His 
manifested illumination and radiant light. The book 
whose arguments and its esoteric essence are 
explicitly clear, its exoteric essence if full of light, 
and its followers are full of pride. This book guides 
its followers toward the paradise, and rescues its 
listeners toward the guidance. Through it means one 
could reach to clear the divine arguments and the 
commentary of its commandments could be received, 
could be familiarized with its forbiddance, its clear 
and sufficient arguments could be reviewed, and its 
desirable distinctions, bestowed supplications, and 
written commandments could be easily learned. 


12. God has made your faith a means of your being 
trimmed from the polytheism, prayer as a means of 
Purification from the pride and arrogance, charity as 
means of cleansing of your selves, and increase in 
your livelihood. He made the fasting as a factor of 
establishing the sincerity, Hajj as means of 
strengthening of the Islamic ideology, justice as a 
means of coordination of the hearts, and our 
obedience as means of organization of the Islamic 
Nation. Our imamate as means of immunity from the 
discord, crusade as means of honor of the Islam, 
patience and forbearance as means of absorption of 
God’s reward, encouraging good as means of 
reformation of the masses of the people, goodness 
toward parents as means of protection from the 
divine wrath. Observation of the bonds of 
relationship as means of the increase of your 
numbers, and power of retaliation as means of 
security of the individuals, commitment towards oath 
as means of the forgiveness, prevention of selling 
less as means of challenge to shortages, negation 
from the alcoholic drinking as trimming from the 
filths, precaution from accusing and undesirable 
comparisons, as a veil against the divine cursing, the 
renunciation of the stealing means of the chastity, 
and the piousness, and renunciation of the 
polytheism as means of the sincerity of the servant 
hood and God’s divinity. 


13. Therefore, be careful of God as it aught to be 
deserved, and tried to leave the world as the 
Muslims; obey God whatever He has commanded or 
forbidden—learn the education and the 
wisdom—because only the intellectuals and scholars 
are scared of God. 


14. O people! Know that! I am Fatimeh and my 
father is Muhammad (SAW), beginning and end of my 
words is one, mistake doesn’t have any entry into it, 
and we don’t commit errors in our acts. Then she 
recited this verse: ‘There hath come unto you a 
messenger, (one) of yourselves, unto whom aught 
that ye are overburdened is grievous, full of concern 
for you, for the believers full of pity, merciful.’”* 


15. If you try to identify his lineage, you would 
discover that he has been my father and not your 
father! He has been the brother of my cousin, and 
not the brother of yours men! O! What a relationship 
full of pride, he worked upon his prophet-hood in an 
excellent manner, warned the people explicitly from 
the hell’s fire; he destroyed the ways and means of 
the polytheists and put the swords upon their necks 
and pressed their throats in order for them to 
renounce the polytheism. He continuously called the 
people towards God with useful reason, argument, 
admonishment, destroyed the idols, crushed the 
filthy heads of the idol-worshippers against the 
stone, and made them disintegrated. In this manner 
the darkness was destroyed, the light of the morning 
shined, and the truth was manifested. The 
representative of the religion started speaking, the 
humming of the devils was silenced, the seducers of 
the discard were annihilated, the knots of the 
paganism and discard were opened, and the tongues 
were opened towards the slogan of sincerity—there is 
no god except God (lailaha illalah). While you were 
an insignificant, destitute group and were sitting 
upon the cliff of the fire, and because of the 
insignificant numbers were like a cup of water for the 
thirstiest, or a morsel for the hungrier, a flame of the 
fire for someone who is running after the fire. Or 


were ready to be trampled by feet and lived 
continuously under the fear of enemies! 


16. But God with the blessing of the sacred 
existence of the Holy Prophet (SAW) rescued from all 
that wretchedness, degradation and feebleness; he 
fought against the heroic fighters, wolfs of the Arabs 
and insurgents among the Jews and the Christians. 
Whenever the fire of war was ignited silenced it, and 
whenever the thorn of devil was appeared, rebellions 
of the polytheist opened their mouth, my father used 
to throw Ali in their mouths, and with his powerful 
hand defeated them. Ali until trampled the filthy 
heads of the enemies and rubbed their noses upon 
the dirt, didn’t return from those dangerous 
assignments. He tolerated all these pains and the 
troubles in the path of Allah, endeavored in the 
execution of His command, was closer to the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) and was bestowed the 
Commandership of the divine saints. He rolled his 
sleeves up word with the courage and through efforts 
and endeavors moved forward, and in the path of 
God he didn’t care about any rebuke. But you always 
lived in ease and comfort, and talked to each other 
under the security and order, were waiting for the 
day when the world would rotate against us, your 
ears were waiting to hear the ring of the news, at the 
time of combat you always moved backward and 
escaped from the scene of the engagement. 


17. When God selected the abode of the hereafter 
for his prophet, and bestowed upon him a 
distinguished position, suddenly effects of the 
discord and the duality appeared among you, the 
curtain of the religion was rolled a side, uproar, and 
sedation of the deviators was raised, the disgraceful 
and shameful rascals who were forgotten once again 


started raising their heads, the slogans of the 
followers of the falsehood were raised, and they 
dared to show them at the scene of your society. 


18. The devil took his head out from his hiding and 
called you toward him and found you readied for the 
acceptance of his invitation and waiting to be 
deceived! Then he ordered you for the uprising and 
selected the light carefree and ignorant persons for 
the movement; ignited the fire of revenge and 
grudge in your hearts and the effects of wrath were 
manifested in your existence. This act resulted in 
your making a sign upon some one else’s camel, 
entered in someone else’s waters and went for 
something-that didn’t belong to you and you don’t 
have any sort of right in it-and ultimately usurped 
the Government while it was not very long from the 
sad demise of the Holy Prophet (SAW); our wounds 
from that terrible tragedy were still expanded, our 
hearts injuries have not yet been cured, and even the 
sacred body of the Holy Prophet (SAW) was not yet 
buried. With the excuse of your being scared with the 
sedation, you put your hands upon such a thing. 
‘Surely it is into temptation that they (thus) have 
fallen. Lo! Hell is all around the disbelievers. ”® 


19. What do you have to do to silence the 
sedition? Indeed what are you doing, what lies are 
you weaving. In spite of the fact that the book of 
Allah is with its radiant and illuminated 
commandments, its sign manifested, its boundaries 
apparent, and its obligations are quite clear and 
explicit but you have thrown it behind your backs! 
Did you really turn your faces away from it? Or do 
you order opposite to it? ‘Calamitous is the exchange 
for evil-doers!”® ‘And whoso seeketh as religion 


other than surrender (to Allah) it will not be accepted 
from him, and he will be a looser in the hereafter.” 


20. You took control of the camel of the caliphate 
in such a hurry that even didn’t take a pause so that 
it could become at ease and surrender it to you. 
Suddenly the fire of sedation was engulfed, accepted 
the cry of Satan the deviator, silenced the radiant 
illumination of the divine ideology, and dared to 
destroy the Immaculate Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
traditions. With the excuse of taking off the foam 
from the milk, you drank it completely and secretly. 
In order to isolate the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) family 
and his children were sitting in wait, we too like 
some one with a knife upon his neck and a spear’s 
edge upon his heart, don’t have any other option 
than patience and forbearance. 


How wonderful! Now you claim that I don’t inherit 
any inheritance from the prophet, do you follow the 
judgment of ignorance? For those who are possessors 
of the certainty, whose judgment is better than the 
God’s judgment? Aren’t you familiar with this reality? 
Yes, you know very well and like sun it is clear for 
you that I am the daughter of same the prophet. O 
Muslims! Should the inheritance of my father be 
taken away from me by force? 


21. O son of Abu Qahafeh! Let me see if there is a 
verse in the Holy Qur’an that you should inherit from 
your father and I should not inherit from my father? 
What an inappropriate word?! Did you quit the book 
of God intentionally and thrown it behind the back? 
While the Holy Qur’an says: ‘And Solomon was 
David’s hair.“ And in the incident of Yahyah bin 
Zachariah it said: ‘O, give me from Thy presence a 
successor, who shall inherit of me and inherit (also) 


of the house of Jacob.”° Also it said: And those who 
are akin are nearer one to another one in the 
ordinance of Allah.““. And at another place it has 
said: ‘Allah chargeth you concerning (the provisions 
for) your children: to the male equivalent of the 
portion of the two females.““ And also said: ‘It is 
prescribed for you, when one of you approacheth 
death, if he leaves wealth that he bequeaths unto 
parents and near relatives in kindness. (This is) a 
duty for all those who ward off (evil). “2 


22. You claimed that that I don’t have any benefits 
and inheritance from my exalted father? And there is 
no relationship of any sort between me and him?! Did 
God revealed a special verse upon you in which He 
has made my father as an exception? Or do you say 
that the followers of the two religions don’t inherit 
inheritance from each other, don’t I am my father 
have one religion?! And are you more knowledgeable 
about the ordinary and special text of the Holy 
Qur’an from my father and my cousin?! 


23. If its so, take the mount of my inheritance 
readied and ride upon it but I would see you on the 
Day of Judgment. On that Day the God would be the 
judge, your claimant would be Muhammad (SAW) and 
the time of judgment would be the Day of Judgment. 
On that day the followers of the falsehood would 
suffer losses but being ashamed would not do any 
good to them. ‘Every thing finally has its resting 
place; very soon you would find out that the 
wretched punishment would come for whom, and the 
eternal doom would catch whose skirt.’ Then that 
noble personality addressed the helpers and said: 


24. O stalwarts! O robust arms of the community, 
O the helpers of Islam! Why do you regard my right 


as unseen? Upon the oppression that has been 
inflicted upon me what is this negligence shown by 
you? Doesn’t my exalted father said: ‘Respect of 
every one regarding his children should always be 
maintained?’ How soon the situation become 
metamorphosed and you put yours steps speedily 
towards the misleading path while you were able to 
retake my right, and whatever I say you have such a 
power and the capacity. 


25. Do you want to say: ‘With the demise of 
Muhammad (SAW) every thing is finished? The heart 
rending tragedy of the prophet’s demise was a 
painful stroke for the Islamic world, the dust of pain 
and sorrow has covered everyone’s head, and its 
crack, become more apparent every day, its vastness 
is spread more widely, its immensity increased, the 
earth due to the separation and absence of my father 
has darkened, and the stars in their tragedy have 
lost their brilliance, and have turned into symbols of 
despairing and haplessness, mountains have shaken, 
the honor of the individuals have been trampled, and 
with the demise of that exalted personality, there is 
no dignity left for any one. 


26. By God! The separation of my father was an 
extremely great incident and was a heart rending 
tragedy that no tragedy could be reached to that 
limit, and the book of God has informed about it. The 
same Holy Qur’an that is in your homes and is recited 
every morning and evening with loud and slow with 
different styles; the precedent prophet’s before him 
too were encountered with this reality since death is 
absolutely certain and un-inevitable command of God 
that he has said: ‘Muhammad is but a messenger, 
messengers (the like of whom) have passed away 
before him. Will it be that, when he dieth or is slain, 


ye will turn back on your heels? He who turneth back 
doth no hurt to Allah and Allah will reward the 
thankful!” 


27. How wonderful! O sons of QilehE“ Is it 
desirable that my inheritance trampled and you see 
it explicitly, hear about it, talk about it in your 
gathering, and assembly; the news reaches you 
regularly and you don’t take a breadth? While you 
were equipped with sufficient manpower, vast 
arsenal, equipment and shield; you hear my 
invitation and don’t respond? My cry reaches to your 
ears, and you don’t answer? While you happen to be 
famous in the bravery, velour, and good deeds; you 
are the gentlemen belonging to dignified prides that 
you have been selected for us—Ahl al-Bayt. 


28. You fought with the Polytheist of the Arabs, 
tolerated the pains and sorrows, destroyed the 
thorns of stubborn, engaged in direct combat with 
the great warriors, you always moved with us, 
surrendered to our commands, you lowered your 
heads to our obedience, until the flourmill of the 
Islam rolled upon the axis of existence of our family, 
the milk increased inside the chests of the mothers 
of time, the slogans of the polytheism were silenced 
inside the throats, the flames of the discord were 
downed, the fire of the unbelief was silenced, the 
invitation for the separation and discard were 
suspended, and the pillars of the religion were 
stabilized. Therefore on this basis why are you 
amazed and confused from the explanation of the 
Holy Qur’an and the prophet? Why are trying to cover 
up the realities after their being explicitly cleared, 
have broken the pact, and after accepting the faith 
have taken the path of polytheism? 


29. Unfortunate are the people who have broken 
their pact. Would not you fight a battle against the 
treaty-brokers who would have decided to force the 
prophet to leave? While they were the starters, but 
are you scared of them now? If you are believers be 
scared with God. 


Be vigilant! I see you as inclined towards the 
affluence, comfort, and seeking prosperity; some one 
who was the most deserving for the leadership of the 
Muslim affairs, you have renounced him from the 
scene, and permitted yourselves to resort into a 
corner for your personal wellbeing with ease and 
comfort; and with respect to facing the pressures of 
your responsibilities, you have decided to resort to 
practicing indifference and convenience. The faith 
and enlightenment that you possessed within now 
have thrown it outside, and the pleasant water that 
once you have drank is now been thrown outside of 
your throats uncomfortably. God has said in the Holy 
Qur’an: ‘If you and all the people become pagans 
upon the earth, they can not do any harm to God, 
because God is needless of all, and is free from 
needless from all, and ts affluent and praiseworthy.’ 


Be careful! I told whatever was needed to be 
explained, although I know that quitting to help the 
truth has been intermingled with your flesh and skin, 
and breaking of pacts have completely engulfed your 
hearts, but for a while, I have spilled out the sorrows 
of my heart in order to complete my argument upon 
you, and no excuse is left for any one. Right now, this 
is the mount of caliphate and this is the Fidak, let all 
of it belong to you, and don’t ever release it but 
know that its back is wounded and the sole of its foot 
is fissured, and you can’t reach to your desired 
destination with it. It has been branded with the 


mark of shame and wretchedness, its indication is 
God’s wrath, and it’s accompanied with permanent 
disgrace and eventually would join the fire of God’s 
wrath whose flames are ignited from the hearts! 
Whatever you are doing is done in God’s presence. 
‘Those who do wrong will come to know by what a 
(great) reverse they will be overwhelmed.” I am the 
daughter of the prophet who warned you about the 
severe divine punishment; right now do whatever 
could be done with your hands. I too would act in 
accordance with my divine obligation; you too should 
wait and also I would be waiting too!” 


After the completion of Fatimeh’s (SA), sermon, Abu Bakr 
through resorting to deception and through utilization of the 
people’s negligence tried to return the situation to normal 
condition, and said to Fatimeh (SA): “O the daughter of 
the Holy Prophet (SAW)! Your father was 
compassionate and sympathetic toward the 
believers, and was accounted as severe in 
punishment for the unbelievers; if we think about 
your relationship certainly he was your father and 
not the father of others, he was brother of your 
husband-Ali and not the brother of others. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) selected him over the other relatives 
and considered him superior, and he too helped your 
father in every important task; the prosperous ones 
are your friends and the unfortunate ones are your 
enemies. You are the holy progeny of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW), immaculate distinguished one, guide 
toward the prosperity, righteousness, and to eternal 
paradise. 


O the most distinguished lady! And O the daughter 
of the most distinguished prophet, as though you 
have hijacked precedence from the others; no one 
has prevented you from your right and has accused 


you with lying. By God! I don’t act opposite to the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) point of view, and without his 
permission would never undertake a task; the leader 
of a tribe never lies to his tribe, I take God as a 
witness! And it is sufficient to take Him as a witness 
that I have heard from the prophet that he said: ‘We 
the prophets don’t leave any dirham, dinar, home, 
farm as our inheritance; whatever is left from us is 
the scripture, knowledge, wisdom, and the prophet- 
hood, and whatever wealth I possessed belong to my 
successor after me that in whatever way he pleases 
may do so. O the daughter of the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
whatever you are trying to acquire in your hands, we 
have spent in purchasing horses and arsenal so that 
through it means the Muslims could engage in the 
battle to fight with the unbelievers and should crush 
the stubborn, rude wicked, and arrogant. 


On the other hand I have not committed this act 
by my self, instead Muslims joined hands in this 
matter with each other, | would never act in an issue 
willfully without consulting the others. This is my 
state of affairs, and all of this wealth belongs to you, 
is at your disposal, and you would not be deprived 
from it. You are the lady of women of the community 
of your father and sacred lineage of your offspring, 
denial of distinctions that especially belong to you 
would never occur, whatever I have in my control 
your command is applicable and valid upon it. Do you 
like that I should behave in this issue opposite to the 
instructions of your father? Fatimeh (SA) replied: 
‘Glory to God! My exalted father, the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) didn’t turn his face from the book of God, was 
not in opposition to its commandments instead 
continuously followed it, and followed it surahs and 
verses. Have you joined hands in a plot and with 


deception want to make a lie about the prophet? 
Such a task after the demise of that honorable one is 
like a sedition that you have mobilized during his life 
for his annthilation. Right now this book of God is the 
just judge, and is the speaker and the separator of 
the truth from the falsehood as it has said: 
‘Zachariah said O God! Please bestow upon me a son 
who should inherit from me and the house of 
Jacob.: And also said: And Solomon was David’s 
heir.” God has explained the share and obligation 
with respect to the share of each individual for the 
inheritance; the inheritance of a son and daughter 
has explained in a manner that has removed all the 
excuses of those who are inclined toward the 
falsehood, and has not left any opportunity of doubt 
and contradiction fro any one until the Day of 
Judgment. Never! The issue is not the way you are 
claiming instead it is your imperious selves which 
have glorified this undesirable acts in front of your 
eyes as good, therefore | don’t have any option 
except to practice patience and forbearance, and 
seek God’s help from whatever you are trying to 
define.” 


In replying to Zahra (SA) Abu Bakr said: “God and His 
prophet didn’t say any thing but truth and the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter too has spoken truthfully. 
Fatimeh! You are the colony of wisdom, the origin of 
guidance, blessing, pillar of the religion, and 
fountainhead of the divine proof (hujjat); | would not 
throw away your just and suitable words as well as 
do not deny them. Right now Muslims have placed 
the color of caliphate upon my neck, whatever I have 
confiscated has been accomplished through their 
coordination; neither I have any intention of fighting 
with any one, nor have acted as willfully; didn’t 


allocate any thing to myself, and all these people are 
witnesses.” 


This was the prime effort of Abu Bakr that through means 
of deceit and pretending for the sake of prosperity, welfare, 
and following of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) conduct, he tried 
to quench the people’s emotions and sentiments, to make 
their thoughts deviated from helping Zahra (SA). Then 
Zahra (SA) paid attention towards the people and said: 


“O Muslims! You are rushing towards the 
nonsense talks and consider the ugly and undesirable 
character as unseen; do you look at the Holy Qur’an 
with accuracy? Or have your hearts been sealed? It is 
not so, but the darkness of your undesirable deeds 
has covered your hearts with a curtain, and has made 
you as blind and deaf. How much condemned you are 
for being engaged in the interpretation of the Holy 
Qur’an; presented an un reasonable suggestion, and 
made an undesirable transaction. By God! Tolerance 
of these burdens for you was heavy and its ultimate 
consequences are full of sorrows and hardships. 
When curtain would be rolled and the hidden would 
become apparent, whatever you have not accounted 
for would be then presented, and it would be become 
crystal clear that: ‘Those who are inclined towards 
the falsehood would be the looser.’” 


When his words reached here, she looked towards 
the holy tomb of her exalted father and said?” ʻO 
father! After you there were news and incidents 
occurred that had you been alive | would have not 
encountered them. Through giving up your sacred 
existence, your community became so much 
entangled and their affairs disintegrated as though 
they were like a land deprive of the rain. Other than 
us, each family that has a distinguished place at the 


God’s threshold, was considered as respectable near 
the strangers. O father! Just as you had left the world 
and your blessed face was hidden inside the dirt, a 
group from your community expressed secrets and 
mysteries that were earlier hidden inside their 
chests, and made us degraded and wretched. When 
we gave you up, all of the land was looted and was 
usurped. Dear father! You were like the moon of the 
fourteenth night, and was the luminous flare that 
God had descended the Holy Qur’an upon you; Angel 
Gabriel who brought the verses from God was our 
sincere friend and the helper, but when you become 
separated and hidden from our eyes, all of the 
prosperity and blessings had fare welled us. Alas! 
Had I died before you, and at the time of the heart 
rending demise when the curtains had created 
distance between us, would not have been alive.” 


She finished her words and through presentation of the 
most explicit reality upon them, asked reply from the caliph, 
and through decisive and firm reasons and decisive 
arguments, completely exposed and deleted the caliph’s 
plan, and described the virtues and distinctions of real the 
caliph of Islam, so that in this manner the environment 
become tense, general affairs were concentrated towards 
her favorably, and Abu Bakr found himself in a very difficult 
and dead-end situation. Ibn Abi al-Hadid said: “I asked Ibn 
Fariqi, teacher of Al-Gharbiyeh School, Baghdad: ‘But 
was not Fatimeh truthful in her statement?’ He 
replied: ‘Why not, certainly she was truthful.’ I said: 
‘If it was so why Abu Bakr didn’t return her right 
back to her?’ He smiled and said in a pleasant and 
desirable manner: ‘If because of Zahra’s claim of 
today for the Fidak, the caliph would have given her 
the Fidak, he was scared that tomorrow she would 
demand the caliphate for her husband, and thus 


could have pulled the caliph away from the throne of 
the caliphate. Because the caliph has a firm belief 
that whatever Zahra (SA) claims, she is truthful in 
her claim and doesn’t need any witness and 
testimony; therefore on this basis caliph’s excuse 
was not acceptable.’ 


1.9. The Caliph’s Reaction 


With the agitated situation of congregation, people 
become scattered, the sound of wailing and crying was 
raised loudly, and Zahra’s (SA) sermon become the talk of 
the day of the people; Abu Bakr resorted to threatening and 
torture. It has been narrated that: “Abu Bakr through 
witnessing effects of Zahra’s (SA) sermon upon the 
people said to Omar: ‘Death upon you, what had 
happened if you would have left me alone, perhaps 
things would have calm down in an orderly manner, 
was not this a better option?’ Omar replied: ‘Had you 
done that you would have reduced your power and 
permitted insult upon your surrounding friends, and 
my heart burnt only in your sympathy.’ Abu Bakr 
replied: ‘Woe upon you! What should I do about the 
words of Holy prophet’s (SAW) daughter? People 
have learned her aim with her words, and have been 
informed about our treacheries.’ Omar replied: ‘Don’t 
be scared, this wave would be silenced in a manner 
as though nothing had occurred and would pass away 
like nothing had happened.’ Abu Bakr struck his 
hands upon Omar’s shoulders and said: ‘How do you 
so easily loosen the hardest knots.’ Then he 
announced the congregational prayer, the people 
gathered and he went upon the pulpit and said: ‘O 
people! What is this agitation that you hear the 
words uttered by every one? Where were these 
wealth and desires during the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 


period? Whoever has heard should speak and 
whoever has seen should offer the testimony. He is 
like a fox whose tail is its witness, and the colony of 
the sedition, he wants that the sedition and the 
conflict after being silenced should be ignited once 
more; and wants help from this and that. He seeks 
help from the women, and acts like Umme Tahal that 
from her sight the most dearest are those who are 
filthy and polluted. If I desire would speak and 
disclose the mystery but until they have nothing to 
do with me, I would remain silent.’ Then looking 
towards the helpers he said: ‘O group of the helpers! 
I have heard words of some your stupid and foolish 
ones, while you should be more committed than any 
one else to your pact with the Holy Prophet (SAW), 
you are the same ones that he came to your town, 
you offered him the refuge, helped him, and now be 
careful! | am not like some one who would open his 
tongue and hands that would cause an injury to the 
people who are not supposed to be condemned. 
Having uttered these words he came down from the 
pulpit.’ ”=22 


Ibn Abi al-Hadid said: “f opened Abu Bakr’s words 
near Naqib Abu Yahyah bin Abi Zaid Basri and asked 
him: ‘The taunting words of Abu Bakr were meant 
towards whom?’ He smiled and said: ‘Tell me they 
were emphasized towards whom?’ I said: ‘Had I! 
already known about his emphasis, would have not 
asked you.’ He smiled and said: ‘He meant Ali ibn Abi 
Talib.’ | asked: ‘What was the stand taken by the 
helpers about this matter?’ He replied: ‘They cried 
slogans in Ali’s favor and under such turbulent 
conditions Abu Bakr saw his life threatened with 
danger, therefore with these words prevented them 
from taking any sort of action against him.’’”21 


1.10. Defense by Umme Salmeh 


After the deliverance of Zahra’s (AS) sermon in the 
mosque and insulting comment of Abu Bakr, when news 
reached near Umme Salmeh she said: “Have such words 
been spoken for some exalted personality like 
Fatimeh, the daughter of the Holy Prophet (SAW)? By 
God! Fatimeh is a houri of paradise among the human 
beings, and is the essence of souls; she is nourished 
in the bosoms of distinguished and immaculate 
human beings, she has been taken in the hands of 
angels, raised and matured in the bosoms of 
immaculate women, and nourished in an excellent 
manner. Do you claim that the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
has deprived her from his inheritance while God has 
said in the Holy Qur’an: ‘Scared your kith of kin from 
God’s punishment.’ Did Holy Prophet (SAW) scare her 
or she oppose God’s command? While she happens to 
be the Lady of Women, and distinguished mother of 
the two chiefs of the Youth of the Paradise and is 
equivalent to Marry. God’s_ prophet-hoods has 
completed with the existence of her dearest father. 
By God the Holy Prophet (SAW) protected her from 
cold and warm, placed his right hand under Fatimeh’s 
head, while covering her from his left hand. Yes! Take 
it easy! The Holy Prophet (SAW) is in front of your 
eye sights, you would enter before God, woe upon 
you, would discover soon that who is a looser?’ It has 
been narrated that because of her speaking of the 
truth, Umme Salmeh was deprived of her salary from 
the Muslim public treasury. ”*®2 


1.11. Complaint to Imam Ali (AS) 


After delivering her speech to people, Zahra (SA) came 
near the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) Tomb, she cried so much that 
her dress becomes wet with the tears rolled from her eyes, 


then returned to her home, where the Commander of the 
Faithful Ali (AS) was waiting for her entrance. Having being 
calm down she addressed to the Commander of Faithful as 
follows: 


“O son of Abu Talib! Like a covered embryo you 
have covered yourself with a curtain and like an 
accused one has resorted into a corner of your home. 
You were the same hero that before this dispatched 
the valiant and braves in the mouth of death in the 
battlefields. What has happened’ that an 
incapacitated chicken with broken wings that it 
doesn’t even have the power of flying has done such 
a treachery against you? Right now son of Abu Qahfa 
has hijacked the gift of my father from my palm, has 
usurped the storage of my children from me, has 
openly waged a war against me. In my discussion 
with him I found him a stubborn enemy to the extent 
that the sons of the helpers have taken their hands 
off from my help and the immigrants have severed 
family ties with me. The people have turned their 
face from me, right now there is no one to prevent 
him from this act and back and support me. I left my 
home with anger and wrath and returned with insults 
and suffering; you too have confined yourself in the 
bottleneck of the degradation and don’t wish to 
utilize your strength. You have destroyed the 
enemies possessing conduct like wolfs in the past, 
but now have resorted yourself inside the corner of 
your home; I didn’t remain idle from speaking and 
didn’t enter through the door of the falsehood, but 
don’t have the capacity of execution of the truth. 


Alas I had died before this and wouldn’t have 
witnessed this insult and degradation; here I seek 
pardon from you, my God is there, either you do 
negligence regarding my right or be my supporter 


and sympathizer. O! I have mourning in every 
sunrise, my support has left this world, and my arms 
have become slowed down in his tragedy. I leave my 
complaint to my father and justice to my God. O God 
your power is more profound to every one, and the 
sword of your wrath and revenge is sharper.” Then 
the Commander of the Faithful said: “Dear Fatimeh! 
Woe and wailing be not upon you, and instead it 
should be reserved for your enemies, O daughter of 
some one who was selected to be distinguished 
among all the creation, and O the memory of the 
prophet-hood! Don’t be angry upon me. I have not 
acted negligently regarding my religious affairs and 
have not stepped out my feet beyond the limit of my 
capacity; if you are concern about the livelihood and 
living, God has assured your livelihood and is 
sufficient and eternal for you. Whatever has been 
bestowed upon you is a thing far superior to what 
you have been deprived; therefore in the path of God 
practice patience and forbearance.” Zahra (SA) 
replied: “God is sufficient for me, and then become 
silent and calm down.” 


1.12. Declaration of Breaking of the Ties 


Zahra (SA) didn’t confined her only to the deliverance 


of the sermon, and bestowed continuation to her struggle 
and resistance, this time she decided not to speak to Abu 
Bakr, and declared it officially in front of the people and 
said: “By God! So far as I would remain alive would 
not speak even a single word with you.’ Fatimeh 
(SA) was not like an ordinary person that if she severs ties 
with the caliph, it would be without any effect upon the 
caliph, and the issue didn’t appear so simple. Since Fatimeh 
(SA) was the dearest and beloved of the Holy Prophet’s 


(SAW) heart, attention and special affection of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) with respect to her was not hidden from any 
one; that noble one has said about the Fatimeh’s (SA) rights: 
“Fatimeh is the part of flesh of my body and whoever 
has angered her has angered me.” Little by little the 
news was spread that Fatimeh (SA)-the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) daughter has become angered with Abu Bakr and 
don’t speak with him. This news reached to the ears of all 
strata of the people inside and outside of Medina, they 
asked each other about this issue, and with the result every 
day their disgust with the caliph was increased instantly. 
Even though the caliph endeavored to return affairs to 
completely normal position and tried to act with Zahra (SA) 
in a peaceful manner, but she still continued her struggle 
and confrontation, and until the moment of her oppressed 
martyrdom, she maintained the same morale. 


1.13. The Political Mystery of Fidak 


The reformative endeavors that Imam Ali (AS) and Zahra 
(SA) undertook in returning the Islamic caliphate from its 
deviated path consisted of various types of objections. The 
apparent political front in this regard was headed by Zahra 
(SA), and demand of Imam Ali’s (AS) right for the caliphate, 
including the return of the Fidak, has different sort of 
methods and even this demand was made in the different 
forms. Some one who with precision would review the 
various dimensions of this conflict and confrontation and the 
ways it evolved would discover that the issue was not 
simply limited to request for the return of a piece of the land 
instead it was relevant to much more expanded context; 
and in its profundities perused the true objective in order to 
bring a revolution so that the usurped right could be 
returned to its real owner in a respectable and dignified 
manner. In order to return the trend of movement of the 
community—-that after the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise has 


taken the form of retrogation—towards correction and 
moderation, and the ruling party through their realization of 
this reality utilized their entire strength in their struggle 
against this movement. 


If we review the historical argument regarding the Fidak, 
we would not find out that all struggle, dispute, and 
differences were simply limited only to the material context 
relevant to the Fidak rather the incident of demand of the 
Fidak was an uprising that was considered a movement 
against the most basic pillars of the then deviated 
government. And it was the loud cry that Zahra (SA) wanted 
it to be heard by the entire earth so that through its means 
the foundation stone that was laid down on its basis in the 
Saqifeh—could be lifted from its place. In order to prove this 
meaning it would be sufficient to precisely review the 
sermon that Zahra (SA) delivered in the Holy Prophet's 
(SAW) Mosque in front of the caliph and huge numbers of 
the helpers and the immigrants; it would be easily 
discovered that most of its emphasize was based upon 
Imam Ali’s (AS) praise and distinctions, consisted of his 
unique struggle and resistance offered in the service of the 
Islam and proving the Ahl al-Bayt’s (AS) right. That noble 
personality in her sermon considered the Ahl al-Bayt (AS) as 
a means between God and His creatures and described 
them as the selected ones who through divinely appointed 
grace of the position of immaculately—are God’s proof, and 
in the caliphate and government as a genuine successors of 
the divine messengers. 


Zahra (SA) endeavored to warn the Muslims against their 
rushed selection of ret rogation after their being guided and 
to enlighten them that their renunciation of the clear 
fountainhead of water that could have satiated the thirst of 
their throats. That they have resorted to other than that and 
their handing over of the caliphate to the undeserving 
elements, their being inflicted with the sedations, and their 


motivations that resulted in taking the distance from the 
book of God. She made for them explicitly clear that they 
have opposed its command in the issue of the caliphate and 
the government. Therefore, on this basis the incident of 
Fidak’s return as much as it was related to her elevated 
objectives was not an issue of distribution of inheritance or 
return of the gift, and request for return of estate and home. 
Instead this issue from Zahra’s (SA) point of view was issue 
of the Islam and unbelief, faith and discord, and the explicit 
explanation of the Holy Prophet (SAW) about his own 
successor ship. 


The same elevated objective which she clearly explained 
to the women of the immigrants and the helpers, who came 
for seeing that exalted personality that the caliphate 
through taking over by the ruling party and their sitting 
upon the government’s throne—indeed has been deviated 
from its assigned axis and said: “No one should imagine 
that the explanation of this reality is a sentimental 
reaction, or hidden grudges that Fatimeh has been 
using them as an excuse. If the Muslims would have 
placed the caliphate in a position that was 
commanded by God and the prophet and have given 
the leadership affairs to Imam Ali (AS), they would 
have achieved the God’s contentment, pleasure, and 
prosperity of the world and the hereafter.” 


It was quite possible that Fatimeh (SA) was in a position 
that amongst the group of Imam’s (AS) distinguished 
friends, who never have any slight contradiction about her 
being truthful, bring the individuals who through their own 
testimony should confirm Imam’s (AS) testimony, and thus 
through this means the witness that the caliph has asked 
Fatimeh (SA) in the issue of the Fidak could had been 
completed. This issue in itself is best the reason that the 
elevated objective of Zahra (SA) was not to prove the 
authenticity of the gift and inheritance, and her opponents 


knew it very well. Her movement was to achieve the 
complete annihilation of the effects of the Saqifeh, and such 
objective was not materialized through bringing of the 
witnesses in the issue of the Fidak, and therefore she didn’t 
act in this manner because in that case the incident of the 
Fidak would have confined only to this matter. Instead she 
wanted to present the argument in front of all through 
presenting the live witness about the mistake and deviation 
of the people so that perhaps they could come to their 
senses, and through correct selection would have corrected 
their deviated path. 


Through reviewing the caliph’s reply after the end of 
Fatimeh’s (SA) sermon, and leaving of that exalted 
personality from the mosque; it could be easily discovered 
that the ruling organization was scared of this incident up to 
what extent. Therefore, they endeavored in their 
persistence of the stand taken by them; they still tried to 
deceive the people through the fraudulence, and this matter 
presented basis of the dispute and the Zahra’s (SA) conflict 
with the caliph. Because the caliph understood that Zahra’s 
(SA) complaint was not relevant to the inheritance and the 
prophet’s gift rather its an open political war of all the 
dimensions in the path of seeking justice for Imam Ali (AS), 
and to explicit the distinguished role of his blessed 
existence inside the community that the caliph and his 
Supporters wanted to deprive him from his natural rank and 
position in the Islamic World. Let us pay attention that the 
caliph with an offensive stand in replying called Imam Ali 
(AS) as the colony of sedition, compared him to a fox whose 
tail was Fatimeh (SA), and in this matter he has not made 
any indication about the issue of Zahra’s (SA) inheritance 
and gift. 


If we see that Fatimeh (SA) after the usurpation of the 
Fidak through the caliph disputed and struggled with him 
regarding her inheritance was due to the reason that the 


people generally in accepting and rejecting inheritance of 
their owners, never used to take permission from the caliph, 
and dealing between them with easiness and without least 
in comfort was materialized. Therefore, there was no need 
for Zahra (SA) to refer to the caliph regarding this issue and 
the caliph’s point of view was not acceptable for her, 
because from her point of view, the caliph was considered 
aS an oppressor who has usurped and plundered the 
caliphate. From this consideration her request of the 
inheritance from the caliph who through transgression has 
deprived that noble personality from her father’s 
inheritance, and she had it under her possession should be 
considered as something with very serious reaction. Also, if 
we pay attention that before the Fidak was usurped from 
Zahra (SA) she didn’t act to demand her rights. It is 
therefore, clearly explicit that she acted in this manner 
when the circumstances of the demand of the inheritance of 
government’s opponents motivated them extra ordinarily, 
so that the issue of the inheritance could have been 
considered as an extremely suitable opportunity for them 
with the objective of resistance against an_ illegally 
appointed caliph; that too through a peaceful method that 
was expedient at that time. This issue should be considered 
as a Starting point whereby this probability exist that the 
caliph could have been accused for usurpation of the 
inheritance, playing with the religious commandments, and 
acting with disrespect towards the laws, by his opponents. 


1.14. Imam (AS) and Selection of the Option 


The existence of the hurried incidents, the deviated 
movements, and the birth of many parties that provided 
ground readied in the areas of treachery and plots against 
the Islam, seditions and lacking of the religious knowledge 
and his intense desire for soundness of the religion and 


belief, forced Imam Ali (AS) to select some of the most 
difficult alternatives. 


First: Without any obstacles like the other Muslims he 
could have taken allegiance with Abu Bakr, in this case he 
would have acquired a distinguished rank and position in 
the court of the newly established government, and without 
paying any slight attention towards the trend of movement 
of the Islamic prophet-hood could have endeavored to 
secure his own position and personal interests. And such a 
thing seems to be impossible, because meaning of this act 
was testifying of an allegiance-that was completely 
opposite to the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) instructions. 


Second: To practice the forbearance like some one who 
has a thorn in his eye and a bone struck in his throat, and 
Should endeavor among contradictions that have been 
created through the means of unworthy and crooked 
government, to select a middle path of moderation so that 
he could preserve the existence of the Islam and the Islamic 
beliefs from their complete disintegration. 


Third: To have the courage of general public mobilization 
and organize them for an armed rebellion against Abu 
Bakr’s caliphate. 


1.15. The Peaceful Means and Zahra’s (SA) Role 


Ultimately Imam (AS) decided absolutely not to wage a 
rebellion, and should not up rise openly against the rulers 
until the time of his being certain that he could mobilize the 
general opinion against Abu Bakr and his partisans, and the 
Same matter caused apprehension in his blessed mind. 
Therefore, from this consideration he started+84 meeting with 
the Muslim elders and the important personalities of 
Medina, and admonished them through presenting the 
logical reasons and argument of the truth. In this path her 
wife Zahra (SA) too supported him and was an equal partner 


in his hidden confrontation. During these meetings and 
contacts Imam (AS) was not interested in the formation of a 
party of his partitions so that through their means could up 
rise for the fighting, instead we knew it well that a majority 
of the helpers with the slogans of Imam’s (AS) support were 
looking for an opportunity in order to circle the candle of his 
blessed existence like the moths. But Imam (AS) through 
these visits tried to prepare the grounds to coordinate the 
presence of all the people around him. 


Due to same reason the issue of the Fidak in the new 
politics of Imam (AS) was supposed to be in the forefront of 
all the issues, because basic philosophy of Fatimeh’s (SA) 
roll that was designed precisely by the hands of Aaron of the 
prophet-hood-the Commander of the Faithful AS)—was 
completely in coordination with those nightly visits at the 
helper’s homes. And very easily it could have placed the 
position of the caliph in danger and thus to end the 
caliphate of Abu Bakr in a manner like the climax of an 
exhibition, and not in a manner like the disintegration of a 
government that was established by the force and arsenal. 
The roll of Zahra (SA) could be summarized that she should 
claim from the caliph the property that Abu Bakr has taken 
from her by force, and this claim should be used a means 
for complaint against the fundamental issue i.e. the 
caliphate so that people should realize that the moment 
when they have turned their faces away from Ali (AS) and 
have turned towards Abu Bakr, was the moment of their ego 
and deviation+®= and through this act they had committed a 
mistake, against the Holy Qur’an’s Commandments, and 


had entered in an irrigable area belonging to some one else. 
186 


Through taking the shape of this idea in the blessed mind 
of Fatimeh (SA), that exalted personality started her own 
endeavors in order to bestow the calm upon the society of 
that time; through blaming the caliph with an apparent 


treachery, disrespect towards the law, she tried her best to 
remove the filth of deviation from the Islamic Government’s 
Skirt whose prime pillars were established in Sagifeh, and to 
roll up the curtain upward from the effects of the result of 
the election that was materialized against the book of God 
and reality and brought out Abu Bakr victoriously as the 
caliph.: The Fatimeh’s (SA) confrontation with the 
Opponents was possessed with two specialties that it was 
not possible for Imam Ali (AS) to undertake them instead of 
his wife. 


First: Zahra (SA) with her special circumstances of 
tragedy and sorrow inflicted upon her due to the death of 
her exalted father Holy Prophet (SAW) and her special 
position with respect to her father—in arising the sentiments 
and feelings of the people and creating spiritual attraction 
of the Muslims towards her beloved father and the radiant 
memory of that noble one-possessed more capacity with 
respect to Imam Ali (AS) and was in a position to make the 
general people’s sentiments attentive the Ahl al-Bayt’s (AS) 
problems. 


Second: Until the time that Zahra (SA) as a woman 
participated at the scène of conflict and struggle—no matter 
what role she would have played in this regard-this conflict 
would never have taken the shape of armed conflict which 
requires a commander. On the other side the Aaron of the 
prophet-hood-the Commander of the Faithful, Imam Ali 
(AS)—was sitting in his home with a temporary piece that he 
has announced himself, so that the people could gather 
around him, was still seriously committed to that; the over 
all control that he had upon the situation that whenever he 
deemed necessary to interfere, and in case of the uprising 
to take over its leadership, otherwise should endeavor to 
silence, calm down, and quench the sedition. Zahra (SA) too 
the steadfastness that she had shown from herself 
organized the general rebellion against the caliph, or didn’t 


exit from the boundaries of the ordinary conflict and 
struggle, therefore would not have ever allowed the task 
toward the sedition, discard, and the state of being 
scattered. 


From this point of view Imam (AS) intended to let the cry 
be heard from Zahra’s (SA) tongue to the people’s ears and 
keeping him at a distance from the scene of the conflict to 
remain in waiting for the utilization of a suitable opportunity 
depending upon his identification of the situation. He 
wanted to put an argument before all the followers of the 
Holy Qur’an in cancellation of the caliphate of time through 
the means of Zahra’s (SA), encounter, and this desire was 
materialized when she with a beautiful and valiant sermon 
presented a very eloquent interpretation with respect to the 
authenticity of Imam Ali (AS). 


First: She sent some one near Abu Bakr in order to 
dispute+22 with him with respect to the issues relevant to her 
inheritance, and this was considered of her prime 
preliminary step in order to make herself directly entered 
into the scène of conflict. 


Second: She confronted herself with the caliph in a 
special general gathering and through this encounter 
decided to press the matter of her request of one fifth 
(khums), the Fidak, and other belongings with intensity in 
order to examine the caliph’s degree of preparedness to 
offer the steadfastness accordingly. 


Third: The way it has been mentioned in the 
Commentary of the Path of Eloquence (Nahj al-Blagheh) 
Fatimeh (SA) delivered the sermon in the mosque after ten 
days of the Holy Prophet’s (SA) demise. 


Fourth: When Abu Bakr and Omar in order to present 
their excuse came near Fatimeh (SA), she declared her 
anger and wrath with respect to both of them and said that 
those two with this act have made the God and His prophet 
full of wrath and anger.+® 


Fifth: Her speech during the gathering of women of the 
helpers and the immigrants who came to visit her during 
her sickness.*2 


Sixth: Zahra (SA) made her death will that none of her 
enemies should be present in the shrouding and burial 
affairs of her blessed sacred body.+2+ 


The uprising that was taken by Fatimeh (SA) in a 
meaning was defeated, while from the another dimensions 
was victorious. From the point of view that through her 
movement and uprising she undertook on the tenth day of 
her exalted father’s demise was not able to remove the 
Caliph’s Government—was a defeat. Of course, we are not in 
a position to clarify all the affairs which were affected with 
this defeat but without any doubt the caliph’s personality 
was accounted as the most important reasons and factors of 
this defeat. Because the caliph has utilized sufficient 
advantage from his political conspiracy, was able to control 
the situation with special expertise and cleverness that its 
example could be found out after the completion of Zahra’s 
(SA) sermon in the mosque and Abu Bakr’s words with the 
helpers in his response to that exalted personality. While, 
the caliph in reasoning to Zahra (SA) apparently seemed 
under severe sorrow and pain, without least doubt was 
found arrested in igniting the flame of fire that pulled its 
tongue after Fatimeh’s (SA) departure from the mosque; 
could be easily discovered in his words when he said: 
“What is this act that that you had paid attention 
towards every the word spoken? He is like a fox 
whose witness Is its tail...” Therefore on this basis such a 


metamorphism from a soft state to the intense wrath makes 
us familiar with the ability of the caliph’s domination upon 
his feelings; his coordination capacity with the situation and 
circumstances, and to play his role with respect to each 
situation accordingly. 


But the opposition of Zahra (SA) was successful from this 
point of view that she was able to equip truth with an 
undefeatable power on the path of steadfastness and 
resistance in the religious confrontations, added a new 
energy to its strength and power. And made this success 
and victory throughout in her movement in general and 
while speaking with Omar and Abu Bakr in particular said to 
them: “If I recite a narration from the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) for you, would you accept and act in 
accordance with it? They replied: ‘Yes.’ She said: I 
swore you in the name of God! Did not you hear it 
from the Holy Prophet (SAW) that he said: ‘Fatimeh’s 
pleasure is my pleasure, and her wrath is my wrath? 
Whoever likes Fatimeh has liked me, and whoever 
has made her angered has made me angered? ”+? 
They replied: ‘It is true; we have heard the narration 
from the Holy Prophet (SAW).’ Fatimeh said: ‘I take 
God and His angels as witness that you two have 
angered me and didn’t try to make me happy, and if I 
see my father I would complaint against you.’” 


We could discover from this narration that to what extent 
Zahra (SA) was persistent to bring her complaint to the 
attention of her opponents, and very explicitly should show 
her anger and hatred to them: in order to reach the 
absolute result that was the political and ideological victory. 
Meaning that Abu Bakr through angering Zahra (SA) was 
worthy of God’s and His Prophet’s wrath, and through the 
explicit explanation of the Prophet’s narrations, that the God 
and the Holy Prophet (SAW) were angered with Zahra’s (SA) 
anger. Therefore the caliph who deserved God and His 


prophet’s wrath doesn’t possess the worthiness and 
competence of being the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) caliph, and 
God said: “And it is not for you to cause annoyance to 
the messenger of Allah, nor that ye should marry his 
wives after him. Lo! That in Allah’s sight would be an 
enormity.” 


“Lo! Those who malign Allah and His messenger, 
Allah hath cursed them in the world and the 
Hereafter, and hath prepared for them the doom of 
the disdained. ”*?= 


“Those who vex the messenger of Allah, for them 
there is a painful doom.’ 


“O ye who believe! Be not friendly with a folk with 
whom Allah is wroth. 22 


“And he on whom My wrath cometh, he is lost 
indeed. "2 


1.17. The Attack upon Zahra’s (SA) Home 


Imam Ali (AS) through not accepting allegiance with Abu 
Bakr, declared his anger and hatred with the ruler’s regime 
in order to make it clear to the people of the world that the 
government with whom the prime personality after the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) has turned his face—can’t be the real and 
genuine caliphate and successor ship of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW). And Zahra (SA) too followed the similar method in 
order to announce to the people that the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) daughter is angry with the heads of the ruling 
regime, has condemned it, and doesn’t consider it as legal. 
On the other hand Imam Ali (AS) started his negative 
confrontation against the usurpers of his genuine right, and 
a group of the distinguished companions and the great 
personalities from the immigrants and the helpers that the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) has praised about their rank and 


position, and were knowledgeable about the reality of the 
matter, stood at Imam’s (AS) side in confrontation with 
steadfastness including: Abbas bin Abdul Mutlab, Ammar 
Yasir, Abu Dharr Ghaffari, Salman Farsi, Miqdad bin Aswad, 
Khadhimeh bin Thabit Dhoshadatain, Obaideh bin Thamit, 
Sohail bin Hanif, Othman bin Hanif, Abu Ayoub Ansari, and 
some others who didn’t surrender them to the enemy’s 
uproar and turmoil, and who were not threatened with the 
threats of the rulers of the government that was headed on 
the top by Omar—didn’t make them scared. 


A group of the companions oppose to Abu Bakr’s 
allegiance, complaint to the caliph in this issue, and several 
discussions were held in the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) Mosque, 
and the other places with him. This group didn’t care to 
allow threats to enter inside their hearts in this path, and 
through this act were able to ignite and arouse the 
sentiments and feeling of a majority of the people who were 
supporters of the rulers. And some of them retuned to their 
intellect and reason, felt ashamed about their being rushed 
without proper thinking with Abu Bakr, in spite of his openly 
showing enmity towards the rights of the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) Ahl al-Bayt (AS). It was not very late that some of the 
Muslims tribes of the surroundings of Medina like Usad, 
Fazareh, Bani Hanifeh, and the other tribes who themselves 
were witness of the allegiance with Ali ibn Abi Talib on the 
Day of Ghadire Khum; and saw with their own eyes that this 
act was done by the Holy Prophet (SAW), the people showed 
their respect towards Imam (AS) as the Commander of the 
Faithful, and were shocked and amazed: after hearing the 
heart rending tragic news of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
death, allegiance of the people with Abu Bakr and his 
resting upon the throne of the caliphate. 


They were not prepared to make allegiance with Abu 
Bakr whatsoever, and refused to pay their charities to the 
newly appointed government because of their being as 


illegal until the situation gets itself thoroughly clarified. 
These people were still committed to their Islamic beliefs, 
offered prayers, and practiced all the other Islamic religious 
obligations. But the ruler’s dominance saw for their benefit, 
that so far as Imam Ali’s (AS) and his supporters’ opposition 
is considered a threat for the Islamic Government, the 
existence of such tribes threatens the existing government, 
and therefore they decided to prevent this colony of danger. 
Abu Bakr and his partisans discovered that if they could not 
act immediately to stop this opposite movement, due to 
increase of the wave of opposition, that danger would still 
encircle them and their government, and therefore 
prevention from such a danger would provide the 
opportunity to force Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS), the leader of 
opposite camp to make the allegiance with Abu Bakr. 


Some of the historians have mentioned:222 “Omar bin 
Khattab came near Abu Bakr and said to him: ‘Do you 
know that Ali didn’t make the allegiance with you, 
don’t you intend to take the allegiance from him?’ 
Abu Bakr! Until Ali makes the allegiance with you, 
don’t put your hand upon any thing! Send some one 
near him so that he should come near you and make 
the allegiance.’ Abu Bakr sent Finqad, his slave near 
Imam (AS) and he said to the Commander of the 
Faithful: ‘The caliph has called you, obey the order of 
the Holy Prophets (SAW) successor.’ Ali (AS) replied: 
‘How soon you have lied about the Holy Prophet 
(SAW).’ Finqad returned and announced Imam’s (AS) 
reply before Abu Bakr, and Abu Bakr cried for a long 
time. Omar for the second time said to Abu Bakr: 
‘You know, that man has not made the allegiance 
with you, don’t allow him any further time.’ Abu Bakr 
said to Finqad: ‘Go near Ali and said to him that the 
Holy Prophet s (SAW) successor has called you for his 
allegiance.’ Finqad once more came near Imam (AS) 


to inform him about Abu Bakr’s recommendations. 
This time Imam Ali (AS) said in loud voice: Glory to 
God! This man is claiming a thing that is not his 
right. Fingqad returned, and informed Abu Bakr about 
Imam’s (AS) reply. Abu Bakr wept for a long time, 
Omar said to him: ‘You yourself arise so that we 
should go near him.’ 


In this manner Abu Bakr, Omar, Othman, Khalid bin 
Walid, Mughireh bin Sh’abeh, Abu Obaideh Jarrah, 
and Salim freed by Abu Hudefheh, went towards Ali’s 
(AS) home. Fatimeh (SA) believed that none would 
dare to enter inside of her home with out permission. 
When this group reached at Fatimeh’s (SA) home and 
knocked the door, she heard their voice, and said to 
them in a aloud voice: ‘O father! O the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) after you what sort of tragedies and 
discomforts I have seen from the son of Khattab, and 
the son of Abu Qahafeh. O group! I don’t know any 
other evil and ugly scene that what you have 
created; you have renounced the sacred body of the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) near us, and without doing any 
consultation with us, took the allegiance for yourself 
and don’t want to return our right.’ 


People through hearing Zahra's (SA) voice, and 
her crying, took distance from there, with their eyes 
full of tears and broken hearts, only Omar and few 
remained there. Omar asked for the fire-wood, and 
shouted with a loud voice: ‘Ali! By the oath of some 
one Who has my soul in His hands, come outside of 
the home, or otherwise | would burn it with fire 
together with its occupants.’ It was said to Omar 
that: ‘Abu Hafs! Fatimeh (SA) is present in side the 
home.’ He replied: ‘So what.” Fatimeh (SA) was 
standing behind the door, and addressed the group 
that was lead by Omar in front and said: ‘Omar! Woe 


upon you! You are so stubborn with God and His 
prophet? Do you want to remove the Holy Prophet s 
(SAW) progeny, and to silence his illumination? But 
know that! God would protect His radiant 
illumination.’ 


Omar kicked the door, and Fatimeh in order to 
protect her cover tried to hide herself between the 
door and the wall, that group forcefully entered 
inside the home; and the pressure of this group 
caused Zahra (SA) to be crushed between the door 
and wall that resulted in a miscarriage of her son 
inside her womb. That group attacked Ali (AS) upon 
his head, who was sitting in his home, they 
surrounded him, rolled his dressed around his neck, 
and took him dragging from the home towards the 
assembly of Abu Bakr. Fatimeh (SA) prevented taking 
her husband and said: ‘By God! I would never allow 
you to drag my cousin violently toward the mosque. 
Woe upon you! How soon have you declared treason 
against God and His prophet and considered 
oppression permissible against our (Ahi al-Bayt’s) 
rights, in spite of the fact that the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) had recommended with respect to our 
friendship, love, and obedience.’ Omar ordered 
Qunfiz to hit Zahra (SA) and he whipped her with the 
lash so severely that the marks of lash were marked 
like an armlet upon Fatimeh’s (SA) arm. ”®% 


In this manner, they dragged the Commander of 
the Faithful (AS) outside of his home towards the 
Saqifeh, the place of Abu Bakr’s assembly; Imam (AS) 
looked towards this and that side and said: ‘O 
Hamdheh, O Jj’afar where are you? But I don’t have 
Hamdheh and J’afar today.’ They took Imam (AS) 
through the path near side of sacred tomb of his 
cousin the Holy Prophet (SAW), when his eyes fell 


upon the holy tomb he said: ‘O son of my mother! 
These people have put me in a condition and 
weakness and incapacitated and nothing has left 
from my execution.’ It has been narrated from Adi 
bin Hatem that he said: ‘By God! My heart never 
burnt for any one like Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS) when his 
clothing were rolled around his neck, and brought to 
Abu Bakr’s assembly.’ They said to Imam (AS): ‘Take 
the allegiance!’ Imam (AS) replied: ‘If | don’t, then 
what?’ Omar replied: ‘By God! In that case we would 
strike your neck.’ Imam (AS) replied: ‘If you did so, 
you would kill an Allah's servant and the Holy 
Prophet's (SAW) brother.’ Omar replied: ‘Servant of 
Allah, yes; but the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) brother, no!’ 
Imam (AS) replied: ‘Do you deny the pact of brother 
ship that the Holy Prophet (SAW) has established 
between me and him?’ And in this manner severe 
debate took place between Imam (AS) and the ruling 
party. At that time Zahra (SA) who was holding 
Hasan’s and Husain's (AS) hands, and all of the Banu 
Hashim’s women have accompanied that noble 
personality reached over there from the path, and 
through seeing this scene their crying and wailing 
become loud; Fatimeh (SA) said: ‘Take yours hands 
off from my cousin! By Allah! | would open my head, 
would place the Holy Prophet's (SAW) clothing upon 
my head, and would curse upon you. Saleh’s she 
camel and its children were not dearer in the Allah's 
than my children [that Allah through their means 
sent the punishment upon Saleh’s community].’ 


In the narration of Ayyashi it has been mentioned 
that Fatimeh (SA) said: Abu Bakr! Do you want to kill 
my husband and make me widow, and my children 
orphans?’ If you don’t take off your hands from Ali I 
would open my hairs, would tear my color, would go 


to my father’s grave, and would start crying before 
Allah’s threshold.’ Than she picked up Hasan's and 
Husain’s (AS) hands, and started moving towards her 
father’s grave that the people from each side and 
corner shouted loudly upon Abu Bakr and asked him: 
‘What do you want to do?’ Do you want to send the 
punishment upon the community?’ Fatimeh (SA) 
turned her face towards the holy tomb of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW), sought the help from that beloved 
one, and said: ‘O father! After you how much I have 
suffered from the hands of the son of Khattab and 
the son of Abu Qahafeh?’ With each sentence that 
was uttered by Zahra (SA) the hearts become full of 
sorrow and eyes become full of tears.” 


1.18. The Confrontation with Zahra (SA) 


Zahra (SA) has never waited in her life to see such a day 
and the tragedy even though her exalted father has already 
informed her about the occurrence of these episodes, but 
what a great difference there was between hearing, and in 
actual seeing the effect of tragedy. Although Zahra (SA) has 
heard from her exalted father that after his death affairs 
would turn completely upside down for her, the grudges and 
the enmities would become apparent, and she herself was 
witness of such episodes. A group attacked her home so 
that they could drag her husband outside from her 
home-that even the Holy Prophet (SAW) had never entered 
in it with out Fatimeh’s (SA) permission. Zahra (SA) 
remembered that Zainab, Holy Prophet’s (SA) daughter, 
when during her immigration journey, while being pregnant, 
was readied to join her father, mounted upon a camel litter 
and left Mecca; Habbar bin Aswad pursued her, and scared 
her in the camel-litter with his spear, due to this reason 
Zainab miscarried her child at return, and because of that 


occurrence the Holy Prophet (SAW) announced the blood of 
Habbar bin Aswad as permissible. 


Now right now let us find out had the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
seen the manner they attacked Zahra’s (SAW) home, what 
he would have said? Instead they didn’t cared for the 
reverence of the part of the prophet’s body, stubbornly 
entered inside her home, beaten her with lash, scared her to 
the extent that resulted in her child being aborted and her 
getting sick that ultimately lead ultimately to her 
martyrdom! While the confrontation and struggle that took 
place inside Zahra’s (SA) home during a limited, and short 
period but its reflection had remained until today for the 
remaining generations, and a human being could very well 
understand the sorrow, hardship, transgression, and 
oppression that were inflicted just after few days after the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise. Reviewing this encounter, 
through some of the dimensions which are the proof of the 
exaltedness and grandeur of Zahra’s (SA) personality, it 
could be explained as follows: 


1. Fatimeh (SA) rushed to defend the Holy Prophet's 
(SAW) successor, with all the dignity, she stood behind the 
door, and through presenting firm and strong arguments 
addressed that tyrant group, so that perhaps they might 
take their hands off from the point of view that the right 
truthfully belonged to her, and the transgressors had 
usurped the right of the legal caliphate—didn’t consider 
silence as permissible. 


2. When they dragged Ali (AS) outside from home, Zahra 
(SA) left immediately toward the mosque so that she could 
defend him in the present situation. She through tolerance 
of all of the pains and sorrows that were inflicted upon her 
during the attack upon her home allowed herself to reach 
near Ali’s (AS) side, and tried to prevent them to take her 
husband out. Because Zahra (SA) was possessed with two 


types of rights; one was the right to defend the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) successor, and the demand of the 
caliphate, and the other one was tyranny and oppression 
that due to disrespect of that group was inflicted upon her 
as the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter.222 When she become 
disappointed and hopeless through the utilization of all the 
paths available to her, in front of sights of all, she decided 
that through wailing and crying before the God and His 
prophet should curse them. The truth seeking method that 
Zahra (SA) selected was considered as the most crushing 
complaint near the every truth seeing person, that very well 
described the deviation of the caliphate from its genuine 
axis, and it’s getting out of the hands of its legal owners. 


Zahra (SA) played a significant roll in this matter and 
tried and endeavored to return the right of the caliphate to 
its genuine and real owner—Imam Ali (AS), or at least tried 
through enlightenment of the people and making them 
aware, thus insulting of the usurpers of the caliphate, 
insistence upon their being as incompetent and their taking 
over the ruler ship of the Muslims. While, so far as a lot of 
time had not been passed away from the date of prophet- 
hood, to lead the Islamic Government towards its genuine 
path. 


1.19. Explanation of Rights of Imamate and 


Mahmood bin Labeed said: “After the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) demise, Fatimeh (SA) continuously came for 
the pilgrimage of martyrs graves and the Holy Tomb 
of Hamdheh, and she cried and wept over their. One 
day, | have gone to the pilgrimage of Hamdheh’s (RA) 
grave and saw that noble personality crying over 
their; | took a pause till her crying was calmed down, 
I went near her, offered the salutations, and said: ʻO 
the Lady of Women, by God! Through your crying you 


have tore apart the veins of my heart.’ She replied: 
Abu Omar! There is a genuine reason of my crying, 
because I was inflicted with the heart rending 
tragedy like the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise; how 
much eager I am to meet that noble one, and than 
recited this verse: Through the passage of the time 
after each dead body, its name is heard less, but by 
God! The day my father left this world his name and 
memory had increased.’ I said: ‘My Lady! I wanted to 
ask you something that my heart had continuously 
kept itself busy in it.’ She replied: ‘Ask.’ I said: ‘Did 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) before his demise said some 
thing special about the Ali’s (AS) imamate?’ Fatimeh 
(SA) replied: ‘Strange! Did you forgive the incident of 
the Ghadir Khum?’ I said: ‘The topic of Ghadir Khum 
exists at its own place, but I would love to hear from 
you about any secret that the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
has placed near you in this regards.’ Fatimeh said in 
replying: 

‘| seek God as witness, | heard from the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) that he said: ‘Ali is the best amongst 
you that I have appointed as my successor he 
himself is imam, and my successor after me, my sons 
Hasan and Husain, and the nine sons from Husain are 
the immaculate and decorated imams. If you obey 
them you would be guided through their guidance, 
and in case if you opposed them the differences and 
discards would remain amongst you until the Day of 
Judgment.’ I said: ‘My Lady! Than why Ali (AS) didn’t 
arise to defend his right?’ She said: ‘Abu Omar! Imam 
remains like K’abeh that people come for its 
pilgrimage and circumambulation not that the K’abeh 
goes towards the people. By God! If the right has 
been given to its genuine owner, and would have 
obeyed the prophet’s family even two the people 


would not have disputed between them regarding 
God’s commandments. 


And until my Appointed One (Qayam), the ninth 
son of Husain (AS) would make his appearance, 
imamate would be inherited from the one successor 
to the another successor; but some one who was 
sided away by God has been made ahead, and the 
one who was preferred by God has been removed 
from the scene. They have released the outcome of 
the prophet-hood, resorted towards destruction, and 
acted as willfully. Death upon them, didn’t they hear 
about this God’s verse: ‘Whatever Allah wants would 
create and would appoint and they don’t have any 
rights from them.’ Yes they heard but they became 
the manifestation of this verse of the Holy Qur’an: 
‘Not only had their eyes but the eyes of their hearts 
become blinded.’ ‘Alas! The opponents have reached 
to their desires and wants in the world but have 
forgotten their dying and about the death. May God 
destroy and misguide them in their tasks. O God! For 
having only an insignificant number of the friends 
after the great victory, I seek your shelter.’”2™ 


Also, in replying to A’aisheh, daughter of Talheh, she 
said: “Do you want to ask me regarding the bitter 
pain and sorrow that like the flying of birds had 
expanded in all directions? The dust and covering of 
this profound sorrow reached until the sky and its 
darkness had completely covered the earth. Teem the 
tribe of Abu Bakr bin Qahfeh from the most wretched 
tribes, and Adi tribe of Omar bin Khattab, the most 
tyrannical tribes of Arabs, had made transgression 
permissible upon Ali; in this regard they competed 
with each other in order to take lead with Ali, but 
since they were not successful, the grudge and 
enmity overwhelmed their hearts, and kept it hidden. 


When the illumination of the religion was silenced 
and the Holy Prophet (SAW) left this world, that 
grudge and enmity was manifested, and being 
mounted upon the mount of desires, they usurped 
the Fidak. How many emperors who have taken over 
the Fidak but nothing has remained from them; the 
Fidak was a divine gift that was bestowed upon the 
Holy Prophet (SAW), he in order to assure the 
livelihood of my children bestowed it upon me, and 
this act was materialized with God’s order, and 
testimony and the witness of Gabriel the trustworthy. 
Therefore, if Abu Bakr, and Omar have usurped it 
through oppression, and severed livelihood of my 
children, | would practice forbearance upon this 
tragedy through remembrance of the Day of 
Judgment. The eaters of the Fidak’s wealth would see 
divine punishment in the hell very soon.’ 


1.20. Last Days Zahra’s (SA) Life 


Fatimeh (SA) after the demise of her exalted father didn’t 
remain alive for more than just a few months, spent this 
duration with mourning and crying until she was accounted 
as one of the greatest criers of the history, and was never 
seen smiling. Her crying consisted of different sorts of 
reasons, factors and motivations that the most important of 
them was deviation of the Muslims from the straight path 
and their falling in to the dangerous valley that was 
materialized through the differences, separation, and 
gradual disintegration of the Muslims. That noble 
personality during her father’s life witnessed the prophet- 
hood’s expansion, and in its advancement gave all her 
precious things, donated with sincerity for the victory, and 
firmly fortifying the pillars of justice and equality throughout 
the earth. 


But usurpation of the caliphate and the forthcoming 
incidents crushed the palace of her deeds and desires, 
made her heart and sacred soul sorrowful and pained, and 
in this manner the sorrow and pain in addition to the pain 
and sorrow of giving up her exalted father, were inflicted 
upon her. One day Ummeh Salmeh visited Zahra (SA) and 
said: “O Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter! How did you 
pass your last night? She replied: ‘I passed the last 
night with lot of pain and sorrow because the 
prophet left the world, and his successor has been 
oppressed. By Allah! The curtains of the deception 
and the hypocrisy have been rolled from the act of 
some one who has taken over the caliphate against 
the God’s and the Holy Qur’an’s orders, or prophet’s 
conduct in the commentary and allegorical 
explanation (t’aveel) of the Holy Qur’an. But these 
are the mysteries of the Battle of Badr and the 
grudges of Ohud which are showing them now.’”2° 


It has been narrated from Ali (AS) that he said: “J 
washed the sacred body of the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
from under the clothing, Fatimeh continuously 
requested to see her father’s clothing, when I! 
showed it her, she smelled it and with a loud cry 
became unconscious, since | saw that, I hid his 
clothing. 7° 


It has been narrated that after the heart rending demise 
of the Holy Prophet (SAW) Billal refused to recite the call of 
prayer and declared that: “After the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
I would never recite the call of prayer for any one.” 
One day Fatimeh said: “J would love to hear the call of 
prayer of Billal-my father’s caller of the prayer.” This 
news reached to Billal, he said the call of prayer and said: 
“God is great, God is great.” Fatimeh (SA) remembered 
the period of the life and couldn’t control his crying. When 
Billal reached to the verse: “J witness that the 


Muhammad is the God’s prophet,” Zahra (SA) cried and 
fell down upon the earth and lost her consciousness. People 
thinking that Faitmeh (SA) has left the world asked Billal to 
discontinue the call of prayer. Billal discontinued the call of 
prayer, and did not complete it. When Zahra (SA) became 
conscientious requested Billal to complete the call of prayer, 
but he requested: “O the Lady of Women of the World! I 
am scared that if you hear the sound of call of prayer, 
you would kill yourself.” And in this manner she excused 
Billal from completion of the call of prayer.2% 


The mourning and crying of Zahra (SA) was not 
Suspended during the night and day and her tears never 
stopped in a manner that the neighbor complained and the 
elders of Medina gathered in an assembly, reached in the 
presence of the Commander of the Faithful (AS) and said: 
“Abul Hasan! Fatimeh cries day and night, and we 
neither have the comfort of sleeping during the night 
nor the ease of work and living during the day. We 
would like you to ask her either to cry during the 
night or during the day. The commander of the 
Faithful came inside the home and said to her: ‘Dear 
Zahra! The elders of the Medina have requested me 
to ask you that either you cry for your father either 
during the day or night. Fatimeh (SA) replied to the 
Commander of the Faithful: Abul Hasan! I am going 
to be with them only for a short while and would 
depart from them very _ soon.’ Inevitably, the 
Commander of the Faithful (AS) made a shed outside 
of the city behind the wall of Baqi Cemetery that was 
called the House of Sorrow (Bayt al-Ahzan). Zahra 
(SA) in the morning accompanied by Hasan and 
Husain went to that place, and kept her self busy in 
crying and mourning; and at the arrival of night the 
Commander of the Faithful went near Fatimeh and 
accompanied her till home.’”2°2 


It has been narrated from Anas that he said: “After the 
completion of burial of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
sacred body, when I find time went to see Fatimeh 
(SA); when her eyes fell upon me she said: ‘How your 
heart became readied to through dirt upon the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) blessed face, and than she started 
crying.’’7*2Imam al-Sadiq (AS) said: “The condition of 
four mother] due to the lot of sorrow and pain 
become severe; her only smile after the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) demise was when upon her 
martyrdom-bed, through wearing the dress of 
hereafter, she looked towards Asma binte Umais, 
smiled and looked toward the casket that was built 
for the transfer of her dead body and said: ‘Through 
preparation of this casket you have covered my dead 
body, may Allah cover up your trembling.’”2*+

Chapter-2: Sickness and Martyrdom 
2.1. Fatimeh (SA) upon her Sickness Bed 


The news of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter was 


circulated in Medina and people learned about it. Zahra’s 
(SA) complaint from her sickness was not some thing as 
intolerable but the incident of her being crushed between 
the door and the wall and breaking of her chest’s bones, her 
child’s abortion, and being slapped upon her face required a 
complaint. All of these incidents caused the worsening of 
the state of that noble personality to unable to her to 
perform her daily house hold obligations. The kind husband 
[Ali] through the help of Asma bint Umais assumed the 
nursing of that lady.244 A group of the women of Medina 
came to visit her during the sickness and she delivered a 
sermon for them that would be presented here for the 
readers. These women mentioned the words of the Holy 
Prophet’s daughter to their husbands, and the men came to 
visit her to offer their pardon, but Zahra (SA) didn’t accept 
instead said to them: “Take distance from me, your 
pardon is not acceptable, after all those mistakes 
what excuse had remained for you.” 


The news of Fatimeh’s (SA) unhappiness from the ruler’s 
domination and her wrath and disgust against those who 
through their silence had supported the ruler’s party, was 
spread every where. And the plotters tried their best to 
forget all of those verses that have been revealed in the 
praise of Holy Prophet’s (SAW) family, and turned their faces 
from all of the narrations that were told from the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) blessed lips about Zahra (SA), her husband, 
and the children. But during the end of Zahra’s (SA) life the 
people turn their heads a little and realized that in their 
cooperation with the ruling regime—-which had not 


recognized the ruler ship of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) family 
Officially, and in reality don’t believe in any value except the 
logic of the force and sword—had committed an error and 
mistake. 


2.2. Zahra (SA) and Visiting of Women of Medina 


The real cause to visit the Lady of both the Worlds during 
her sickness by women of the helpers and the immigrants of 
Medina was not exactly clear for us and we don’t know 
weather this visit was materialized through indications of 
their husbands? And if it was so the husbands of these 
women in order to send their wives to Zahra’s (SA) home 
were pursuing what objective? Did these women themselves 
became awakened and realized that they have done 
negligence regarding Zahra (SA) or through leaving alone 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) blessed daughter, and the severity 
of these feeling amongst the women, motivated them to 
come to her home to express their compassion during her 
sickness? Or in order to calm down their own consciences 
for what was inflicted upon Fatimeh—the Lady of both the 
Worlds, they have decided to visit her? 


Or was their some political reasons and causes that 
inevitably have forced them to undertake such a step, and 
in order to reduce the tense and bitter relationship between 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter and the ruling regime 
they come for visiting her during her sickness on that 
particular day? Especially Zahra’s (SA) confining herself in 
to the corners, and her living distant apart from that 
society—which in itself was an effective act-rather was 
accounted as one of the helping factors in making the 
people informed. Specially during that period when the 
Commander of the Faithful (AS) mounted Fatimeh (SA) upon 
a mount, circulated her among the helper’s homes, dared to 
make them aware and to seek their help, not only didn’t see 
any support from them instead left her alone forever. Any 


way the number of the women who came to visit Fatimeh 
(SA) upon her sickness bed is not clear, but it seems that 
their number has not been too small either rather 
constituted a significant number. 


2.3. Zahra’s (SA) Second Sermon 


Swaid bin Ghufleh said: “When Fatimeh (SA) became 
sick and bode farewell to this world in the same 
sickness, a group of the helpers and the immigrant’s 
women were blessed to visit her and said to her: ‘O 
daughter of the Holy Prophet (SAW) how are you 
today?’ Zahra (SA) said thanks to Allah, and the 
salutations upon her exalted father and said: 


‘1. By Allah! | made it into morning that I was 
disgusted with your world, | consider your men as my 
enemies and am disgusted with them. I have 
examined them, thrown them away, placed them in 
the crucible of testing, and am disgusted with their 
performance. How much shameful are the breaking 
of swords, silence in front of the enemies, kidding 
with the outcome of Muslims, engaging in futile 
tasks, surrendering in front of enemies, corruption 
and destruction of beliefs, objectives, deviation of 
thoughts and intellect, and uncertainty of intentions. 
What deeds have they send for their hereafter before 
Allah that He is full of wrath upon them and would 
remain eternally in the divine punishment. 


2. When I saw things in this manner, I have thrown 
its responsibility upon the necks of the tyrants and 
the oppressors; with the heavy load of sins upon 
their shoulders, they would bear the serious 
consequences of their transgression. 


3. Woe upon them! How they removed the 
caliphate from the stable mountains, firm pillars of 


the prophet-hood and the leadership; the origin of 
descending of revelation, and knowledgeable in the 
affairs of the world and religion? Be aware! That this 
is an apparent loss and injury; what complaint they 
have about Abul Hasan [Ali]? 


4. By God! They raised objection against the 
cutting swords of Ali, his being indifference with 
respect to the death in the battlefield, his power of 
the combat in the warfare, and the scattering 
strokes. By God! If people have joined with each 
other and would have given the caliphate to some 
one about whom the Holy Prophet (SAW) has 
recommended, any time if the people had deviated 
from the path of the truth, he would guided them 
towards the righteous path with out any pain and 
disturbance that neither the mount had become 
incapacitated nor its rider would have tired and sad. 
Ultimately he would have lead them to the pure and 
pleasant fountainhead of water, the canal that on 
both sides was saturated with the water-that had 
never been polluted. And then after the complete 
quenching of their thirst would have returned them, 
and as a result they would have found him their well- 
wisher in the hidden and apparent. [Ali] would never 
had taken any benefit from the world and from it 
there had not been any advantage except the 
quenching of the thirsty and feedings of the hungry 
ones. And here the world-worshipper from the ascetic 
one, righteous one from the liar had been explicit for 
all of them. And in accordance of what God’s has said 
in the Holy Qur’an: ‘If the people of towns would 
have accepted faith and were pious, We would have 
opened the gates of heaven’s blessing upon them, 
but since they denied We punished them for their evil 
deeds.’ And: ‘Those who indulges in the tyranny and 


oppression their deeds would caught their skirt, and 
they would never be able to escape from the divine 
punishment.’ 


5. Right come on and listen to their nonsense 
arguments! To what ever extent you live in this 
world, it would show you the fresh amazements; and 
if you want to be amazed, would be amazed with 
their words regarding the others’ caliphate. Alas they 
would have known that upon the basis of the 
authenticity of which document, they have 
committed their action? What was the support upon 
which they have placed their confidence in it? Upon 
which firm support they have put their hands on? 
Toward which lineage they have shown impertinence 
and dominance? What bad guardian and friend, and 
what companion and supporter have they selected 
for them? 


6. They have renounced the vanguards and have 
resorted to the followers, they have exchanged the 
shoulder with the tail! The nose of those who 
indulges in the indecent acts with their assumption 
that they are doing good would be rubbed upon dirt! 
Be careful! That they are mischievous but don’t 
understand! 


7. Woe upon their condition! ‘Is He who leadeth to 
the truth more deserving that He should be followed, 
or who findeth not the way unless he (himself) be 
guided? What aileth ye? How judge ye?!’74 By my 
own soul! Right now the camel of the caliphate has 
become pregnant; remain in waiting, and in the near 
future not too long, it would bring its newly born to 
the world. You who are looking for your benefit, 
instead of the bowl of milk, you would be milking the 
bowls full of fresh blood, and the lethal poison. It is 


then that the followers of the falsehood would be 
inflicted with the loss, and the followers would see 
the ultimate consequences of the acts that the 
vanguards have put it upon their feet. 


8. Go away and from now on please your hearts 
with your world and be happy and contended with it 
but make your self readied for the examination and 
the sedition full of anxiety, which is waiting for you 
towards the cutting swords, the domination of the 
tyrant and bloodthirsty transgressors, vast anarchy, 
and oppressive tyrants who would scatter your 
accumulated wealth to the wind and mow down your 
numbers; be happy! Sorry for you! How do you hope 
for the rescue and the escape while the truth has 
remained hidden from you and are ignorant about 
the reality?’ ‘Is it possible that We should force you 
to accept the truth with reluctance?’ Swaid bin 
Ghafleh said: ‘The women of the helpers and the 
immigrants described the fiery words of the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughters to their men folks, after 
that a group of the chiefs of the helpers and the 
immigrants were honored to visit that noble 
personality, and offered their pardon and said: ‘O the 
Lady of the Women! Had Abul Hasan (Ali AS) 
mentioned the issue of the allegiance to us before we 
had committed to some one else’s allegiance, we 
would never have gone towards the others.’ Fatimeh 
(SA) replied: ‘Leave me alone, your excuse is not 
acceptable, and after committing all those mistakes 
what excuse has left for you.’” 


2.4. Abu Bakr’s and Omar's Visit from Fatimeh (SA) 


The companions and their women came to visit Fatimeh 
(SA) during her sickness every moment, but since that noble 
personality had cut off her ties with Abu Bakr and Omar, 


didn’t allow them to visit during her sickness; therefore they 
didn’t come to visit her. However when her sickness became 
intense and reached at the threshold of her death, 
inevitably they must come to visit her—before the demise of 
the part of the body of the Holy Prophet (SAW), who openly 
had announced her wrath against them-so that this 
Shameful spot should not remain upon the head of the 
caliph and his government organization until the Day of 
Judgment. And through seeking Zahra’s (SA) contentment, 
they wanted to cover up their own deviation and through 
this act every thing would be over, and the sorrows, pains, 
and crimes that they had inflicted upon her would be 
forgotten slowly. It has been narrated that Omar said to Abu 
Bakr: “Let us go to visit Fatimeh (SA) and sought 
permission to enter, but that noble one didn’t permit 
them; they came to see Ali (AS) and he was able to 
get the permission of the entrance for them, and let 
them entered inside the home. These two offered 
salutations upon Zahra (SA) but she didn’t offer any 
reply. Abu Bakr started speaking and said: ‘O the 
beloved of the prophet’s heart! By God! The nearest 
relatives of the Holy Prophet (SAW) are dearer near 
me than my own near relatives, and you are dearer 
for me than my own daughter A’aisheh. Alas on that 
day when your exalted father had died I too would 
have been died and not remained alive after him. The 
recognition that I have with respect to you, and the 
awareness that I possessed regarding your grandeur 
and majesty how could had I deprived you from the 
Holy Prophet’s inheritance? I had heard my self from 
your father that he said: ‘We messengers don’t have 
any inheritance; whatever is left from us are alms.’ 
Fatimeh (SA) said: ‘If | quote a narration from the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) would you accept it, and would 
act accordingly?’ They replied: ‘Yes.’ Then she said: ‘I 
swear in the name of God! Did not you two hear from 


the Holy Prophet (SAW) that he said: ‘Fatimeh’s 
happiness is my happiness and Fatimeh’s wrath is my 
wrath; whoever loves Fatimeh has loved me, whoever 
has pleased Fatimeh has pleased me, and whoever 
has angered her has angered me?’ They said: ‘It is 
correct that we have heard this narration from the 
Holy Prophet (SAW).’ 


Then she said: ‘I take God and His angels as 
witness that you two have angered me and didn’t try 
to make me happy. | would see the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) and I would complaint to him about you.’ Abu 
Bakr said: ‘Fatimeh! I seek God’s shelter from God’s 
wrath and your wrath, and then he started crying.’ 
Fatimeh (SA) said: ‘By God! After every prayer that I 
would perform would curse upon both of you. Abu 
Bakr left towards outside while crying; people 
gathered around him and he said to them: ‘Every one 
of you would spent the night near your family with 
happiness, and would pass the time with joy, but you 
have renounced me while a lot of problems have 
caught my hand and collar; right now I don’t want 
your allegiance, take your allegiance back from 
me.’”?12 


2.5. The Last Moments 


On the day when the bird of Fatimeh’s (SA) lofty 
spirit-the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) honorable daughter—pulled 
its wings toward the heavens, she fell down upon her bed, 
and saw her exalted father in the dream in which he said to 
her: “O my daughter! I am anxiously waiting for your 
arrival, rush towards me, and then said to her: ‘Dear 
Fatimeh! You are my guest tonight.’” She was 
awakened from her short dream, and become readied for 
the hereafter’s journey; she has heard these words from the 
most righteous person amongst all the human beings, who 


said: “Whoever has seen me in dream is like as 
though he seen me in awakening.” Since she has heard 
the news of her demise therefore, there was no room left for 
doubt and contradiction about the truthfulness of that news. 
Fatimeh (SA) as though she was in the state of awakening 
before her demise, opened her eyes, took a fresh breath of 
life and decided to undertake the required task, and through 
utilizing the available opportunity in an excellent manner 
during the last moments of her blessed life. Through resting 
upon the wall she started walking slowly towards a place 
where there was water in side the home, and through her 
trembling legs has courage to wash clothing of her children 
then she called them to wash their heads. When Imam Ali 
(AS) entered inside the home, he saw that Zahra (SA) has 
left her sickness bed in order to perform the house holds 
tasks. 


When Imam (AS) looked at Fatimeh (SA) his heart burnt 
for her; because he saw that with such condition she has 
Once more arose, and the task that she used to perform 
during her sound state has undertaken once more. And if 
Imam (AS) asked the reason of these acts because of 
Zahra’s (SA) sickness, it was not an amazing thing, and 
Fatimeh (SA) very clearly replied: “Dear Ali! My 
undertaking of these tasks is due the reason that 
today is the last day of my life; I arose to wash the 
clothing and bodies of my children because tomorrow 
the dust of orphanage would fall upon their heads, 
and would become without a mother.” |mam Ali (AS) 
asked her the source of this news, and Zahra (SA) informed 
Imam (AS) about the dream without any slight contradiction. 


During the last moments of Zahra’s (SA) life, the time 
has arrived that the secrets which that noble personality 
had kept inside her chest in the form of necessary death- 


wills that could be executed, she must let them know to her 
husband Ali (AS). Therefore from this consideration she said: 


“O my cousin! I have received the news of my 
death, and moment by moment am getting nearer to 
the meeting with my exalted father; right now I 
recommend you the desires of my heart. Imam (AS) 
said to her: ‘O daughter of the Holy Prophet (SAW)! 
Whatever you have in your heart please let me 
know.’ Imam (AS) sat at the Zahra’s (SA) side, and 
asked all the people present in the home to leave. 
Then Fatimeh (SA) opened her lips and said: ‘O my 
cousin! | believe that since I started the life with you, 
didn’t lie to you in the home and do treachery 
against you, and never disobeyed you.’ Imam Ali (AS) 
said: ‘Never! Dear Fatimeh! You are more aware of 
God’s greatness, is a righteous person, very careful, 
respectful, and your fear from God is far greater that 
| should condemn you about disobedience. 
Separation and giving you up from my hand is very 
difficult for me but there is no alternative for that. By 
God! Through your departure the tragedy of the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) departure once more has become 
refreshing for me; the weight of your separation and 
your death is outstandingly hard upon me. 


We all are from Allah and toward Him is our 
return. Your tragedy and the separation is so much 
heart rending that harder, and more painful than this 
doesn’t exist! This is such a tragedy that mourning 
far beyond that doesn’t exist.’ Then for the moments 
both of them cried, and Imam (AS) placed Fatimeh’s 
(SA) head upon his chest and then said: ‘Dear 
Fatimeh! Whatever death-will do you want, 
recommend it to me; I would execute it hair by hair, 
and whatever you would order me and would prefer 
your order to my own act.’ Zahra (SA) said: ‘O cousin! 


May Allah bless you with goodness from my side; my 
prime will to you is that after me marry a 
woman....because men can’t live without the woman.’ 
And then continued: ‘The next will is that none of the 
individuals who had made the oppression permissible 
with respect to my rights should participate in my 
burial because they are the enemies of God and His 
prophet. Don’t allow any one of them, and their 
supporters to offer the prayers upon my dead body, 
and bury me inside the dirt during the night when 
the people are calm and all eyes are in the sleep.’ 
Then she said: ʻO my compassionate cousin! When I 
have left the world, wash my body from under the 
clothing—because my body is pure and clean; shroud 
me with the camphor which has been left from my 
father, the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) burial; offer prayer 
upon my dead body, and then my near relatives and 
the family members’ should offer the prayer 
accordingly. Secretly bury my body inside the dirt 
during the night time, and hide the sign of my grave, 
none of the individuals who have committed 
oppression with respect to my right should be 
present in my burial. O my Cousin! I know very well 
that after me you can’t live with out a wife. 
Therefore, when you have married a woman, stay one 
night near her, and assign one night for the guardian- 
ship of my children. O Abul Hasan! I have a request 
from you that you should never speak harshly with 
my children (Hasan and Husain), because both of 
them are the orphan, stranger and heart broken 
since few days earlier they have given up their 
exalted grandfather from their hands, and today they 
are burning in the separation of their mother.’”27° 


Ibn Abbas has narrated the death-will of Fatimeh (SA), 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter in which it has been 


written: “This is the death-will of Fatimeh, the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter, and I testify that there is 
no god except God, Muhammad (SAW) is His 
messenger; paradise and hell are true, the Day of 
Judgment with out any contraction would arrive; on 
that day God would raise the dead from their graves 
to make them alive. Dear Ali! Ii am _ Fatimeh, 
Muhammad’s daughter, God has married me to you 
so that I should have the honor of being your wife in 
the world and the hereafter; you are more deserving 
with respect to me than the others; wash, shroud, 
and bury me during the night. Offer the prayer upon 
my dead body, and bury me during the darkness of 
night; don’t inform any one, I leave you to God until 
meeting on the Day of Judgment; and I send my 
greetings and salutations upon my children. ”2+2 


2.7. The Prime Coffin in Islam 


It has been narrated from Asma bint Omais that Fatimeh 
(SA) asked to her: “How undesirable are the coffins 
that are made for the women, because in them a 
covering is placed upon the body that its figure are 
clearly seen by the people.’ Asma said: ‘O the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter, | would make a coffin for 
you whose sample I have seen in Ethiopia. Therefore, 
she asked for fresh wood, cleaned them, tied firmly 
to each other, and then covered it with a piece of 
clothing. Fatimeh (SA) seeing that coffin said: ‘What 
a beautiful coffin that the men and women are not 
specified in it.’”242 it has been narrated from Imam al- 
Sadiq (AS): “The prime coffin that was made in Islam 
was the coffin relevant to [our mother] Zahra (SA) 
during that sickness in which she left this world said 
to Asma: ‘Asma! My body has become weak and lean, 
are you ready to make a coffin for me that could hide 


my body?’ Asma said: ‘O my Lady! During the period 
when I was living in Ethiopia, | saw how the people 
made the coffin for their dead; if you allow me I could 
make one like that? If you like, then I could prepare 
that for you.’ Zahra (SA) said: ‘Let us do it.’ Asma 
asked for the bed and put it upside down, then asked 
for a piece of the wood from the tree and tied it 
firmly to the legs of the bed and then covered it with 
a piece of clothing and said: ‘Dear Fatimeh! The 
coffin which they made was over there is like this.’ 
Fatimeh (SA) said: ‘Built just like that for me and 
cover my body; may God immune your body from the 
fire of hell,’” 


2.8. The Last Moments of her Life 


Fatimeh (SA) was transferred to her bed that was laid in 
the home and rested in the direction of Qibleh. It is said that 
She has already sent her daughter’s Zainab and Umme 
Kulthum (SA) to the homes of some Banu Hashim’s women, 
so that they should not witness the dying of their mother. 
Zahra (SA) undertook all these steps due to her love and 
sympathy in order to prevent the psychological shock of 
seeing their mother’s tragedy. At that moment Imam Ali 
(AS), Hasan and Husain (AS) were out side of home, and 
perhaps their being outside had been due to the inevitable 
Causes, and specific factors. 


It has been narrated from Asma binte Omais that when 
the last moments of Fatimeh (SA) arrived she said to Asma: 
“Asma! When the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) death 
neared, Gabriel has brought for him the Camphor 
from the paradise, and the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
divided it into three parts. One third for him, one 
third for Ali, and one third that was equivalent to the 
forty dirham for me, and then said: ‘Bring the 
leftover of the Camphor of my father’s shrouding 


from that place, and place it upon under the pillow of 
my head. Asma too obeyd Zahra’s (SA) command and 
placed it under her head. Then she made ablution for 
the prayer and asked Asma: ‘Bring for me the 
fragrance that I used to perfume my body, and the 
special dress of prayer.’ And then she made ablution; 
slept upon her bed with the same dress, and said to 
Asma: ‘Wait for a moment for me, and then call me, if 
| didn’t reply know that I have entered near my 
father, and inform Ali.’” 


When the moments of agony of the death arrived and 
curtains were rolled, Zahra (SA) looked profoundly towards 
her surroundings and said: “Greetings and salutations 
be upon Gabriel and the Holy Prophet (SAW), O Allah! 
I am standing near the side of your prophet, 
threshold of Thy pleasure, and blessing, and Your 
house of peace, then said: ‘I see a group of the 
heavenly beings, this person is Gabriel and that one 
is the Holy Prophet (SAW) who is saying: ʻO my 
daughter! Come near me, and whatever you have 
ahead is better for you.’ Then she opened her eyes 
and said: ‘Salutations and greeting be upon you O 
taking over the souls of human beings, hurry up in 
taking my soul, and don’t take it with hardship.’” 
Then she closed her eyes and stretched her hands and feet 
in the direction of Qibleh. 


After a while Asma called and didn’t hear any reply, she 
removed covering from the face of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
honorable daughter and saw that Fatimeh (SA) has left the 
world. She thrown herself upon Zahra’s body, kissed it and 
said: “O dear Fatimeh! When you enter near your 
exalted father the Holy Prophet (SAW) please say 
Usma binte Umais’ salutations upon him.” Meanwhile, 
Hasan and Husain (AS) entered inside home, and saw their 
mother sleeping upon the bed, they said to Asma: “Asma! 


My mother never sleeps during this hour of the day? 
Asma replied: ‘Your mother has not slept rather has 
left the world.’ Imam Hasan (AS) thrown himself upon 
her mother’s body, kissed it, and said: ‘Dear mother! 
Until your sprit has not left your body, please talk to 
me, and Husain (AS) kissed his mother’s feet, and 
said: ‘1 am your son Husain, talk to me my, my heart 
is so near to be torn apart to give up my soul.’ Asma 
said to them: ‘O the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) sons, go 
near your exalted father, and inform him about the 
your mother’s demise.’ Hasan and Husain (AS) ran 
fast, and made them reached near the mosque, 
raised their cry loudly, a group of the companions 
reached near them, and asked the reason of their 
crying. They replied: ‘Our mother Fatimeh (SA) has 
left the world.’ Hearing this news, Imam Ali (AS) fell 
down upon the earth and said: ‘O the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) daughter, with whom should I console my 
heart, after you.’ 


2.9. The Funeral Procession and Burial 


The crying was raised loudly inside the homes, and due 
to the mourning and wailing of men and women the city of 
Medina started trembling, and the people like the day when 
they had given up the Holy Prophet (SAW) from their hands 
become anxious and disturbed due to the pain and sorrow. 
Women folks of Banu Hashim gathered at Fatimeh’s (SA) 
home, began crying and wailing, and the people group by 
group started coming to offer their condolences near Imam 
Ali (AS), and Hasan and Husain (AS) were crying upon their 
mother’s tragedy sitting near him. Umme Kulthum through 
saying these words came outside of the home: “O Father! 
O the Holy Prophet (SAW), truly right now we have 
given you up from our hands, and would never see 
you again. ”72° 


People raining the tears from their eyes assembled and 
sat upon the earth, were waiting for the arrival of Fatimeh’s 
(SA) dead body out side from home in order to offer the 
prayer upon her dead body. Suddenly Abu Dharr came out 
side of the home, and announced: “O people! Go to your 
homes; the burial of Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter 
has been delayed tonight. Abu Bakr and Omar arrived 
in Imam’s (AS) presence to offer their condolences, 
and said to him: ‘Abul Hasan! Before our presence 
don’t recite the prayer upon the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) daughter’s body!’ in this manner the people 
with the assumption that Fatimeh’s (SA) body would be 
buried tomorrow morning, become scattered (it has been 
narrated that Zahra’s (SA) death has occurred in the 
afternoon or in the early night). 


But Imam Ali (AS) during the same night with Asma’s 
help, washed the beloved Zahra’s (SA) body, shrouded her, 
and then called: “Hasan, Husain, Zainab, and Umme 
Kulthum, come on and take the provision of seeing 
your mother; right now the moment of separation 
has arrived, and you would meet each other in the 
paradise, after a while, the Commander of the 
Faithful separated the children from their mother’s 
body.’?22 Then Imam Ali (AS) offered prayer upon Fatimeh’s 
(SA) body raised his hands towards heaven and said: “O 
God! This is the body of Fatimeh, Your prophet’s 
daughter; through Thy power Thou have sent her 
sacred existence from the darkness toward the light 
and illumination, and have made every place radiant 
with the illumination of her face.” 


Through calming down of the uproar and voices, the 
people’s eyes went to sleep, and a portion of the night 
passed away, The Commander of the Faithful (AS), Abbas, 
Fazl bin Abbas, accompanied with one more person, 
transported the weak, and lean body of Zahra (SA) and 


carried for the burial with Hasan, Husain, Aqil, Salman, Abu 
Dharr, Miqdad, Burideh, and Ammar. Imam (AS) entered 
inside the grave took the part of the body of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) and placed it inside the grave and said: “O 
earth! I have handed over to you my trust; this is the 
sacred body of the Holy Prophet’s daughter, O 
truthful and pure, in the Name of God the beneficent 
and the compassionate, with the remembrance, of 
the Name of God, and upon the religion of the Holy 
Prophet’s Community—Muhammad_ bin Abdullah 
(SAW); | have handed over you to some one who is 
more deserving with respect to me; and regarding 
you whatever is the pleasure of Allah, | am 
contended with it.” Then he recited this verse of the Holy 
Qur'an: “I have created you from the dust, would 
return it to again, and arise again from it.” Then he 
came out of the grave; the people present came near the 
grave, and started throwing the dirt upon the sacred body of 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) radiant jewel, and Imam Ali (AS) 
made the blessed grave leveled with the ground. 


In order to prevent the leaking of the incident as well as 
for the sake of fear of the enemies’ assault, Fatimeh’s (SA) 
burial arrangements were accomplished speedily. When 
Imam Ali (AS) was leveling the dirt of Zahra’s (SA) grave 
with his own hands, for the sake of giving up from his hands 
the part of the body of the Holy Prophet (SAW), and his kind 
wife—who with all of that pleasure, sincerity, purity, sacrifice, 
and forgiveness lived with him and on the path of cherished 
objective, tolerated all sort of hardships, and 
difficulties-sorrow, and pain overwhelmed his existence, 
tears started rolling upon his blessed cheeks, turned his 
face toward the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) tomb and said: “O 
the Holy Prophet (SAW)! Salutations be upon you 


from me and your daughter who has rushed towards 
your meeting and is sleeping under the dirt. God’s 
intention was so materialized that she has joined you 
before the others;, her death has taken away 
patience and forbearance away from me, and has 
hijacked the power and capacity from my palms. 


But as I had practiced the forbearance at the time 
of your separation, likewise, in your daughter’s 
demise too don’t have any alternative except 
patience and forbearance. Because practicing the 
patience and forbearance upon hardships is your 
conduct. O the Holy Prophet! Your beloved has 
separated with her pure body from my chest; I have 
closed her blessed eyes, and buried her blessed body 
in dirt with my own hands. The message of the Holy 
Qur’an is that the end of life is a return toward God; 
right now the trust that you have handed over to me 
has been returned and her lofty spirit that was 
hostage in her body has been freed; Zahra has been 
hijacked from my hands. O the Holy Prophet (SAW)! 
After Fatimeh the earth and heaven appears to me as 
repulsive. 


My pain and sorrow is never ending, and my nights 
are passed in awakening, the pain and sorrow do not 
renounce my heart’s until God selects for me the 
position in which you are currently dwelling. 
Separation of Zahra is the anger that has made my 
heart full of blood, and its pain that has caused my 
soul to be agitated, how soon our gathering becomes 
scattered. | take my complaint to God’s threshold; 
Zahra would narrate for you that how your 
community joined hands in allowing the oppression 
permissible towards her and me, and usurped her 
rights violently. Whatever you would like to know ask 
from her, and whatever you want to tell it to her so 


that she could release the pain from her heart full of 
frustration. Because Zahra has profound sayings and 
didn’t find a way for their telling and describing, and 
Allah who is the best judge between me and the 
oppressors would issue judgment. Salutations and 
greeting be upon you, salutations and greetings of 
some one who is bidding farewell whose heart is 
neither tight nor full of wrath; if | go away from your 
side its not due to the blame and fatigue, and the 
remaining is not due the mistrust in God’s promise, 
that He has given to the patients; patience and 
forbearance is superior and good. 


Dear Fatimeh! Had it not been for the fear of the 
domination of the oppressors, | would have remained 
on the side of your tomb, pausing over there would 
have selected like being confined inside the 
mosques,, and like the mother of some one who has 
given up her young child would have cried upon this 
severe tragedy. O the Holy Prophet! God Himself is 
the witness that your daughter has been buried 
inside the dirt secretly; right now only few days from 
your sad demise were not passed away, and your 
name was yet not fallen from the tongues that 
Zahra’s right was taken by the oppression, and her 
inheritance was openly usurped from her. O the Holy 
Prophet! I put my heart’s sorrow near you, and keep 
my heart happy through your remembrance that 
greeting, salutations, and blessings of God be upon 
you and Fatimeh. ”222 


2.11. The Exhumation of Grave 


The next day morning when the people gathered for 
Zahra’s (SA) burial, they were informed that the body of the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) dearest daughter has been buried in 
the dirt during the night and secretly. Imam Ali (AS) made 


seven or more shapes of the graves, and since the Baqi 
from the same period until now is the place of burial of 
Medina, people went to the Baqi and searched for Zahra’s 
(SA) grave but it was not easy for them, and they couldn’t 
find their hands upon the real grave of the Lady of the two 
Worlds. Therefore from this consideration the cry and 
wailing of the people was raised and they started blaming 
one another and said: “The Holy Prophet (SAW) had 
only one daughter, who has left the world and is 
buried in the dirt, and none of us were present at the 
time of her death, the prayer upon her dead body, 
and don’t recognize her grave. Some of them 
proposed and said: ‘Let us bring a group of the 
women so that they should exhume Zahra’s grave, to 
bring her body out and to offer the prayer upon it.’” 
It has been narrated that: “Abu Bakr, and Omar with the 
intention of offering the prayer upon Fatimeh’s (SA) 
dead body entered over there. Miqdad said to them: 
‘We have buried Fatimeh’s (SA) sacred body in the 
dirt last night.’ Omar looked toward Abu Bakr and 
said: ‘Didn’t I tell you that they would do such a 
thing?’ Abbas bin Abdul Mutlab said: ‘Zahra has 
willed that both of you should not offer the prayer 
upon her dead body.’ Omar replied: ‘You Banu 
Hashim would never take your hands off from your 
past grudge and enmity; your grudges would never 
go away from your hearts; by God! I have decided to 
exhume Fatimeh’s grave, bring her body out, and 
offer the prayer upon it.’ 


The news of the opponents plot for exhuming of 
the grave reached to Imam Ali (AS); he put on his 
yellow cloak that he wore in the battlefields, hanged 
his sword, Zulfiqar, while with intensity of anger his 
blessed eyes have turned into red, and veins of his 
neck have become apparent decide to go to the Bagi. 


The news of Ali’s (AS) arrival reached Baqi before his 
presence, and some one announced: ‘Ali in this 
manner as you could see is coming towards the Baqi 
and has sworn that if one stones of these graves is 
moved from one place to other, he would struck the 
neck of whoever has ordered for such an act; when 
Imam Ali (AS) arrived in the Baqi, Omar said to him: 
Abul Hasan! Why you did so? By God we would 
exhume Fatimeh’s grave and offer the prayer upon 
her dead body.’ 


Imam caught a corner of his dress, and with a 
movement crushed him severely upon the earth and 
said to him: ʻO son of black faced woman (Sahak) I 
have forgiven from my right in my life for the sake of 
the people’s not returning from their faith and 
ideology, but regarding Fatimeh’s grave by Whom 
Who has Ali’s soul in His hand, if you and your 
supporters even make a smallest movement, I would 
saturate the earth from your blood.’ Abu Bakr said to 
Imam (AS): ʻO Abul Hasan I swear you for the sake of 
right of the Holy Prophet (SAW) and Fatimeh’s soul, 
forget him; we are not going to do any thing if you 
are not ready for that.’ Then Imam Ali (AS) released 
Omar and the people got separated’ and 
scattered,” 


2.12. The Date of Martyrdom 


There is no contradiction that Zahra (SA) died in the 
eleventh year of hijri because the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
performed the farewell Hajj-pilgrimage in the tenth year of 
hijri and in the beginning of eleventh year of hijri bade 
farewell to this world. All historians are unanimous about 
this opinion that Fatimeh (SA) has lived less than one year 
after her father’s demise. On the other side Fatimeh (SA) 
during the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) life was at her youth age, 


and was in good and sound health. Yes! The narrators 
regarding the month of her death have lot of the difference 
of opinion with each other in this regard. It has been quoted 
that: “Fatimeh (SA) after her exalted father has lived 
only six months, in accordance with other quote 
ninety five days, and another quote seventy five 
days.” It has been narrated from Imam al-Sadigq (AS) that 
he said: “Fatimeh (SA) died on Tuesday the third of 
Jumada ath-Thaniya in the eleventh year of the 
migration.’222 It has been narrated from Imam al-Bagir 
(AS) that he said: “Fatimeh’s (SA) age at the time of 
her martyrdom was only eighteen years and seventy 
five days.” \|t has been narrated from Jabir bin Abdullah 
Ansari that he said: “At the time of the Holy Prophet’s 
(SA) demise, Fatimeh’s (SA) age was only eighteen 
years and seven month. ”?2° 


It has been narrated from Abul Faraj Isfhani that he said: 
“There is a difference of opinion with respect to the 
period of Fatimeh’s (SA) life after her exalted 
father’s demise, and a maximum of six months and 
minimum of forty days have been mentioned. But 
what is absolutely certain in this matter that it could 
be utilized from the Imam al-Bagir’s (AS) narration 
that she made farewell to this world after three 
months from the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise.” In 
this manner a life-saturated with distinctions, virtues, 
stands taken for the defense of the truth, precious and 
based upon the principles—of Fatimeh (SA) the sacred, was 
ended. Greetings, blessings, and salutations of God be upon 
her the day she opened her eyes to this world; the day 
when she was martyred oppressively, and the day she 
would be raised alive.

Chapter-3: Zahra’s (SA) Educational Inheritance 


E the beginning of Islam the Muslims through 


possessing the Holy Prophet (SAW) character in person and 
his sayings preserved it, and the conduct of that exalted 
personality through their means was transferred to the 
second and other levels.22 Without any doubt the 
individuals in the first level who were more closer to the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) during various occasions and 
opportunities were able to better understand about his 
sayings and character with respect to others. #42 On this 
basis the companions of the beginning of the Islam, 
certainly in this arena, the individuals like Abu Huraireh and 
the others who had accepted the Islam towards the end part 
of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) blessed age, played a 
significant role. While great narrative literature of the Sunni 
Muslims is full of narrations like Abu Huraireh, and is 
accounted as their most expanded resources, while their 
communication with the Holy Prophet (SAW) was limited to 
an outstandingly small span of the time, due to these 
reason the researchers in quoting their narrations acts very 
carefully. 


During the same period none of the person who had 
been continuously in his presence since the period the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) prophet hood until the demise of that 
exalted one, especially personality like Ali ibn Abi Talib 
(AS)—-who was accounted as the most nearest person to 
him—was it not inevitable that he might had narrated 
thousands of the narrations from the Holy Prophet (SAW). 
While the great narrative literature of the Sunni Muslims as 
compared to the narrations from the others who had quoted 
during last three years of the prophet’s blessed age, had 
paid the attention only to the very insignificant part of the 


narrations narrated from the individuals like the Commander 
of the Faithful (AS).#2 Like the quotation of the narrations 
that the Shi’i resources had narrated from Fatimeh’s (SA) 
scriptures (mashaf) could not be considered as unlikely, 
since Zahra (SA) during all along her life was not separated 
even for a moment from her exalted father; she was always 
responsible of taking care from her father, and always paid 
serious attention to his service. The narrations, traditions, 
sermons that she heard from the Holy Prophet (SAW) in a 
manner that among the men if her cousin Ali (AS)—could be 
made as an exception—such ground was not readied for any 
one except Fatimeh (SA).224Should not one be amazed% 
when we look at the words of Suity, who said: “All of the 
narrations that Fatimeh (SA) has narrated don’t 
reach to ten?” Or Hafiz Badkhasani has expressed: “Only 
eighteen narrations have been narrated from 
Fatimeh (SA)?” We know that more than 2000 narrations 
were narrated form A’aisheh while she after the prophet’s 
migration, less than ten years lived with that noble one, but 
Zahra (SA) in accordance of the narrations at least minimum 
lived for 18 years, or maximum 28 years on her exalted 
father’s side. 


Ustad Toufiq Abu Ilm in expressing this point said: 
“Fatimeh (SA) received plenty of the narrations from 
her exalted father through hearing or the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) ordered that narrations should be 
written for her honorable daughter. In this path her 
domination and awareness of the various sciences of 
the Holy Qur’an, and familiarly with the Islamic 
commandments helped her. She knew reading and 
writing and God has made her superior and 
distinguished in knowledge and wisdom as compared 
to the others. Her exalted father the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) dictated a scripture for her so that through its 
means she could be benefited and guided in the 


religious as well as her worldly affairs. On this basis 
Fatimeh (SA) is accounted among the Ahl al-Bayt (AS) 
who were careful with respect to God, and Who 
blessed them with the knowledge and the 
wisdom. "232 


3.1. Zahra’s (SA) Book 


Fatimeh (SA) was trained in the school of knowledge, 
wisdom, and piety and in this path she was blessed with 
profound benefits; some of narrations regarding 
commandments, manners, moral etiquettes that she has 
directly quoted from the Holy Prophet (SAW) makes us 
enlightened about a part of this reality. These narrations 
have been collected in a collection called—the Scripture of 
Fatimeh (Mushaf-e-Fatimeh) through the means of a group 
of writers. The prime person who put his courage towards 
this important mission was Suity deceased in the year 911 
hijri, then Husain Sheik al-Islami Tuyasrekani has narrated 
260 narrations from Fatimeh (SA) that have been quoted 
from the Holy Prophet (SAW), or in a manner are related to 
that noble personality. After that Aziz Ullah Attari, and 
Ahmad Rahmani Hamedani in his book Fatimeh al- 
Zahra—Cheerfulness of Mustafa’s Heart (Fatimeh al-Zahra 
Bahjate Qalbe Mustafa) has narrated nearly 84 narrations 
from the Shi’i and Sunni books from that exalted personality. 


From right here we would return to the context that 
Sayyid Hashim Marouf Hasani has written regarding the 
Scripture of Fatimeh (SA). The narration indicates toward 
this scripture and rolls the curtain from the vastness of 
knowledge and wisdom of Zahra (SA), and her distinguished 
rank near God, the prophet, and his Ahl al-Bayt. In this 
regard M’arouf Hasani said: “The rank and position that 
Zahra possesses, is it not amazing that some of the 
narrations that she had heard from the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) and her beloved husband about the 


commandments, Islam, moral etiquettes, incidents, 
and changes that would occur in the near future, 
might have been collected by her in a book that 
might have passed as an inheritance to her 
immaculate sons one after the another. 224 


3.1.1. Selections from Zahra’s (SA) Book 
1. The Worth of Knowledge and Research. 


1. Imam al-Askari said: “A woman reached near 
Fatimeh (SA) and said: ‘I have an old, and aged 
mother, regarding her prayer have some issues, she 
has sent me near you to ask you about them.’ 
Fatimeh replied to her questions, she mentioned her 
questions for the second, third time until ten times 
and every time Zahra (SA) replied to her; she felt 
ashamed because of her repeated questions and 
said: ʻO daughter of the Holy Prophet (SAW), I don’t 
want to bother you more than that.’ Fatimeh (SA) 
replied: ‘Whatever question you have in your mind 
ask me, I would not be tired, does some one get tired 
if he is hired for ten thousands gold dinars for 
carrying a heavy weight to the roof?’ That woman 
replied: ‘No.’ Fatimeh replied: ‘My reward from the 
God’s threshold for each question that you ask me is 
more than the distance between the earth and the 
heaven filled with the pearls, therefore on this basis I 
deserve that this task should not be heavy upon me. 


| have heard from my exalted father the Holy 
Prophet (SAW): That day when my Shi'i intellectuals 
would be associated on the Day of Judgment in 
accordance with the amount of knowledge and 
wisdom, and their endeavors in the guidance of 
God’s servants, are one thousand dresses of 
illumination placed upon the body of each one of 


them, then from God’s side a voice is heard in the 
ears of who are being resurrected that says: Those 
who have taken the guardianship of the orphans of 
prophet’s family upon their shoulders, orphans who 
through giving up of imams and immaculate leaders 
from their hands, now are your pupils—whose 
guardianship you have assumed upon your 
shoulders, and have decorated them with the 
illumination of the robe of honor of the wisdom in the 
world. 


In this manner to each one of those orphans in 
accordance with the knowledge and wisdom that 
they have acquired from you, would be given the 
robe of honor in a manner that one thousand robe of 
honor of illumination are bestowed upon some of 
them; and then God would said: Once more the robe 
of honor of those who had taken the guardian ship of 
the orphans of the prophet’s family, should be 
increased, and make them multifold so that their 
robe of honor become completed. It is increased until 
reaches to its own worthiness, as well the robe of the 
honor of the pupils, who were the means through 
which such robe of honor was placed upon their 
bodies, too are increased.’ Then Fatimeh (SA) said: 
‘O servant of God! Each warp and woof of these robes 
of honors upon all the phenomenon that sun has 
shined—are one million time precious and expensive, 
because all the world’s phenomenon are mixed with 
the darkness, and are exposed to opacity and 
bitterness. ’”?2° 


2. It has been narrated from Ibn Masood that he said: “A 
man who reached in Fatimeh’s (SA) presence and 
said: ‘O the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter do you 
have the writing from your exalted father that you 
could give me as a gift?’ She said to her maid: ‘Bring 


that peace of cloth that I have covered it.’ The maid 
searched for it but could not found. Fatimeh (SA) said 
to her: ‘Woe upon you, try more because its 
meaningful worth for me is more than Hasan and 
Husain. The maid searched it again and found it in 
between the dirt. When she brought it was written 
upon it that the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: “Any one 
with whom his neighbor is not immune from his 
annoyance and torture is not accounted among the 
believers; some one who believes in God and Day of 
Resurrection doesn’t annoy and hurt his neighbor; 
some one who believes in God and hereafter either 
should speak good word or remain silent. God loves a 
pious and well-wishing person, and persons, who are 
stubborn, curious, impolite and curse are under His 
wrath. Shyness is a pillar of faith, and the faith would 
be in the paradise; abusive and immodest person 
have a place in the fire of hell. ”2° 


3.2. Description of the Ahl al-Bayt’s (AS) Position 


1. It has been narrated from Fatimeh (SA) that the Holy 
Prophet said to her: “Are not you happy that I married 
you to a person that he accepted the Islam before all 
the people, her knowledge and wisdom is superior to 
all? You are the Lady of the Women of world like 
Marry was the Lady of her own Nation. ”224 


2. It has been narrated from Yazid from Abdul Malik Nafli, 
from his father, from his grand father that he said: “ went 
in the presence the Holy Prophet’s (SAW), daughter; 
Fatimeh (SA) in advance saluted me, the narrator 
said: ‘Then Fatimeh (SA) expressed that: ‘When the 
Holy Prophet (SAW) was alive he said that whoever 
sends the greetings and salutations upon me and you 
for three days, would belong to the paradise.’ I asked 


her: ‘During your lives or after your deaths?’ She 
replied: ‘In the life as well as in the death.’” 


3. Fatimeh (SA) said: “Greetings be upon you O 
father! He replied: ‘Greetings be upon you too O my 
daughter!’ I said: ‘In Ali’s home there is not a single 
seed of wheat, since five days he has not eaten any 
thing, doesn’t have any sheep, camel, and neither 
food nor drink. ’222 The Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Dear 
Fatimeh! Come near me, I went near him. He said: 
‘Put your hand inside my under garment upon my 
back.’ I did so; suddenly I saw that there was a stone 
between his shoulders that was tied upon his chest. 
Fatimeh cried loudly, the Holy Prophet (SAW) said to 
her: ‘It has been one month that in the homes of 
Muhammad’s family, fire has not been ignited for the 
cooking of the food.’ Then the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
said: ‘In spite of all that Ali in the age of twenty and 
few years was able to pluck the door of Khaiber fort 
that fifty people were helpless and incompetent to 
raise it.’ Through hearing these words Zahra’s (SA) 
face become cheerful with joy and reached in Ali’s 
(AS) presence, and the home become illuminated due 
to her cheek’s light. Ali (AS) said to her: ‘O the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter! When you went outside 
the color of your face was different?’ She replied: 
‘The Holy Prophet (SAW) described yours virtues for 
me, and I rushed impatiently towards you.’”222 


4. Isma Bint Umais has narrated from Fatimeh (SA) that 
she said: “One day the Holy Prophet (SAW) came to 
my home and said where are my sons Hasan and 
Husain?’ She said: ‘O my father! There was no morsel 
of bread at home with which we could have remove 
our hunger, but still continuously thanks God. Ali 
suggested taking Hasan and Husain outside, because 
he was scared of their crying for asking something 


since I don’t have any thing at home. That is why Ali 
took my children near a Jew in order to arrange some 
thing.’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) started walking 
toward Ali (AS), reached there, saw that Hasan and 
Husain are busy in playing near the side of the 
irrigation channel, and an amount of dates is placed 
near them. The Holy Prophet (SAW) said to Ali (AS): 
‘Ali! Don’t you intend to return the children back to 
the home before the heat of air doesn’t make them 
uncomfortable?’ Ali (AS) said: ‘O the Holy Prophet 
(SAW)! There is nothing to eat at home, if you pause 
for a moment let me arrange some dates for 
Fatimeh.’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) paused, Ali (AS) 
for the pulling of each water-bucket from the well for 
a Jew was paid a single date, in this manner he 
arranged some dates, and after that he returned to 
the home accompanied by the Holy Prophet (SAW).” 


Fatimeh (SA) has narrated plenty of the narrations that 
she heard directly from her father or the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
ordered to write them for her. Her children Hasan, Husain, 
their exalted father Imam Ali (AS), grand daughter Fatimeh, 
Imam _ al-Husain’s (AS) daughter, through the means of 
writing, and A’aisheh, Umme Salmeh, Ans bin Malik wa 
Salmi Raf’a’s mother had received narrations from that 
exalted personality. 


5. In a lengthy narration that has been narrated from 
Fatimeh (SA) that she said to her exalted father: “Father! 
Salman was shocked from the condition of my dress; 
by Whom Who has appointed you in truth, it has 
been five years that our carpet and floor covering is 
the sheep skin that during the day we use it for 
placing the fodder for our camel, sleep upon it during 
the night, our pillow are prepared with the skin, and 
are filled with the palm leafs.’ The Holy Prophet 


(SAW) said: ‘Salman! My daughter has taken 
precedence with other women.’”2*° 


6. Zainab (SA) the daughter of the Commander of 
Faithful (AS) has narrated from her honorable mother that 
She said: “Dear Ali! Verily the position of your Shi’I is 
in the Paradise. ’”2™ 


7. It has been narrated from Fatimeh (SA) the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter that she went in his presence, 
prophet spread a cloth and said to her: “Sit upon that 
floor covering, Imam Hasan (AS) entered, the prophet 
said to him to sit near his mother, then Imam Husain 
(AS) approached the prophet, and he said to him to 
sit near his brother and mother. After that Ali (AS) 
entered, and the Holy Prophet (SAW) said to him to 
sit near his wife and children. Then he took corners 
of that cloth in his hand and collected its 
surroundings and said: ʻO God! I am from them and 
they are from me. O God the way I am happy with 
them, likewise You too be happy and pleased with 
them. ’”242 


8. It has been narrated from Fatimeh (SA) that the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said to me: “Shouldn’t I give you the glad 
tidings that whenever God intends to bestow a gift 
upon the women of the paradise He sends her near 
you so that you could give her some thing from your 
ornaments?” 


9. It has been narrated from Imam Ali bin Musa al-Rida, 
from his exalted father Musa bin J’afar, from his father J’afar 
al-Sadig, from his father Imam al-Bagqir, from his father Ali 
bin al-Husain, from his father Husain bin Ali, from the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) Fatimeh that: “For whomsoever I! 
happen to be master and guardian of his affairs, Ali is 
also his master, and for whosoever I am the imam 
and leader—Ali is his leader.” 


10. Sayyid Muhammad Ghamri Shafai in his book from 
Fatimeh the daughter of Husain Rizvi, from Fatimeh the 
daughter of Ibrahim Rizvi, from the daughter of Hasan Rizvi, 
from Fatimeh the daughter of Muhammad Mousavi, from the 
daughter of Abdullah Alavi, from the daughter of Hasan 
Husaini, from the daughter of Abu Hashim Husaini, from 
Fatimeh the daughter of Muhammad bin Ahmad bin Musa 
Mubrageh, from the daughter of Imam Ali bin Musa al-Rida 
(AS) from the daughter of Imam Musa ibn J’afar (AS), from 
Fatimeh the daughter of Imam al-Sadiq (AS) from Fatimeh 
the daughter of Imam al-Bagir (AS) from the daughter of 
Aba Abdullah al-Husain (AS) from Zainab (SA) the 
Commander of the Faithful’s (AS) daughter from Fatimeh 
(SA) the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) honorable daughter that he 
said: “Be aware! Whoever has left the world with the 
love and affection of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
family—has left the world as a martyr.” 


11. Haritheh bin Qadameh said: “Salman has narrated 
from Ammar that he said: ‘Would you like that I 
should give you amazing news?’ He said: ‘Yes! Please 
do narrate.’ Ammar said: ‘Very good; one day I was 
witness that Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS) entered upon 
Fatimeh (SA), when her eyes fell upon Ali (AS) he 
called her and said: Come near me so that I could 
inform you regarding the incidents that had 
happened and incidents that had not yet occurred 
until the Day of Judgment and Resurrection.’ Ammar 
said: ‘I saw that the Commander of Faithful turned 
back, I too turned back, and then Ali (AS) reached in 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) presence, then he said to 
Ali (AS): ‘Abul Hasan come near me, when the 
Commander of Faithful reached near the prophet and 
he made him comfortable in his place, then the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said to Ali (AS): ‘Do you want to start 
speaking or should I start first?’ Ali (AS) replied: 


‘Hearing your words is more attractive to my heart.’ 
The Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘As though I could see 
that you entered upon Fatimeh and she talked to you 
such and such words, and you returned from her, and 
came to me.’ Ali (AS) [with amazement] said: ‘O the 
Holy Prophet! Is Fatimeh’s illumination is from our 
illumination?’ He replied: ‘But didn’t you know that?’ 
And then due to this distinction he offered a 
prostration of thank. Ammar said: ‘The Commander 
of the Faithful (AS) came out from the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) home, I too left with him, and he entered upon 
Fatimeh, and she too reached in Ali’s (AS) presence 
and said to him: ‘As though you had gone in the 
presence of my father, and whatever I have said to 
you, opened it for him?’ Imam (AS) replied: ‘Yes; dear 
Fatimeh!’ 


Then Fatimeh (SA) said: ‘Abul Hasan! Be aware! 
When God created my illumination that offered praise 
of Allah the glorious and exalted, then he placed it as 
a trust in a tree of the trees of the paradise, and that 
tree become illuminated, and when my father 
entered into the paradise; God the exalted induced 
upon him to pick up the fruits of that tree, should eat 
them and my father did so. In this manner God 
placed me in my father’s lions, and then transferred 
me to my mother Khadijeh binte Khulid, and | was 
born from her, therefore I am from that illumination. 
Therefore, [| am aware whatever has been 
materialized, and has not materialized as yet, O Abul 
Hasan! A believer looks and beholds through the

12. It has been narrated from Abu Tufail from Abu Dharr 
that he said: “f have heard from Fatimeh (SA) that she 
said: ‘I asked from my father what is meant with the 
verse: ‘Between them is a veil, on the heights are 


men who know them all by their marks, and they call 
unto the dwellers of the Garden: Peace be unto you!’ 
He replied: ‘They are leaders after me, Ali and two 
grandsons Hasan and Husain, and nine leaders from 
the lineage of Husain are the same people of heights. 
Whoever, identifies them would enter in the paradise; 
whoever is stranger to them and they are stranger to 
them would enter in the hell. Only through the path 
of their recognition God is identified.” 


13. S'ad S’aidi has narrated from his father and said: “J 
asked imams from Fatimeh (SA). She replied: ‘I have 
heard from the Holy Prophet (SAW) that he said: 
‘Leaders after me are equivalent to the chiefs of 
Banu Israel.” 


14. Abu Basir has narrated from Imam al-Sadiq (AS): “My 
father Imam al-Bagir (AS) said to Jabir bin Abdullah 
Ansari: ‘I have something to do with you, what time 
are you free? I would like to ask you in privacy.’ Jabir 
replied: ‘Whatever time you like.’ One day Imam al- 
Baqir (AS) said to Jabir in privacy: Jabir! Regarding 
the tablet that you have seen in the hands of my 
mother, the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter, and the 
things that she informed you, please explain for me.’ 
Jabir said: ‘I seek God as a witness, a day during the 
life of the Holy Prophet (SAW) I reached in the 
presence of your mother Fatimeh (SA) in order to 
offer my greetings on the birth of Imam Husain (AS). 
| saw a green tablet in the hands of that exalted 
personality. | imagined it was emerald, in which I saw 
the radiant writings that were shining like the 
illumination of the sun, I said to her: ʻO the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter! May my parents be your 
ransom what is this tablet?’ She said: ‘This is a tablet 
that the Honorable and Glorious Lord has bestowed 
as a gift upon His prophet that in this tablet the 


names of my father, husband, my sons Hasan and 
Husain and the names of the leaders who are from 
the genealogy of my sons are written. My honorable 
father has given me as a gift in order it to be a 
means of my happiness and joy.’ Jabir said: ‘Your 
mother Fatimeh (SA) gave that tablet to me, I read it 
and made a copy from it for my self.’ 


Imam al-Sadiq (AS) said: ‘My father Imam al-Bagqir 
(AS) said to Jabir that is it possible for you to show it 
to me?’ Jabir replied: ‘Yes.’ Then Jabir accompanied 
by my father started walking until they reached at 
Jabir’s home. Jabir showed a scripture that was made 
of soft leather, and showed it to my father. My father 
said: Jabir! You should look at the writing that you 
have with you so that I should recite it from the 
memory.’ Jabir looked at his copy? and my father 
recited it for Jabir from his memory, by God! Even 
there was not a difference of even a single word. 
Jabir said: ‘Whatever was written in the tablet is 
described as follows: 


This tablet is a writing from the Aware and 
Invincible God upon Muhammad-the_ bringer of 
illumination and His ambassador toward the 
people-that the angel of revelation from the God of 
Worlds has descended it. O Muhammad adore my 
name with majesty and grandeur, be thankful upon 
my bounties, and should never be unthankful, 
because I am the God that except Me there is no god, 
I break the tyrants, destroy the arrogant, and place 
the transgressors upon the dirt of the degradation. I 
would bestow rewards on the Day of Judgment; verily 
I am God that except Me there doesn’t exist any god; 
if some one seeks favor and compassion from other 
than Me and is scared from the justice of other than 
Me, | would punish him in a manner that no one 


would have been punished in the world like him 
before. 


O Muhammad! Worship and trust Me only, every 
prophet that I have dispatched, completed his 
prophet-hood, and when his life ended, appointed for 
him a successor and deputy, and appointed you 
superior than all the prophets, and your successor as 
superior than all of the successors, and have blessed 
him with the existence of two sons. After the end of 
the life of his father, | have appointed Hasan as the 
treasure of wisdom and Husain as the treasure of 
revelation, and distinguished with the martyrdom in 
the path of the truth and justice and terminated his 
life’s end with happiness and prosperity; from this 
consideration Husain is considered as the most 
superior martyrs in the path of God. | have placed My 
complete words near him, and placed My loud proof 
near him; through the blessing of the vicegerency 
(vilayt) would reward him, and would punish those 
who are indifferent towards them. 


The first imam after Husain is the leader of the 
worshippers and ornament of My past friends and his 
son Muhammad-named similar to his 
grandfather-the splitter of the knowledge and 
treasure of My wisdom. And after him his son Jj’afar 
that the contradictors in his imamate would be 
annihilated, and those who would deny his imamate 
are like those who have denied Me; I have promised 
to make J’afar’s rank and position as distinguished to 
outstandingly please his followers and friends; after 
that | have selected Musa for the enlightenment of 
the path of my servants during most darkest period 
of deceptions as the leader of the religion because 
my rope of commandments doesn’t get ruptured and 
illuminated argument should not remain hidden, and 


My friends should never encounter with the face of 
hardships. 


‘Be aware! Whosoever denies the eighth leader as 
though he has hundred percent denied all of the 
saints, Ali who is friend and helper of my 
religion—same one that I have placed my messenger 
ship upon his shoulders, and examined his 
knowledge upon him; a monstrous person would 
martyr him, and he would be buried in a city that my 
most worthy servant Dhul-Qarnain have laid its 
foundation stone alongside the grave of My worst 
creature. | destined to make him pleased with the 
birth of the dearest son and worthy successor 
Muhammad; would make him successor of My 
knowledge, position of mysteries and My proof upon 
my servants after his father. Each servant who would 
bear the real faith about his imamate would make 
him enter into the paradise, and would handover him 
the intercession of the seventy people from his 
family—who would deserve to go to hell’s fire. | would 
bestow good fortune upon his son Ali, who is the 
friend and helper of My religion’s code, my witness 
among the people, trustee of the revelation and My 
book. I would bring a son from him who is a caller 
toward My path and the traditions, is the treasure of 
My knowledge and his lofty name is Hasan...’”. 


15. Fatimeh (SA) said: “Muhammad and Ali are the 
fathers of Muslim Community, and correct their 
crookedness and deviations; if the people obey them 
they would rescue them from the eternal 
punishment; and if they are coordinated and 
favorable with them, the never-ending bounties of 
God would be placed at their disposal. ’”2*° 


16. Fatimeh (SA) has narrated a tradition from the 
Commander of the Faithful (AS) that he said: “The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Whoever does a favor upon ona 
person from my children and if didn’t receive any 
reward for that favor, | would give him the reward 
because of his act.” 


17. Ahamad bin Yahyah Audi, from Abu N’aeem Zurar bin 
Sard, from Abdul Karim Abu Y’afur, from Jabir, from Abu 
Zoha, from Masroog, from A’aisheh has narrated that 
Fatimeh (SA) has narrated for us and said: “The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said to me: ‘Your’ husband’s 
knowledge is superior to all, he accepted the Islam 
before all, and his patience and forbearance is 
superior to all.’” 


18. Fatimeh (SA) said: “Praise of God for His 
greatness and illumination, creator of the earth and 
the heavens; the people seek means from Him, and 
we are means of God between the people; His 
distinguished ones, threshold of the purities, God’s 
most explicit proofs, and the successors of His 
messengers.” 2“2 


19. Muhammad bin Omar Kanasi, from J’afar bin 
Muhammad, from his father, from Ali bin al-Husain, from 
Fatimeh, the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter has narrated 
that he said: “One day, the Holy Prophet (SAW) came 
near us and said: ‘God does take pride and glory 
because of your existence; He has forgiven you all, 
and for Ali has bestowed the special forgiveness. I 
am the God’s messenger near you, and am not a 
cause of fear and amazement near my community; I 
like my close relatives, right now Gabriel has just 
informed me that during the period of my life and 
after my life the one who is Ali’s friend is 
prosperous.’”?*? 


20. Zainab daughter of Abu R’afai has narrated from 
Fatimeh (SA) that she accompanied by Hasan and Husain 
(AS) during the same sickness in which the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) has left the world, reached in his presence and said: 
“O dear Father! Don’t you want to give any thing in 
inheritance to Hasan and Husain? He replied: ‘My 
grandeur, glory, valor, and munificence are inherited 
by Hasan and Husain respectively.’” 2°° 


21. Ali (AS) has narrated from Fatimeh (SA) that she said: 
“The Holy Prophet said to me: ‘Dear Fatimeh! 
Whoever sends greeting upon you, God would forgive 
him and would be associated with me in my threshold 
in the paradise.’”?>* 


22. Zaid bin Ali bin Husain, from his unt, daughter of the 
Commander of the Faithful (AS), from her mother Fatimeh 
(SA) that she said: “At the time of birth of Imam al- 
Husain (AS) my honorable father entered upon me, I 
have covered the child in a yellow cloth, he removed 
the yellow cloth and took a white piece of the white 
cloth, and rolled Husain in it, gave him in my hand 
and said: ‘Dear Fatimeh! Take Husain, he himself is 
the imam, son of an imam, and is the father of nine 
imams, and leaders; worthy imams would be created 
from his lineage, that the Appointed One (Qayam) is 
the ninth one among them.’” 


23. Sahal bin S'ad Ansari said: “I asked Fatimeh (SA) 
the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter: ‘Who are the 
leaders of the religion?’ She replied: ‘The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said to Ali (AS) that: ‘Ali! You are the 
leader and my successor after me and is more 
deserving to the believers as compared to them; 
after you is your son Hasan, and after him your son 
Husain, after him his son Husain bin Ali, after him his 
son Muhammad, after him his son J’afar, after him his 


son Musa, after him his son Ali, after him his son 
Muhammad, after him his son Ali, after him his son 
Hasan, after his son, the Appointed One of the 
Muhammad’s family—Qayame A’ale Muhammad, who 
is more deserving to the believers as compared to 
them. God through his means would widen the east 
and west of the earth. They are righteous the imams 
and the speaking tongue of the Islam; whoever 
rushes to their help, God would help them, and 
whoever would leave them alone God would

3.3. Philosophy and Criteria of the Islamic 
Commandments 


In the famous sermon that Fatimeh (SA) delivered in the 
assembly of the companions and after that criticized the 
incident of Abu Bakr in Sagifeh, it has been mentioned: 


“O servants of God! You are responsible for the 
encouraging of goodness and negation of the evil of 
God, transporters of the religion, revelation, God’s 
representatives upon yourselves, and his preachers 
toward the communities. The guard of God’s right is 
among you, and preserver of God’s contract is in 
your access. What the prophet after him has placed 
between the communities as his memory is speaking 
Qur’an, the righteous Qur’an, explicit illumination, 
and the radiant light. The book whose arguments are 
clear, its esoteric essence is apparent its exoteric 
essence is fully illuminated, and its followers are full 
of pride. The book that invites its followers toward 
the paradise and leads its dependents toward the 
shore of rescue; through it means one could be 
guided toward the divine illuminated arguments, 
could receive its commentary of the commandments, 
and could renounce things that have been forbidden 


in it; sufficed and clear arguments could be reviewed, 
and moral ethical commandments, legal, and 
permissible could be found in its writing.” 


In the same sermon, she has paid attention about the 
philosophy of the commandments in Islam and said: “God 
has made faith a means of your purification and 
being trimmed from the polytheism; the prayer as a 
means of the purification from the arrogance and 
egotism, the charity as a means of the self- 
purification, and increase in your livelihood. The 
Fasting as a factor of strengthening of your sincerity; 
Hajj as a means of fortification of the Islamic 
ideology; justice as a means of the coordination and 
integration; our imamate as a means of the immunity 
from the sedition, and being scattered; Jihad as a 
means of dignity and pride of the Islam; patience and 
forbearance as a means of receiving God’s reward; 
encouraging goodness as an instrument of the 
reformation of the masses; goodness toward the 
parents as a means of the protection from divine 
wrath; maintaining of the family ties as a means of 
increasing of your numbers and power; retaliation as 
a means of protecting the people’s lives; 
commitment to oaths as a means of God’s 
forgiveness; prevention from using short weights in 
weighing as a means of the confrontation with the 
shortages; negation from the alcoholic drinks as a 
means of the purification from the filths; being 
careful from the acquisitions and undesirable 
comparisons as a veil in front of the anger and the 
wrath of God; quitting from stealing as a means of 
the self’s protection; and the renunciation of the 
polytheism as a means of the sincerity in servitude of 
God and His divinity.” 


3. Ahmad bin Yahyah Sufi, from Abd ar-Rahman bin Dees 
Mullai, from Bashir bin Ziyad bin Jazri, from Abdullah bin 
Hasan, from his mother Fatimeh, Imam al-Husain’s (AS) 
daughter has narrated a tradition regarding some of the 
legislative criterions from Zahra (SA) that she said: 
“Whenever an Allah’s servant gets sick, He orders 
His angles that until the servant is upon the bed of 
sickness, take off pen from him because I have kept 
him upon the bed, either would take his soul, or 
would let him go.” The narrator’s said that he 
remained this to one of the sons of Abdullah bin 
Hasan, and he said to me: My father explained: ‘God 
reveals to the angles that they should write for him 
the rewards of the acts that servant has done while 
being healthy.’” 


4. Imam Ali (AS) has narrated from that exalted 
personality that she said: “The Holy Prophet (SAW) said 
to me: ‘O the beloved of your father’s heart! Drinking 
of every intoxicant is forbidden and every 
intoxicating drink is considered as alcohol.’ 


5. Sulaiman bin Sulaiman has narrated from his mother 
that she said: “I entered upon A’aisheh, the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) wife, and asked her a question 
regarding eating of the meat of sacrifice, she said: 
‘The Holy Prophet (SAW) in the beginning prohibited 
its eating, and then made it permissible. Ali ibn Abi 
Talib (AS) returned from a journey to his home, 
Fatimeh (SA) prepared an amount of the meat of the 
sacrifice for him, he said: ‘Didn’t the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) have forbidden the meat of the sacrifice. 
Fatimeh (SA) replied: ‘The Holy Prophet (SAW) has 
issued the order of its being utilized.’ Fatimeh said: 
Ali (AS) reached in the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
presence, and asked him about this matter. The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) said: ‘You could utilize the meat of all 


the sacrifices from Dhul-Hijja till Dhu al-Hijja of the 
next year.’” 


6. It has been narrated from Fatimeh (SA) the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter that she asked from her exalted 
father, the Holy Prophet (SAW): “Dear Father! What 
would be the punishment of a man and woman who 
are negligent regarding their prayers? The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) replied: ‘Dear Fatimeh! The man and 
woman who are negligent in prayer, God inflict them 
with fifteen punishments; six worldly punishments, 
three punishments at the time of their death, three 
punishments in grave, and three punishments at the 
time of resurrection from their graves. 


Worldly Punishments: God takes away blessings 
from their age; God orders that the illumination from 
their faces should be removed; for whatever they 
perform, are not given any rewards for it; their 
prayers don’t go up toward the sky; they are not 
included in the well-fare prayers offered by the 
others. 


At the time of death: They die with the 
wretchedness and degradation; they surrender their 
souls in the state of being hungry; leaves this world 
with a thirsty mouth, and if he drinks water from all 
the rivers of the world, his thirst would not be 
quenched. 


In the Grave: God assigns an angel upon him to 
annoy and torture him inside the grave; makes his 
grave narrowed upon him; his grave is filled with the 
darkness. 


When he would be resurrected from the grave: 
God would assign an angel so that he could pull him 
upon the ground in front of the people’s sight; He 


would be accounted by God severely; God would not 
look at him with kindness, would not decorate him, 
and painful punishment would be waiting for him. ”2>4 


3.4. Moral Ethics and the Chastisement 


1. Imam al-Husain (AS) has narrated from her honorable 
mother Fatimeh (SA) that the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: “O 
my daughter! Be careful from miserliness because 
it’s a sickness that doesn’t exist in a benevolent 
person; be careful with miserliness, because it’s a 
tree whose roots are in fire of hell, and its branches 
are in the world. If some one is hanging upon its 
branches it would make him to enter into hell. I 
recommend you toward the generosity and 
benevolence, because benevolence is a tree of the 
paradise whose branches are hanging in the world, 
and whoever would be hanging upon its branches 
would be pulled towards the paradise. ”2>2 


2. It has been narrated from Zahra (SA), the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) daughter, that he said: “The worst 
individuals of the community are those who eat well 
and wear well and treat the others with taunting, and 
making fun.” 


3. Fatimeh (SA) Imam al-Husain’s (AS) daughter has 
narrated from her grand mother Zahra (SA) that she said: 
“Whenever the Holy Prophet (SAW) entered in side 
mosque he sent the greetings and salutations upon 
Muhammad and his family, and said: ‘O God! Forgive 
my sins, and open the gates of Your blessing upon 
me. ’”7227 


4. Zahra (SA) said: “The happiness and joy upon the 
face of a believer would result in his going into the 
paradise, and upon his opponents and ill-wisher’s 


face would be a means of his protection from the 
hell's fire.” 


5. Zaid bin Ali (AS) from his fathers has narrated from 
Fatimeh (SA) the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter that she 
said: “I have heard it from the Holy Prophet (SAW) 
that he said: ‘During Friday there exist moments that 
each Muslim who could perceive these moments, and 
seeks a want from God, He would grant it to him.’ 
Fatimeh (SA) said: ‘O the Holy Prophet (SAW): ‘Which 
moments?’ He replied: ‘When half of the sun’s 
diameter has set.’ The narrator said: ‘After that 
Fatimeh (SA) said to her slave: ‘Go upon the roof of 
my home, and when half of the sun has set, inform 
me so that I could pray.’”2>2 


6. lon Hammad Ansari Dolabi, died in the year of 310 has 
said: “Abu J’afar Muhammad bin Ouf bin Sufiyan T’ai, 
Humasi, from Musa bin Ayoub Nasibi, from 
Muhammad bin Shoaib, from Sadgheh, freed by 
Abdur Rahman bin Walid, from Muhammad bin Ali bin 
Husain has narrated that he said: ‘Accompanied with 
Husain bin Ibn Ali (AS) went towards my plantation 
and in the path N’aman bin Bashir mounted upon a 
mule reached near us, dismounted form his mule and 
said to Husain (AS): “Aba Abdullah! Please mount.’ 
Imam didn’t accept; N’aman continuously sworn upon 
him until Imam (AS) said: ‘You are asking me for a 
thing that | don’t have any inclination towards it; 
here is a narration that my mother Fatimeh (SA) has 
quoted that the Holy Prophet (SAW) said: ‘Every one 
for sitting upon the back of his animals, sleeping 
upon his bed, offering prayer in his home, is more 
deserving but if he happens to be the Imam of the 
congregational prayer that people request him to 
lead the congregational prayer. Therefore, you ride 
upon it in front of your mount and let me mount 


behind you.’ N’aman said: ‘Fatimeh (SA) has said it 
correct, but when my father was alive, has narrated 
from the Holy Prophet (SAW) that he said in this 
regards: ‘But if the owner of the mount permits.’ 
When N’aman narrated this narration for Imam (AS) 
he got mounted in front, and N’aman behind his 
back.’”7°2 


7. Ahmad bin Yahyah Audi from Jabbarateh bin 
Mughallas, from Obaid bin Wasim, from Husain bin Hasan, 
from his mother, Imam Husain’s (AS) daughter, from her 
father, from Fatimeh (SA) the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter 
has narrated that he said: “Whoever is sleeping with his 
hand polluted with the fat should not condemned any 
one except himself.” 


8. Ahmad bin Yahyah Sufi, from Abdur Rahman bin Dabis, 
from Bashar bin Ziyad from Abdullah bin Hasan, from his 
mother from Zahra (SA) has narrated that she said: 
“Whenever the two tyrants armies encounters with 
each other, God pulls his hand away from them, 
therefore it is not important who gets victorious, and 
whenever soldiers of these two tyrants get 
encountered with each other, the most tyrant ones 
among them would be destroyed.’” 


9. Where Zahra (SA) has described the descent women, 
she said: “It is better for the women not to see the 
men, as well as men should not see them. ”2& 


10. Imam al-Sadiq (AS) has narrated from his exalted 
father, Muhammad bin Ali (AS), from his dear father Ali bin 
al-Husain (AS) from his own father Husain bin Ali (AS), from 
her honorable mother, Zahra (SA), the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
daughter that she said: “When the blessed verse: ‘Make 
not calling of the messenger among you as your 
calling one of another.’ Fatimeh said: ‘The awe of the 
prophet overwhelmed me to call him as my father, 


therefore from this consideration requested to him: O 
the Holy Prophet (SAW)! He turned his face and said: 
O my daughter! This verse has not been revealed 
about you and your family; I am from you and you are 
from me. This verse has been revealed for the 
tyrants and the arrogant; you should call me father, 
because this phrase is charming and makes God 
happier. Then he kissed my forehead and pulled his 
hand upon my body, since than there was never a 
need to use good smell for me.’”2& 


11. Zahra (SA) said: “Whoever’s prayer with 
sincerity goes up towards God; He sends the most 
superior divine blessings that are expedient to his 
world and hereafter, upon him.” 


12. Lais bin Abu Salim from Abdullah bin Hasan, from his 
mother Fatimeh (SA) the Imam al-Husain’s (AS) daughter 
from her honorable father Imam al-Husain (AS) from his 
mother Fatimeh (SA) the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter that 
she said: “The best person among you is the one 
whose humility and modesty while encountering with 
the people is more, and the most valuable persons 
are those who show respect towards their women. ”7° 


13. The Holy Prophet (SAW) asked his companions: 
“What is the definition of a woman? They replied: 
‘That a woman is like the privy part of a person that 
they should be covered.’ He said: ‘What time a 
woman is near to God?’ They didn’t offer a reply. 
When Fatimeh (SA) heard these words she said: 
‘When a woman in order to perform her obligations 
remains inside the home-she is nearer to God than 
any other moment.’ The Holy Prophet (SAW) replied: 
‘Verily Fatimeh is part of my body.’”?“ 


14. In a prolong narration it has been narrated form that 
exalted personality that she said: “O the Holy Prophet! 


Salman was amazed with the condition of my dress, I 
swear in the name of one Who has appointed you 
with the truth that it has been for last five years that 
my and Ali’s floor covering is the sheep-skin that 
during days we put fodder upon it for our camel and 
during night we sleep upon it, and our pillows are 
from skin that are filled with the date palm leafs. The 
Holy Prophet (SAW) said: Salman! My daughter 
Fatimeh has taken lead from other women.’”?& 


15. It has been narrated from Ali bin Husain (AS) that he 
said: “One day a blind man asked permission to reach 
in Fatimeh’s (SA) presence, she covered herself from 
him. The Holy Prophet (SAW) asked her: ‘Dear 
Fatimeh! He can’t see you, why did you covered 
yourself from him? She replied: ‘O the Holy Prophet 
(SAW)! If he doesn’t see me, | could see him, and he 
could still sniff the feminine smell, the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) said: ‘I testify that Fatimeh is the part of my 
own body.” 


16. Yazid bin Sinan from Hasan bin Ali Wasti, from Bashir 
bin Maimoon Wasti, from Abdullah bin Hasan bin Hasan bin 
bin Ali bin Ali ibn Abi Talib has narrated that he said: “My 
mother Fatimeh (SA) the Holy Prophet’s (SA) 
daughter has narrated for me and said: ‘The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) wrote the last two verses of the Holy 
Qur’an for Imam al-Hasan and Imam al-Husain (AS) 
and placed them in God’s refuge, and like the words 
of the verses that he has taught them from the Holy 
Qur’an, taught them these words and said: ‘I seek 
refuge in ultimate names of God from each devil, and 
insect, from the evil of each bad eye, and jealous 
ones.’” 


17. It has been narrated from Zahra (SA) that she said: 
“The Holy Prophet (SAW) entered upon me during 


the night time when I have spread my bed for 
sleeping, and said: ‘Dear Fatimeh! Until you have 
done four things don’t go to the bed. First: You must 
have finished the Holy Qur’an. Second: you must 
have assigned the prophets as your intercessors. 
Third: You must have pleased all the believers from 
you. Fourth: You must have performed the Hajj 
pilgrimage and lesser Hajj pilgrimage.’ He said these 
things and got busy in offering the prayer; I remain 
patient until he finished his prayer. I said: ʻO the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) you have ordered me to do four things 
that | am not in a position to complete them in a 
single moment!’ He smiled and said: ‘O My daughter! 
Whenever you have recited the Verse of Sincerity 
(ikhlas) three times you have finished a Qur’an; 
whenever you have recited the salutations and the 
greetings upon me and the messengers before me all 
of us would be your intercessors on the Day of 
Judgment; whenever you would seek forgiveness for 
the believers all of them would be pleased with you, 
and whenever you recited the four praises i.e. Glory 
to God, all praise belongs to God, there is no god but 
God, and God is great, in reality you have performed 
the Hajj and the lesser Hajj pilgrimage.’ 


18. In a prolonged narration Fatimeh (SA) said to her 
exalted father: “Dear Father! May I be your ransom 
why are you crying for? The Holy Prophet (SAW) 
reminded her two verses that Gabriel has brought: 
‘And lo! For all such, hell will be the promised place. 
It hath seven gates, and each gate hath an appointed 
portion.” Fatimeh (SA) through hearing these 
verses fell upon the ground due to the sadness and 
continuously said: ‘Woe upon those who would be 
entered into the hell,’”7°2 


3.5. Government, Politics, and History 


1. The two sermons that have been quoted from the 
sacred existence of Zahra (SA) are in the path of audacious 
revolution of the Holy Prophet (SAW), its future, ignorance 
before the blessed prophet-hood mission (baithat), 
consequences of the deviation of the Islamic Leadership 
from its correct axis, indicates farsightedness and vastness 
of her intellectual horizons of that Great Lady. Therefore, it 
deserves to review those two sermons one more time. 


2. Regarding the news of the unseen, it has been 
narrated from Fatimeh al-Sughreh (SA) from Imam al- 
Husain’s (AS) daughter from her honorable father, from her 
grandmother Fatimeh (SA) the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) 
daughter that she said: “The Holy Prophet (SAW) said to 
me: ‘Seven of my sons would be buried at the 
Euphrates shore that all of the first and the last 
martyrs would never reach to their degree.’ 


3. Regarding sharing the secrets of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW) with Fatimeh (SA) it has been narrated from A’aisheh 
that she said: “Fatimeh (SA) used to walk very much 
similar to her father, one day she came near the Holy 
Prophet (SAW) and he said: ʻO my daughter! 
Welcome! Then he placed her to sit on his right side, 
or left side, and then shared a secret with her; 
Fatimeh (SA) wept.’ I said to her: ‘Amazing! The Holy 
Prophet (SAW) specially desired to talk to you and 
you cried? Then the prophet said to her another 
secret, and Fatimeh laughed. I said: I have never 
seen such a close crying and laughing so nearer! I 
asked Fatimeh what the Holy Prophet has said to 
you.’ The Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter said: I 
would never leak the secret of the Holy Prophet 
(SAW).’ After the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) death I asked 
her about the incident she replied: ‘The Holy Prophet 


(SAW) told me: Gabriel used to present the Holy 
Qur’an every year but this year he has presented it 
to me twice; it appears that my age has reached to 
its end. Dear Fatimeh! From my Ahl al-Bayt, you 
would be the first person who would join me, and I 
am the best one who has taken lead over you. Due to 
this reason I cried. Then he said: Dear Fatimeh! Are 
you not happy that you are the Lady of the Women of 
my Islamic Community or the Lady of Women 
Believers?“ And this caused my laughing.’” 


Urwateh bin Zubair has narrated from A’aisheh that she 
said: “When the Holy Prophet become sick upon his 
bed, asked for his daughter Zahra (SA), and shared a 
secret with her. Fatimeh (SA) started crying then he 
said to some thing that this time Fatimeh started 
laughing; I asked its cause and she replied: ‘When I 
cried the Holy Prophet (SAW) gave me the news of 
his demise, and I cried then he informed me that 
from his Ahi al-Bayt, | would be the first person to 
join him, I started laughing. ’”?72 


3.6. Samples of Zahra’s (SA) Supplications 


Fatimeh (SA) through arrival of the night stood straight at 
the alter of the prayer for the prayer and placed her 
complete attention towards her God; kept busy in prayer, 
supplications, and incantations in the presence of the sacred 
threshold of her creator seeking Him as a scared human 
being, wretched, degraded, detached from the world, and 
presented her prayers as follows: 


“O God! I ask you energy in worship, 
farsightedness in comprehension of the verses of 
your book. O God! Send greetings and salutations 
upon Muhammad and his offspring; don’t allow the 
Holy Qur’an to be distant apart from our 


understanding; the bridge (sirat) to be passing away 
from us, and Muhammad (SAW) turning his face away 
from us.” 


Including her following prayer: 


1. “O God make the beginning of this day as 
righteous, its ending as successful, its middle as 
prosperous. O God send the salutations and 
greetings upon Muhammad and his offspring, and 
consider me among those who have come towards 
Thee and Thou have accepted them; they trusted 
only upon Thee and Thou were sufficient for them; 
they cried upon Thou threshold and Thou placed 
them under Thy blessings.” 


2. “O God! I seek guidance, piety, needlessness, 
and deeds that are loved by Thee and make Thou 
pleased. O God! I seek Thy power and energy with 
respect to our weakness; Thy needlessness with 
respect to our needs, and Thy knowledge and wisdom 
with respect to our ignorance. O God send the 
greeting and salutations upon Muhammad and his 
offspring, and help us in offering thanks and 
gratitude towards Thee, keeping our self busy in Thy 
remembrance, and in being sincere in Thy obedience 
and worshipping. ” 


3. The Famous Prayer of Illumination (Dua/ Noor) 


“In the name of God of illumination, in the name of 
God, Who is the illumination within the illumination; 
in the name of God Who is the illumination over the 
illumination; in the name of God that the control of 
all the affairs are in His hands; in the name of God 
who created the illumination from the illumination; 
Thanks and gratitude of God, Who descended the 
illumination upon the Mountain of Mount Sinai (Kooh- 


e-Tur); has written it in a scripture, descended it ina 
written text to the determined extent upon a great 
prophet; thanks and gratitude upon God, Who is 
remembered as worthy, honorable, pride, and famous 
in the pleasure and the sorrows and deserves our 
thanks and gratitude. Greetings be upon God and our 
Chief and Leader-Muhammad, and his Holy Progeny.” 


In spite of the fact that Zahra (SA) was martyred at the 
age of eighteen, through the testimony of history, that noble 
personality like other impeccable has put her courage in an 
extensive manner towards propagation and collection of 
contexts relevant to principles and the criteria of true 
religion of Islam. In her meetings in which that exalted Lady 
had with the Muslim Women, was able to reply to all of their 
enquiries; the narrations that have been traced from her are 
indicative of the literary and intellectual talents of her noble 
personality. And perhaps their quotation of samples that has 
been presented by the historians especially about her 
sermons clearly explains very outstanding literary 
dimensions that have been used by that honorable 
personality in her speeches. 


In this regards two sermons have been quoted from the 
Holy Prophet’s (SAW) daughter that the prime sermon has 
been delivered among the women after the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) demise, and the other one has been delivered in the 
assembly of the personalities of the immigrants and the 
helpers. We in presenting the episodes after the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) demise have mentioned the two sermons 
exactly. In this background Dr. Bastani through commenting 
its very beautiful and artistic text has said: “This sermon 
has begun with thanking of God exactly in the same 
style that was founded by the Holy Prophet (SAW), 
and Imam Ali (AS); but she has further explained 


about it. Therefore, from this consideration Zahra 
(SA) from one side in her speeches has utilized the 
method of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) and Imam Ali’s 
(AS) sermons, and from the other hand has 
presented her own especial artistic dimensions. 


That Great Lady has begun the topics of her 
sermon in chained manner with the praise and 
thanks of God relevant to His favors, rewards, 
blessings, characteristic, and generosity of the 
prophet-hood of her honorable father, then has 
turned toward the main topic and through describing 
a list of the spiritual and worshiping outcome, has 
bestowed continuation to her words. And in this 
manner has created a connection between the 
prophet-hood and its outcomes, its social effects, 
between the preliminaries and the main topic of the 
sermon, and in this manner has presented this fiery 
sermon through careful design of the cooperation. 
The artistic methods that Zahra (SA) has based her 
words upon them through the utilization of the most 
significant illustrative elements through coordination 
with the topics has pictured them in the form of very 
beautiful words, in which different contexts like a 
chained connection could be observed with repetition 
and swearing....”7/2 


After becoming familiar with the literary personality of 
Zahra (SA) in the prose we would quote here some samples 
literary verses of that honorable personality: 


1. When the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) sacred body was 
buried in the earth, Zahra (SA) looked towards Anas bin 
Malik and said: “Anas! How your heart was contended 
to throw the dirt upon the blessed face of the Holy 
Prophet (SAW)?” Then she started crying and recited 
these verses in the tragedy of her father: “The distant 


horizons became dark, dim, and murky, the sun 
became dark, and the morning and the evening 
turned into the dark night with intense blackness.” 


“After the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) demise the earth 
is sad full of sorrow and pain, is shaking upon it 
severely; in the heart rending pain of giving hands 
from the Holy Prophet (SAW), the east and west of 
the planet should cry and the tribes of Muzr and 
Yemen deserve shedding their tears.” 


“O the last prophet! Whose illumination is 
auspicious, salutations of God-Who descended the 
Holy Qur’an upon your sacred soul.” Then she took a 
fist full of dirt from her father’s grave, placed it upon her 
face and eyes, and said: “The one who smells sacred 
dirt of the Holy Prophet’s (SAW) grave deserves not 
to smell any good smell until the end of his age.” 


“O father! After you so many tragedies inflicted 
upon me that-if it had fallen upon a shining day it 
would have turned into a dark intense night.’ 


2. Also, in the heart rending tragedy of her father she has 
said: “Tell the hidden one, who is sleeping under the 
dirt that do you hear the sound of my pain and 
sorrows? After you so many tragedies were inflicted 
upon me that had it been fallen upon a shining day it 
would have turned into a dark intense night. I was 
placed under the shadow of Muhammad’s support 
and until he was my supporter, | don’t have any fear 
from the enemies, and those who had grudges 
against me; he was my beauty and manifestation, but 
today I have lowered my head in front of the lowest 
ignoble, and I am afraid of the tyranny and the 
oppression inflicted upon me that in that case I! 
would send my oppressors away from me through the 
means of my covering (chador). If ringdove (qamri) at 


the night time cries upon a branch, my crying is in 
the morning. O father! After you | made pain and 
sorrow as my companions, and my tears as my 
arsenal. The one, who smells sacred dirt of the Holy 
Prophet’s (SAW) grave, deserves not to smell any 
good smell until the end of his life. 


3. It has been narrated from Muhammad bin Muffazal 
that he said: “1 have heard from Imam al-Sadiq (AS) 
that he said: ‘Fatimeh came to the Holy Prophet’s 
(SAW) mosque, stood near its pillar, and addressed 
the Holy Prophet (SAW) with these verses:

whenever the world of Islam was plunged in the darkness of decadence, an 
outstanding personality emerged, who, by his illuminating achievements, 
dispelled the gloom encompassing it. One such personality was Jamaluddin 
Afghani, the harbinger of Muslim Renaissance in the 19th century. Being a 
wandering missionary, a versatile genius, an intellectual and an orator of the 
highest caliber, he brought about a universal awakening throughout the world 
of Islam. He moved about in the capitals of Muslim countries—lecturing, 
discussing and writing about his mission to bring about the unity of Muslims, 
leaving behind him a band of zealous workers, who continued his work even 
after his death. Several movements of religious revival and social reform owe 
their origin to Afghani and were started by his disciples who were deeply 
influenced by him. In fact, no other person has influenced the 19th century 
Islam more profoundly than him. 


Another great thinker of the East, Dr Iqbal Lahori, had paid glowing tributes to 
Seyed Jamaluddin Asadabadi when he said: “A perfect master of nearly 
all the Muslim languages of the world and endowed with the most 
winning eloquence, his restless soul migrated from one Muslim 
country to another, influencing some of the most prominent men in 
Iran, Egypt and Turkey. Some of the greatest theologians of our 
time, such as Mufti Muhammad Abduh of Egypt, were his disciples. 
He wrote little, spoke much, and thereby transformed into miniature 
Jamaluddins all those who came into contact with him...He never 
claimed to be a prophet or a renewal; yet no man in our time has 
stirred the soul of Islam more deeply than him. His spirit is still 
working in the world of Islam, and no one knows where it will end.” 
Seyed Jamaluddin was born in 1838 at Asadabad (Afghanistan). His father 
Seyed Safdar, a descendent of Seyed Ali al-Tirmizi, later migrated and settled 
in Kabul. Even at the early age of eight years, Jamaluddin exhibited 
extraordinary intelligence. Before he was 18, he was well versed in almost all 
the branches of Islamic learning including philosophy, jurisprudence, history, 
metaphysics, mathematics, medicine, sciences, mysticism, astronomy and 
astrology. His learning was encyclopedic and his genius was versatile.
